It 
in raaliaed Uia^ in view of tlie situation in Enrope it is moet desirable 
to maintain intaot <diu entente with Kiihmo, bnt it is doubted whether 
it was really neceiwofy to go to sneh lengths of eomplaiaanoe aa 0ir 
Edward Urey liaa gone In tliis matter. The people of Indio, on the 
oilier luiiid, at first hcwilderwi hy the extraordinary manner in whieh 
we obeyed every demand of Rosna, and with niinihi riiice poiaoued 
by the whis^wrings of Pan- Islamic iiewspapera and preaelierB^ are 
tncliDixl allogoUier to dnuiit our good faith. The moet IntelllgeiAt 
of them will tell yon that tfiey decline to believe that the greet Biuiah 
Eintdre wcmhl willingly cnnignt to be mode a ratapaw of by Rueeia, 
wliiurt the latter eoiismiinuitcd her ambiliona in Persia, .ilolMa there 
was snmetbjiiig more in it than has yet lieen annnnneed.* Here agAB 
the ilnry of tiie conspiracy amongst the Christian Powers to Oggprosi 
the Moliamedan States is widely lielieved, and is, iodeed, givea 
colouring by our actiuiiH. It is no exaggeration to sa^ that ou^ ^ 
sabrervienofl to Russia in Persia has created tlie worst possihk linpn«-r' 
fiion amongst even the loyal Mohamedans of Indio, and the fact that we^ 
have so pdpahly been playing second fiddle Inis been moet harmful 
to our prestige. Feelings were much embittered hy the action of 
Ruesia in Meshed and its neighhonrliwHl, paitieulars of wliich have 
only recently hegim to trickle through hi India hy means of NtBrning>^ 
pilgrims. ' 'Bie bombardment of the shrine, which is held in peeuluiT" 
veneretinn, is universally execrated. Ihe unfortunate port of il ki 
that in this, as in all the oilier actions wf Rassia in Persia, the \ 
eommon Iwlief is tliat the British were involved.

The result of oU this has Imen to give to Pan-IriOmism in India 
and neiglihoiinng countries an extroonlinary iiiipetiu— one, indeed, 
wluch may well become dangerous. It in difficult to take up any 
Indian Mohamedan pajjer without seeing that the Wfonga of Mqhwi- 
medons in other conDtries, the conspiracy of the OhiriatiOq Powbfl 
against Mloliaimdan Staten, the neoesrity of sobiiorlbing bCrgely W 
BM Torhish war funds, and the obligation lying on aU Mohamedans 
to be ready to act togetiier in defenoe of tlie faith form preotieilly 
tile sole topics for disenssien. It is interesting to nj^ too, that 
the more ektreiae Hindu papers toko pknnre in Impressing oa their 
Ifohamodaa follow-subjeGtc that they have lieon abandoned by the 
Gtovcniroent, as wiineM the cose of Eastern Bengal ; whilst the 
remsrfca ollb. Montagu Hoarding the non-homogeneoas choncter 
of Indian’ MohaaMdans h^ mo^ the worst possible imptessioa 
eraung at such a time.

In rni Hoiue of Lords, Lord HaUbim moved t|ie second reeding 

He dwelt on the impurUnco of tesch- 
ing Orientel lentfneges in rieir of onr eiteniive reletinns with tbo 
Eeetera Uemisphero. In Oermenjr, with much leu exteneive reletinn- 
nhip, the State spent ten thousend sterling foerly under this head, 
and Frenoe spent seven thniisand.

A Combination of circnnistancoN rare in tlio annals of any nation 
have thrust a siiciwas oii Italy King Nicholas, the ruler of Montenegro^ 
is tlie father-in-l.iw , and King Peter of Servia is niarrioil to a aister-in-lanl 
of King Victor E in man nel of Italy, and, as the PioniMr shrewdly sug- 
gi'stH, “there is some excuse for tracing to the iiifluouco of these royal 
relationships the llulkaiis outbreaks that have so completely diverted 
Turkey's attention to her [xiHsussinDs in Eunipo." “ Italy's chances", ' 
wrote tho 7'i/nee o/ /nfi/a only a week ago, “ of emerging 
fniiii her Tripolitan adventiiro without having to imy an indemnity to 
Turkey are iiien^aaeJ if Turkey is invidvod in another war, and it h 
therefore tu her interests that tho anioiildeniig Balkans should burst 
into llaino. Nor does u nlndy of Italy's recent actions.” continued our 
Gontoiiipornry, “ lead one to siipiMise her iucapablo of surreptitiously 
urging Tui key’s enoniica on to war.” In addition to tins under- 
current, there was another of no less force and velocity. The Berah- 
told proposals excited the suspicions of Turkey, and if there was to 
bo a blaze in the Daikons, it was ueceasary to check the forward 
niovomenl of Austna towards the Sanjok gf Novi Bazar by having 
Italy ready to claim the “ Italia Irridontu" in the rear. If, therefore, 
Italy has iiastciied tho outbreak of the war in the Balkans, Austria as 
well as the Balkan Btatin has hastened the Lonclusion of peace in 
Tripoli. Dill if war was to break out in tho Balkans and Greece was ' 
to join the Confederacy, it was iiocossary that tlie Turkish fleet, ol- 
tliniigh too small to meet Italy, should bo .set free by the conclusion 
of pesice to destroy tbo Hoot of (il''aocii. 

The peace, thoroforo, that has been concluded — lor little doubt 
is lull that it is now a aettied fact— baa not been brought about 
by tlio war in Tripoli It is nothing less than blackmail levied 
by tlin brigands of Southern Europe, They hail to be bought 
off in order to free tho Turk for whut looks like his final 
atrugglo ill Euro[Ni, ami onr only fear is that, os happens only 
loo often when the intending blackmailer is mica rewaidod wiln 
■iifcoas, tliL'y may n 'urn to Ro easy a parsuit again. 

As for the amount of the blackmail, il could under no eircuma- 
tuiiccii have been a trifle when there was no third alternative between 
Turkish sovereignty over Tripoli liuI Italian. It is true that Turkey 
hits not i-iiilc.l Tiipoli to Italy ; but tho withdrawal of Turkish troops 
from Libya is a ciruumstniico that no Mussolman could oonteiu- 
plale toll limit utmost grief Tho Arabs uf Tripoli are no longer 
the undisciplined lliougli brave rabble of the desert. A year’s 
i.ampnigiiiiig Ims tangbt them wlmt no military academy oould 
have done, and the discipline taught by the daily prosenoe of a 
cruel enemy in thoir country cannot easily bo unlearnt For more 
than a year they have liccn fam liarized with the ideal of self- 
sairifice ami the subordination of individual opinion to tho will 
uf the community, and this n.it by any elalmnite long-drawn 
exageseh but by the infectious exampio of their own oranra^. It 
w'JLH Arabs like themselves that kept France busy for thirty yean 
111 Algeria, and it is once more tho Arabs that are giving to 
France aiinllier kind of occiifiation m Moroccu than ahe bad expeotfsL 
But there are two questions wliich need an auswor, and 
aubsequent events aliinc could previdc that answor. One is 
wliutlicr the Aiabs can icly on their own resources in the matter 
of supplies mtlioub tho aid of tlio Turkish Exchequer.

Nor do wu despair 
of the light solution of tho second prnbleni, for even if Tripoli 
has no Abdul Qadir of her own, there is iiutlimg to prevent 
Enver Bey fruiii curuiuandiug the forces of an aatunomoiis Libya. 
If Lieutenant Moiitagii could give up his commission in the 
army of his country so can Enver Bey. A Kcfiublic in the Tripoli- 
taimi with the Bheikli of the SennniiNsis as its President, and 
Eiivcr Bey as its Oommandcr-in-Chief and War Minister is nut 
beyond the pale of practical politics But the traiiicd* Roldtare of 
Tnrkey provided a much needed slifToniiig tn the mujahida of the 
itosert, and tiniu alone can show whether, in spite of the loss of

And it ia beeaiiM they pro- 
hr a waiting pcdicy at tliis stage and dread any violent eoln^ 
tiun which might defeat their own ultimate pnrpms, that (bet 
piuujily proclairu their rcsohe to maintain the sta/u* gtu and terfr 
torial iutvgrity in the Dalkaua. Ihe efforts of the Anetriau Foimgn 
lliniHtcr to oiganisc a joiut Enropcan action were mevnly insdnd 
by tlio fear lest Rnsaia should try to reap exclusive adrantagn 
out of the aitnation by employing her Bulgarian and Servian 
catspawB.

Rnssia is uttcniDg brave words and Austria Is pio- 
fessing to be Htoically calm Thu Mosoavile has dedond hb 
ormv to be fit for any emcrgcnqy The Austrian Fmeigq 
would wait uiironcernedly till the struggle is over, when he Will 
know how to defend his coiiitry'i interMts.

Ths "Confedaraoy" aod Turkey wonkt 
be allowed to wsge war to the finish, and when one of (An 
flombatonta nonld have been completely beaten and both 
the honest broken would etep in and insist on narranging the 
Balkan world according to their own notiooe of equity sad mtioeL 
Defeated, Turkey would stand to loss all. Vtctorions, Ae woaM 
be permitted to gain little. And yet, if ever Turkey lad in 
fight a war to the finish it is to-day.

It would, however, lio a errious mistake to regard the daDgUM 
of the Balkans situation as averted. Speaking of Un oondiUona 
in Enropean Tnrkey, he hoped that utati'siiiaulibfl insight and con- 
K'lousness of weighty responsibility woold restrain the statesnnn 
nf the neighboimug countries from following the impnln of the 
irresponsible clcninuta, and trusted also that Turkey wnidd trot 
fail to recoguiae tlie gravity of the sitnation and would find m 
way to avoid romplications, Thnir information jiiitiflod the aa< 
Samption that the present Turkish Goveniinent wae diligently «!■> 
den'ioiinng to provide the necessary gnarautnea for the reaaonable 
requirements of the natioiialitiee. 

The Minister doclarod that tho belief that Count von Adirenthal 
idontifiod liimself with the constitutional policy of the Committee 
of Union and Prograw was not in accordance with facta, Anatrin’a 
iiitercats were not bound up with those of any party, but lay in 
tho rnaintenanco nf tho terntonal integrity of Turkey and her in- 
tonial consolidation. HoUoet endeavours on the part id Tu^idh 
statesmen to reconcile the legitimate claims nf the different penplea 
of Mocfldouia with tlie exigencies of the Ottoman Btate would 
always hnd Aiutria'a moral support. He added that ia punning 
that policy they felt thunisolves slrengtliooed by the eohvictioD< 
that it coincided with the opinion of tlioir allioa. 

TliO Minister next alluded to his conferanciHi with Oermais 
statesmon, in which, ho said, he had obtained fresh confirmation' 
of llie existence of harmony of views in regard to the chief 
ohjrots of the two Cabmets. The exchange of views with Dr. 
von Bathmnnn-Mollwog had also revealed a complete congruity of 
opinion, especially in regard to tiio conservative principles guvom- 
ing tho policy of both allies in llip Near Cast. 

Coniit Derchtold added that his visit to Italy next month 
was in arconlanisi witli the traditiqii established by his predecessors, 
and said his rooeiit visit to Uoumania convinced him that Uieir 
neighbour h^'ld true to a consistAnt policy inspired by a desire 
for the niaintmanco of peace. 

Count Berchtold couoluded: — *‘It will be seen from what I 
have said that notwithstanding the unanimity of the Cabinets of 
tho Groat Powers in their olToiti to inaintnin peace and by na 
munns reaMunng display of shm^-lightning in the Ualkana given 
proof of tho existence of a high degree of oloctrioal leuaicn in 
till) |Kilitical atmoepliorc, without throwing any light into tlie dark- 
ness of unsolved problems. Diplomacy is keeping guard tr> pre- 
vent threatened conflicts and stifle a possible Balkan conflagration 
at tlie outset, Geographical position places us near the area of 
disturbaiico. Tho groat inU'rasts of iJie Monarchy are at stake, 
and only when we are armed by land and aea can we look to- 
.tho fuiiira with uBsy minds.''

In Signor FoBinato'a irordai aonn-affiLial paurjurlerM 
have been proceeding quietly nnd uninterruptedly since the middle 
of J^y. and thnro has neTur been any dii^ock, hut the principal 
qpeation — namely, Italy’s sovereignty over the Tripolitan pro- 
vinces — has not yet boen settled. This oneo settled, prooe is 
likely to be soon concluded, ha tho othor questions are of qmto 
BBontbry importance. Cnnsequuntly tho iiogutiationa might Im) 
gpeedily tenuinated or they might coutiuuo indufinitoly As uno 
of the Turkish delogates, Fakhr-ed-Din Hey, tlm TurkUli Minister 
at Gottigne, said, “We are nut iiesaimistiu about tho result." 

I am aaked to state that the Ehcdife's visit to tho Desunr- 
age Hotel on Satardsy and Suodny last iras purely private and 
had no ounnenon with tho negotiations. 


The Balkans To-Day. 

Mr. Janies Baker in the eouran of an article in the Satur^ 
Bmtw writes: — \7o woro atl Pirot in Sonia, on tho l)a]> 
pcain fruntier and olnse to the Tarkish frontier : a town that is 
■troOi^ly fortided, and where watch is kept for agents and spios. Tho 
Servian journals were full of tho war between Italy and Turkey, and 
nspicioua of advantage being taken by Albanians and Austrisus, so 
one liad to be careful. At this Pirot, in the heart fiF the Balkan dis- 
triot, one was at the heart of tho Balkan question. Tho Balkan qiirs- 
tion involves the States of Austria, Hungary, Turkey, Itnnmauia, 
Servia, Montenegm, Kinuia. It is almost wholly a qnoatlan of mco 
ud religion and largely, too, an ospiratioa after BDciont dominion 
posaesHed by thean diilaront kingdoms eeuturioa ago Thniugli a 
great part of thia Balkan district Hows tlio Danube, siid sj| tlie States 
involv^in tbs Balkan question bn linked eith nr liordar on this foM:!- 
oating river; Bosnia and Herzegovina are lined thnuigh thoir Austrian 
onnnoxinn and Montenegru, Far from tho Danube, is Uiikod with the 
Balkan question by rnoe relation with the Slavs. 

The Halluii Slates are just emerging from tho center Iii.i of Qerce 
md oorrupt Hoalem rale. Mosques are ^till in these citios, and 
Oriental Quatoms and habits of ihought atiU cling to their people. 
Mol fifty years have passed by sines the powiw of the Sultan was donii- 
naut in the Balkans, niid this fact niueit cvmr bo runiombered 
whisa the state of the towns end viltagos is cousi’lorod ; and, lining 
fraismbewd, the groat wlvoneo in the general welfare of the people, 
and tfis dsvelnpuionts in the citiua and towns are deeply interesting 
god ven ramsikaMe. This town of Pirot is, m it were, an s.lrance gnard 
of the Slav folk against the Mnslein, but it also illiiitratcs the division 
of the Slavs amongst theniMlvos, for its uctnuMve fortmas, now jmrtl r 
« pi^tiirasque ruin, was only a fow years ago taken by Un! Bulgariaua 
Hui tiie ueit day rotakon by tho Servians after a ficree two dav'a 
l4oodM'>ed, The riviiiaalion oreniture in these towns in the Balkan 
Btotas U ib a tnnaiduli atste, Everyvrhvra one secs tho late deielop- 
liratB of seienoe and edoMtloa being adopted, trwm an huliig rapidly 
changed. Bat got on to tho outskirts, or iu tha poorer qauiers of 
fteaa towns, rad yon are bark lu Mndsin modua of 'fife, aliluiiigli tho 
ttoaqne baa dlaappoarad 

^bokarsat, Sm capital of RoujUiania, a little BniRPo>N as it may 
bo dMsribel; is fall of kaiidioms sfreute, boulevards ant 
jpat^l bmidiogs. But go Into the outer portions of the oitv. 
Ml (’you are it thn m'tst of oIiumfs of the tiaioit huts, thrown 
ingetlior, inhaliltad by puoplB raggorlly prieturosqiie. The asp'ra- 
flan of tha Roumanians iu the Rallun question is to include 
pgain Bassanbis in tbeir kingdom, as Roamanians live there. It will 
be aaen that each of the Balkan States has ambition for an enlarged

The 
woman's dresses aro full of oolour, and Ibti needlework anij| embroldeTj 
npon thorn are artistic. The groupa of women aro standing or aitting 
about in thoir long white akirte with the parti-oolourcd bi^ borden 
rad decorated sleeves and breasts, over wliirh is the sheepekin jacket, 
wiUi a brilliant-coloured apron beforo and behind. These gron^ give 
masses of oolour and artistic poses anoh oa oan only be Seen in the 
Near East. The description given of tlieae peasants by a yonng Rou- 
manian amcat wav, “ They nre intelligent, but savage," and hia friend 
standing near asked if I knew Hungary. Knowing (he antipathy be- 
tween tJie races, [ did not own to any great knowledge of Hungary. 
“Ah, they nre sAvagos,'' was Uio exolaination. “There aro three 
million Houiiiuniaua in Hungary ; tho rest ore savages.'' And this 
word “ sarngo," ao utterly untrue of all those Balkan peoples, is hurled 
by tlip people of each State at the peoples of all the other Staton. At 
Oiurgevo, ;n Roumania, 1 hoard also a Ducliaroat lady speak of tho 
Roumanian peasants as oavnges. 

The code of laws of Roiimania Is founded on tho Hapoleonie code, 
and in the law courts it was interesting to see tho poosanta, Rome in 
modern drosb waiting to t.ilk with thoir lawyers, and tlio witnesses 
waiting U> be called. I asked niy avneat friend how Roumanians ao- 
enunted for this Latin race, with a language priDtad very like Italian 
in Unman letters, being Left hero amidst the Slav moos, whose langnaga 
opprosehcH tho Russian and is printed with similar chanotem, 
“The Riiui.ina came here." lie replied “got mized with the Dacians 
and that mixed rare and tongue has reinainoil hrre." The sohool’s 
in this small new town aro largo and important, and they do 
not nrgluct their history, for tlicre is a good modern monument to 
Tmjnn; but I saw n man taking part of the atenei of the mins of 
Trii'airs ciuille, that with tho bridge form aoch interesting objocta here, 
for building pnrpoaee. 

The ainlutlon of Bulgarin is to go hook to the days of tho Emporpr 
Samuel, who early in the elovciitli century hod grouped the whole 
of tho Macedonian trilies into one State, On landing in Bulgaria at 
first one foola in Ruaaiu; Ihcro is the aaino tjfie of burly, powerful gen* 
darmr, some in scrvicenblo dark-hhie, rod-faced uniform, with rovnlver 
and abort sword, an-l ollicra in tlui spotlcsM white that ia en notice- 
able directly one touches n Riiesiau jiort. Tho Bidgorians have great 
iiidivid’iul freedom, and yet their CoKlitiiliou was drawn a]i for them 
by a Uussipn Conur. Their peasants ore proprietors, and many am 
very wpaUIij, well-to-do; nod this year Clio enormous piles of 
sacks of projueo waiting to be shipped at every halting-plaoo of the 
Danulic stimnicrs told of their great harvest.

towns, an I edncation is now compulsory throughout tho State. In the 
frontier town of Pirot 1 went into sevAral of (heir primney ecboola and 
over a wcll-fltted-up gymnasium but the life of the peop'e is still quite 
a flftenut*w;ontiiry life. Everything in a bouse is made .by the in- 
dwellen of tho house. One sees pictnresquo women coming into 
market in tbnir Ion? white skirts an 1 oolourwl aprons and cnnning'j 
workol a'leepakin jaukets, with distaff and spindle busily drawing 
yam oa they briskly walk on with heavy looHa on thoir hods. All 
dothfls are not only woven, but airistically worktNl and dyed by 
tocir own bands. Tlie wood and metal work in their hniuo is 
of thoir own handicraft and at earpet-wcaviog iu bnlliaat cohran

Mr. Roowvell bad left hia hotel and waa about to enter hfa sMlor 
car when Behrank walked up and pointed a 88 eaShfe lavotver at 
the CnloDri’M chest and fired. The ballet pierced hia henvf army 
ovenMNit, pasiwd through the manvacript speech in the poeVetabd 
obterad the left briMst, embedding itadf in the muaNuar tileoe. 
Mr. Bnoaorelt'a Bccrctaiy Raised Schrank and threw him to the Bprunnd. 
The crowd obeyed Mr. RgoHevelt, who was quite oalm, or Bchnank 
would lia«e lawn lynched. Mr. Rnoserelt then entered the car and 
urged his cempanions to hurry to thebinceting or they would be late. 
Ha' Hiid on the way that he wbh not hurt, but tlie Heeietary pointed 
to the hole In his orcNoat. Mr. Roosevelt r^ied that the wound wm 
not serioua and insisted, despite the doctor’s orders, npon addresalng 
tbi m^Sng. Mr. Roonevclt strode on to the platform and the andwnea, 
who had no knowledge of the attempt (dieered him wildly. The chsar- 
man then advanced and anked the andienoo to accept whrt he waa aboni 
to tell them calmly. He said that the Colonel had been ehot, and wh 
wounded. The crowd raised a ory of horror and satonishmeul., and 
Mr. Roaeevelt then asked to be oico^ from making a long ipeeeh. 
He weratd do the best he could. “ Thero is a bidlet fn my body, Imt 
I am not badly hurt. I do not eaie a rap about being dmt. It 
would take more than that to kill the Bull Moose." ** Fortunately " 
Mr. Rooeevelt went on, “ 1 had the manneoript ih my pockei " Ho 
ihowed the audience the riddled paper. " I want to t^O advantage 
of the incident to give a eolemn warning to Americans that I have 
too many important things to think ol to feel concern obont my own 
death. I am heart and sonl in the Progressive oaose tor the* botterwicnt 
of mankind, nnd I am telling the trutli iriien I say I am not thinking 
of my own snccesa. " Then, daseribing the assilaat at a oo#ard, 
- Mr. Rooeevdt showed His bloodstained ehlrt to the andience. He 
attiiboted the attempt to the effect of the venom nod mendacity of 
OppiMition pnpSn. *

The McCormick Case. 

The Itearing of the defamation ease against Mr. C. Arnold, Editor 
and Proprietor of the Iturtna Critic, at the instance of Mr. G. P. And- 
rew, Deputy C%)niniis<tioiiar and District Magistrate, Merguf, wm 
resumed on the Hth October at the special Session of the Chief Goari 
of Lower Burma before Sir Charles Fox (Chief Judge) and a Jury. 
Mr. G. Rutledge, Government Advocate, precticully took up the 
whole day in reo^ug to the jury poliee diarim, record of statemenle 
made to pt'Iico by the vanous witnesses, and proceedings at the enquiry 
before Mr. Andrew, District Magistrate, into the cose against CaptaiB 
McCormick At close upon A o’chick the complainant's cumulation

The preM 
had always l)«‘en the champltm of the jMHipIc's cause in the jiast, is 
at tho present time, and he hoped would always be in the future, 
Mr. Arnold had no aiiimiis agauist Mr .Vndrew, who liad toU 
them tliat he did nut know who Mr Arnold was until Jie saw biin 
ill the Magistrate’s court.

Finding his uiTorts viitli the Burma government to mqiiiro intu 
the matter to is> futile lie took the evtrcine step of publishing the 
articles Counsel oomuiented on the aliseuce of the prosecution 
witoesM's, who, if Mr. Andrea had a grievance, would give testimony, 
in support of him. The prosecution had lamentably foiled in their 
duty in calling all the wilnesiiKh who cmtld Ihrna light on the 
prosecution, such as Mr. A. W. Bnchanan, Snb- Divisional Magistrate, 
Mr Dawson, Police Prosecutor, and Inspector Mhorard who held 
the euqiiiry. Tlio rossoii why they were not called was liccaiise tlio 
prusecatioii knew the mystery which ahronded Mr. Mc-Corniick’a 
trial would be solved, and they wera on that account frighteued to 
call Uicm. Counsel asked the jury to say on the evideiwe he wonld 
adduce there was a conspiracy lietwoen Mr. Andrew and Mr. Finuie 
to shield Mr McCormick from the jmit consequences of his acts.

nnw-fangicd xeal in the cause of reform. How can anyone aerionalj 
believe that a man who has spent a long life in faithfully obeying the 
Will of Abdul Hamid will set almut the work nf leform in Ma^oniaf 
Hfiw ran he Is* taken aerioualy hy the Christian nations of the BalJinn 
I'eniiisnia ? The Turkiah Pnnie Minister is a very brave soldier 
who has B|ieiil twenty -five years as the represeutatiro of the Bnltnn 
111 Egypt, and who has lost all tonch with the realities of the rituatlnD 
ill Mact*doiiia. It is not a vice to be old, but it u nlisunl to believe 
that Kiaiiiil Pasha and tho Prime Minister will sucoced where yonnger 
and more energetic men have sn nnsorahly failed. 

“Tho Bulgarians are not a hasty or impraoticable people. They 
do not insist npoii refer iiis being intnalueod in twenty-^our houra, 
nor do they say that refiiriiis can only be undertaken by altogether 
ousting Turkey from MaiHidouia. They say that the ooly way to 
make tlie Turks undertake the work in a seriowi and earnsnt manner 
is to insist on placing the pnivinceu under the ooutrol of tlm Pomn 
ill snch a way Iliac the Powiws may mako their influence felt in the 
administration at every moment and in every plane. The Foweia

Bnt in this 
GO'^e it wouM mean that the Arabs, who havo made as gallant a 
defeueo of their eciiiiitrj as any [Siople hare ever made, would be 
henceforth regnriled hy Italy eh rebels, and we Know, nnfortnnately 
the sort of treatment which siie metes out of those whom she regards 
aa such. When the OoHis horrors took place before any treaty bad 
given a 'sliodow of legal sanction to her occupation, wo can guess j 
what would liappen after aiudi a aanoticin had been obtainsif.

TTie Moslem University. 

IV. 

Wk iiiVK already dealt in our previous articlee on the Moelein 
University willi the state of Moshim feeling in India aftortlic annnnn* 
cement of the BiH'rnlarj of State's deeiaiona, with the hi.<itnry of the 
Moslem Dniiersity iiuiveiiienl, and, lastly, with the educational needs 
of till* MiissiiliiiaiiH which niake aifiliutioii with Aligarh a necessary 
stage III the cMilution of outlying Moslem schooln and colleges, 
fiicideii tally we hint' had fKicnaioii to cnmuient on the four practical 
objections on ediir.itional grounds, raiKoil preHuninbly hy the iStHiretary 
of Stole, which the Hon the Memlier For Education mentions in his 
letter of the 9tli August last to tho Hon the Raja Sahib of 
Maliinudahad IVi-day we return to tliem in order to disenss 
in greater detail the dilTerenm between the views of the 
Mussalmans and those of the Secretary of Stoic, and, after having 
done tliih, we shall deal with the praaent ailnation and the fatnra 
of the Uniiersity movement 

The first uhjcctioii referred to in Sir Harconit's letter is 
that “a University with branches all over India would lend Ui 
compotition and probable conriict with the older territorial 
Universities ” Thia objection is by no means clear, for it n 
not stated wliotlier the competition would be emulative and likely to 
improve the Unnersitj teaching m the reverse. But if we turn to the 
second of the Secretory of Stole’s practical objections, we nnder- 
stoiid that it IS a lowering of the stondard that is apprehended. 
“Such a IJiiiversity," runs the letter of Sir Horoourt Butler, 
“would inevitably keep down the atondord of Aligarh degrees and 
would destroy the hope that the teaching IJniverrity would beconw 
a genuine scat of learning at which examinaiioufl would be 
aubordiiiated to leaoliiug and toachers would be free to develope tho 
intclligonec of Ihnr stndenis and not merely ezerdoe their 
meinoTies " Presuming, therefore, that tho competition referred 
to would lie merely like that of tradespeople who ondersell 
each other, doea the Secretory of State consider the 
prr.motera of the Musleip University and ita fnture Trueteea and 
Governors to i'.*- so devoid of ordinary oommon-oenie as to forget 
that siieh a cr-mpetition could easily bo checked by Government at 
any moment ^ We do not know whether we need repeat hers 

what we have often said before, to wit, that the only nason 

why the community must npprrioch (rovemment in the matter of a 
Charter for a LTuiversity wliirh is to lie endowed mainly, if not wholly, 
by itself, is that Gmernmcnt in thin country is tho largest emjdoyer of 
educated labour IF educated MohaniodanR oonld shift for them- 
selves and roiild become indejiondeiit of Government loaves and 
liHlioH, Miissahnans would have no need of a Charter from 

Government for the Moslem Univoraity This is the point which 
Sir Theodore Morison has brought out very dearly in a chapter 
in his bni'hiiri' on “Imperial Rule in India.” Under these 
cirruiUhtaiu'cs, what is there to prevent the Government from 

puiiihliing a University Llial cheapens its degrees by putting its 
own valuation on its graduates when they are brought to the 
market'' In this country, at any mto*, tliore is hardly any 
learning lor lonrning’h sake at tlic present moment, and 

mipt ntM uiid researchihts that Hjieiid the midnght oil in 

literary lulsiuih and are content to live on a pittance were 

to be found in India a geiiuratioii or two ago, os they ore 
to iic ^onnd to-day lu Geimnny.

TWe Hindu Univeriity. 

Tub Maharaja of Darbhangn, President of the Hindu Univatlity 
Society, hai replied to Sir llnrconri Butler's Icltera of Anguat fitk 
conveying the Sectretary of State's doriHinn regarding the 
Uaiversitj. 

The Hindu Univernty Society, after considering the lettere, 
authorised the T'residenl to give a reply in the ooursa of whidi tihe 
Committee first thank the Goveroment for noeepting tho proposal for 
the establishment of a Univernty for the Hindu eomnranity at 
Bonares. 

On tho qnrslion of Damn, the reply says that while tho meinhsn 
of the Executive Oominiltee fully recognise that a change of nainn 
mil in no way involve any change in the eseentinl featiiree nod Bia 
scope of the proposed University at Benarae, they cannot hefo feelia^ 
tint the new name propoeed for it will not appeal to the HiMu 
public at large throoghout India to the same extent as the one by 
which it has till now been proposed to bn called Located at Benatne 
thq sacred city of the Hindus, tlie aaegeiatfon of the word Hlddn 
v^th its name will not only satisfy a nnMh-cherished senthiMibt, Irtil 
will also indicate and point out thkt it w^l lie for the benefit of the 
entire Hindu eoUimanity of India. The Executive CoainuUea hm 
nmanlted donors, and they find that public opipinn is very etnipgly 
in favour of reUining the name ongiiially proposed. The Committan 
hope that Government will be pleased to aUow them to do so.

But who that bad felt the pdee of 
a lejareDated Turkey eren a week ago and had heard the regular 
beitlnge of a auund and atrong heart could hare uid that tiiia 
wae the Blck Man, mneh loee a patient iThow end wae near? We do 
not yet belnre that it wan a Siok Man that wae moving in our midst 
hoi yeeterdny, nnd we eameetly believe that even to-dny Turkey » by no 
menM <bod> But Turkey liee mnimed and bleeding, and, no matter how 
■■expeotod the Uow, we muut oonfeei* that we euapected no more than 
tha rest of Ihe World that there wore so 0007 jr>inb in the 
^vkbh armour and that a uingle blow would so elagger the Turk. 
Those of us who have always aHoobted the Turk with the best 
qualities of a soldier and a peyohology which knows not the name 
tear no donbt overlooked the difflculties and disadvantages uf 
Turkey when war was declared. We nmapltulate them not witli 
a view le oiler a belated and wholly unavailing apology for what 
hns happened, nor do we care to adopt the facile jaigon of a 
prophet after the event.

But her dcapernte ulmrtB to detach 
Greece from the Confederates were clear evidence of thq fact that 
Torkoy was not niadj for war when she deeUnd it.

In addition to the difficulties of mobilisfeiion, Turkey hu the fnrfbiir 
disadvantage of having lo defend her frontiers against more Powen' 
than any other European or Asiatic Power. The hand of every Obrtu- 
tian nation is at hor throat and the moM detcnnhied enumfcs ol rtloh 
other can combine, os the present Gonfederaey has Itself piorild^ 
against the solitary non-Christian Power in EnMpe. The mnnur ii 
which the Greek has combined with tile Bnlgnr, and the Serb will 
the Montenegrin, while Roamenii — which was at one time declared 1^ 
have concluded at least a defensive illlanoe with the Porte hns l<s- 
moined neutral, end Austna — which showed such natural hdrror at the 
dislin'hanoe of the fiattm quo when the war broke out — Is now dba- 
laniig the Sanjok of Kovibasar to be too meagre a thing for which 
to quarrel with the Allies, has confirmed every belief and snsploioll 
that where the Turks era ooucerued all Powers and Fiinoipalities eau 
be relied upon to combine I'arkey cannot in hur hour of dMrt' 
need Unlay contMintrate all her forces in Enrops, beoanM them ia 
still Russia to reeuon with, end because in every odier Power there 
is a littls Mnsooiite which can dovelqi extraordinarily hrt where thb 
Turk is concerned. It is, therefore, not only unsafe bnt ahrard to 
expect that tho whole of the fighting power of the Turk can IM 
utilised in repelling the onslaughts of the Confederacy. Leaving 
i^pypt nut of consideration— though Egypt is an intlgnl part of 
ihe Ottoman Empire and the Ottumau Viceroy is bound to 
the 8nltau to pniride 18,000 troops in time of waf^Torkey 
lias n total population of about 2{i millions, and hoc resources 
ought tf) have lieeD ample for tbe trial to which ihe is put to-dap. 
But until recently all the Christian population of Turkey wSs 
exempted from imUtary Hcrvice, and, nocording to Eurrqiean opinion, 

“ this religious distinction liad cramped the Ottoman Empire In 
the development of its military streugUi". Again, Arabia and 
die Kiirdisli and Arab tribes id Asia Minor, and the dirtrict of 
Constantinople and of Scutari in Albania are also exempt from 
compulsory mill tor j service, so that the burden of defence until 
recendy fell on olioiit 1 1 milliona of Turkey's Moslem population. 
We donut know if it would be accounted to the Young Turks at 
B virtue that they removed ihe “ rebgious dutinction" which is 
stated to have “ rraniped " the Empire in its military development. 
But it is certain that when tho hour of trial came, all ndn-Moslemt 
above the age of 29 — that is to say, all the Christian Rodifs (Lond- 
wehr) and those in tho third lino of defence (ihe Mnstohfis or 
Torrif.nrial force) lisd to be doolarod exempt from military service, 
and of tlioee that were in the first lino or the Nixsm, a good 
many eonld only bo utilised oa guard duty im Asia and in the 
Capitol. Tims rodiiccd the Ottoman army not only come down to 
its former strength, but the exemption draidod upon at the eleventh 
htiur must have disorganised the forces considerably. But this is 
not all. Everywhore the same story is repeated — and it is 
one that cannot set on excellent example to tbe subject 

races of a different faith that have hitherto served European 
Powers most loyally and cordially — and it says that when Moslem 
Ottomans sumndered snlkUy in ones and twos, tlie Christian 
Ottomans came to lay down their arms in batches. The Stauman

■idaecand into Tirkey and to wage guerilla war. The advance of theae 
Aanda, whiah are not nnaoquainted wilhthe routes to Ih) truTpraod, will 
,lwdi herald and flank the marohei of the main eolnmne, and in hlace- 
■donia m pnrtioalar will coueo the military aituation to Ins one of grrot 
■^fBenl^ for Turkey, for no war ia more difficult than one waged 
itgahiat Begalar furoea and paitiaana combined. Thr banda will oot 
Jieelyand withont troubling themaelvoa too mnoh about eitinninnioa- 
tlohf. They will carry out the rOle of the reconnaiMance, aprrad deeo- 
Jntion and oonfunion in their tracka, and render Turkiali combinations 
ekeefdingly Inaeoure. These tilings are among the mponderabiUa 
«f war, but may be destined to cause the gravest lianii to the 
TniUdi onoae. 

Tie BoLaintAii OnoAniBATtoir. 

Little hope can revoun that Bulgaria will atay her hand. She 
Ihinka, nnd peihapa rightly, that superior organiaatiou and readineaa 
Iks' war give her an advantnge oicr n lew ready enemy, nnd oonsider- 
dng the lengtha to which mattna have already gone it would be an aet of 
m^tn^ folly for Bulgaria, if she is sure of her stroke, to waste iiuiu 
in nagottationa which might, if praljiiged, entirely transform the 
^tootuin. Whether with or without dtMlaration of war, wo must 
•Xpect DOW to hear very auon of the combats of the advanced guards, 
nnu, aa appearances point to the rcadineai of Bulgaria, the initiative 
Uea with Iwr, sod her leaders will no doubt striiu to make fnll use 
•of it. 

It haa teen a doubtful imint hithorto whether the Bulgarian Staff 
'would hove tlie faardiliood to ex^uind tlioir pence oadrea in the extra- 
vagant manner which the writer indicated in a recent artid**. A 
iaiagram from TJu Time% Corrospondent at SoHa now alatee distinctly 
4hafr the peace units have been expanded eightfold, and we must oon- 
oaquently taka count of tins numerical increase. The iwssihility of 
tills act has been present since the year 1 'J08 when service in the 
veannre of the active army waa increased from eight to Id years, thus 
giving ten laore annual contingenU for tiie tehl army, but numy 
j^ted whether Bulgaria would dam to graft ^ nnclens (if 
aha -peiaa eidro aueh mosses of reaerveo. Ktie has, however, sp-

The Probable Giurse of the War. 

(Bt Colonul F. N. Maddr, C. B., R, E.) 

Wmex in 1878 the advance guard of tho Rnsslan Army, jubilant 
and in full march on Cnnatantinnple, topjied the ridge which ao far 
had hid from them the \ lew over the Sea of Maniinra, they law far 
below them sundry littln black dots creeping aluu'ly acroas ila snrfaco 
and heading obvinnsly towards the same god. 

A Qerman officer, an old friend nf mine, has often deacribed the 
scene which foUoaed. In one moment, the spirit of tlie whole colnmn 
changed as in a flash. The whole secret of aeor-powor was revealed 
even to the liumblest inoujik in the ranks. Constantinople waa the 
priM of tlie Power who commanded tho ica nuitoe, and not all the 
hordes of landsmen still available in their mother roiintry ooiild anflloe 
to wrest it frnin her. Of com so, Uiis knowledge lay at the back qf 
Lord BuuLOU^fivld's " Peace with Hciiour” negotiations. 

Tnrkey at that moment, even witli eiidi land fnccea na we were 
prepared to contrilniti^ — souie serenty-two thousand men — was at the 
time ill a far worso |Niaitinii relatively to Russia and her Alliaa than 
at the present moment she is with regard to tlio Balkan States and 
(iiwi-e. Hence if sea-power oaved her then, it is a safe foundation 
upon wliieli to bnild up a acheine of defence to-day, for witiiin the 
Daniaiielles and the Black 8ei she holds that power abanlntely, what- 
ever may hap|iea when tlie Greek dbet makes ita efforts outsit 

The iKiwor of an anny on land is always some function of the 
piodiict of its numbers multiplied by the velocity with which tbean 
iiiinibeni can be moved. Estiinstes nf tlio lighting value of the 
several forces now facing one another, liosed ou counting guns, 
sabres or nflcK alone, are therefoye always illnaoiy, except under the 
I oiiditiona which prevail ill Western Europe, where rooda, railways, 
and nM'ans of comiuunicatihg intoUigence era nearly equal on both 
sides They might hsa’c been a fair guide if the d^sivo atrnggle 
tif the war were to Im> fought out at about equal diatanoea from the 
interiiiediatc liases of botli sides, but id this instance then ia no 
reason wli} tlic Turks should elect wlmt for them most prove the 
most disadvantageous conditions, and seeing how widely this ‘wbole 
subject woB disenssed liclweeii British and Turkish offirera after San 
Htefano, it is exceiMlingly improbalile that they will not recognise 
where their real advanto^ iinw lies. 

In all previous wars tho ival problem for the Tnrka haa lain in the 
difficulty of bringing into the fighting line her reaonreoa in men and 
material from the ceiurc of gravity of her Asiatic Empire. It was a 
matter of iiioniha to raise and equip Ireops on the eastern oiiti<liirta 
nf their possossiena, and Ihniisniids died or deserted on the march. 
Moreover, the Uinot of action of the llnasiaua from tlie Canoasna 
liaralysfld much of her lies! fighting material, but, apart from her new 
iiiilwayB tupping the aouthern sliqss of the Asiatic monntainN i-ieura 
transport by water hss almost elmiinatcd all these disadvanmgea. 
From Trebicond to Constantinople is alwnt SCO miles, or (wii days 
for a strainp atoamer, and tliosc exist in sufficient numbers wlilnii Ihe 
lilHck Sea to ra(Wt the iieinls of the case. If in the past she liaa 
never been ablu to kee]) more than 350,000 fighting men on 1i< r p'nro- 
]WBn fronnor, she could treble that iiiimlier nowadara for equal exer- 
tions and lir|pg them into action with a celerity never yet conlemplated. 

Let US aasnma now that at Ihe outset matters take the gravMk 
conne along hn European frontier, tint tlie Allies complete their 
mobilisatiun and ooQcentrotloii wiUi, tlie pupplunlity Uhd thoreMgl neea 
of tho Gormniia, akd sweepitig hirward concehtricaily drive the 'I'l rks 
out of Mooodouia before tlioni towards Balonica; fur^er, that tin * - reek 
flpek proves quffieieptly fomiidablo to hamper transport in the ^Figesn 
aasnmiitioiiB it must In allowed.

tenugn aetod as a dsaterons and tenacious agent Italy had engaged 
harielf to loeelise the operation of her amiy and navy. She had not 
pfomised to localise those of her diplomacy. Bho made use of liar 
liberty In thnt raspeot with an admirabh. skill in a direotion wliore 
aht was certain of nuwting the sympathies of Russia Bomomlicr 
tiie diai?"-* *^"* Inet spring ou what was then called the Itslo-Russiau 
Intimacy. Some people went so far as to announen joint usval ac- 
thm. That was not correct What was tme is that by a clever 
app^^to the traditional sentimonls of Russia, the Italian Oovorn- 
inwt fseilitaled the establishnient uf an mlenle which might prove in 
dua course s grave danger to Turkey and a serious support to Italy. 

• This ntanta has now indiioe«l the Porte to yield the maximum 
of concessions, thus remleriiig the cor^liision of peace possible. 
Italy has thus achieved her aim This rcllochi <'rodit upon her 
diplomacy.

Much, therefore, as the Mnwsinians 
may dislike any harm tliat may hefall the Moslem Htntes 
of lurkt 7 , Persia, Morocco and Afghanistan, we admit without 
any cirrisrs /Mnsrfs that Indian Mussalmans could hare no l«giti> 
mate grievance even if llie British Govrrninent |wrtic!patetl iii doing 
iue.h hanu to any of lliese States when it was clearly necessary fur 
the eontiniiance or progress of the Bntu>li Empire. We 
also ailmit without the least reservation that the sttitnde id 
the Indian Mussalmann i.owards the Oo\ernniont hy Inw 
nstablialied in this coniilry would depend on llie treatinent 
acenrdetl hy that Governiueni to the Mussalmans of India, although 
they could not but fi>el the infiiry liiat may at any time Is* done 
hy the British nation to their brethren in other rountnes. liif> 
fleiilt as it may at times lie for a certain type of individuals to 
malulaih intact both their territorial and extra-territorial jw- 
trlotlsm, we hold that it is their duty to maintain each wiihoiit 
prrjudioB to the other, and we strongly helleve that, aa a iNiminnuity 
the Muaaalmans have luaintaini'd both in the manner in which they 
shonld be maintained.

out that they roueed the passions of J'!!nglislinirn against him 
by referring to Ins Welsh origin. M> we, ton, will fling in the 
tenth of every luiperialini. Ins narrow eonceptinn of an Empire in whieh 
the only Empire would ayipnar to he a tiny island with a Ohnstian 
iMpiilation no more than a moiety of the Mussalmans inhabiting India. 
Wo know the pn'teneions of the " pivdoininaat iiartner, " hut if loyalty 
in eomething more than inertia and the onithilitj to be disloyal, i‘f 
it h anmething more than passire aoqnmdeenee in whatever ema- 
mtea from the powers that Ui, if it meaia aa active emotioii imie- 
able of stirring those timl liave it to gfoal sacrifloe and lieMic 
deeds for the cause to which they are loyal, tlwn Indian Mussal- 
mana, and, for the matter of that, any auction of the ptmnlation of 
thia Rn^re, can he truly loyal to it only whed all portions 
of the Empilw are treat^ an of equal weight in Imperial 
eounaela.

We have, of eouris, alwaya pointed out the obviou feet thnf;

antra-tarritorial myalty ssorad ia the ume direelson, demand- 
ing that tha British Cabinet ahoold give to thia fwling tlio 
weigbtthat itdeiervcs. We have also pointed outthemetarial advantagea 
riiat will aocme to the Empire if Persia and AfghanistniL rgmainad 
intaetas strong buffers between India and England’s traditional lo»^ 
though temporary and far from disinterested fnend— Bnssie. Wo 
have further pointed not that, in any sehemo of iateraational 
niaiioDB, Great Britain, with her Empire extended over idl the onn- 
tinenls, would find the Moslem kingdoms, if they are on her dda, a anuce 
of great etrength when the inevitable Armageddon comae. But we have 
never mrintainod, dniing nr before thia war, u our correspondent sejrs, 

" tiiat Great Britain as the greatest Mnssalman Power in the worid 
should csfioasc tha cause of Turkey, heoaiise the Turks happen to be 
Mussalmans. " 

Had this been the only emir into which our correspondent 
had fallen, we wonld have been content to request him to ipeeify 
any remark of nan that had led him to iniauudcrstand u. Bnt-he 
goes further and aays that “ the pith uf the whole affair is that 
the Turks rannof ^ormi. " He says that " unlike poor Peraia, tlia 
Tnrks have had ample np|Hirtunity for displaying their power to 
govern and have totally failed to do trt ” He, therefore, conoladm 
that “llipy muAf 90 .” and he points nut that " it is merely a eoiii- 
eidenoe that the present wsr is being waged Iwtween CbrisdalM and 
Miiwialmahs ” It » here that our cnrrcsponilnnt's greatest error 
lies, for, it is not merely a coincidence that the comba- 
tants happen to be of different fsithN, and it is far From proved 
that the Tnrks have had ample npporliinity for displaying their eapaciry 
of governing and here totally Failed to do so 

We regrnl forwent otspaae we shall not be able to reproduce in 
this issne a fairly long letter which has appeared in a recent issue of the 
Slanckemer Guantian, Wn do not know who the wnter is, as he 
signs himself “AnniATon nr Altrha PAns:" hut for the sake of Ghris- 
tianilv and I ■ real UnUin let ns hope he Is a Christian and a Bntoii, 
While admitting the misrule of centiirios which hod brought 
the Ottoman hinpire to the condition in which the Young Turks found 
it in 1908, he gives the whole history of the Fiiur years during 
which ■ new grnoration of Turks, who had been as muoh tlie victims 
of misnilu aa any Greek or Biilgar subject of ths Sultan, worked for 
the regeneration of the Ottoman Knipire lie asks what Europe and 
particularly Great Britain did to encourage and help the Young 
Tnrkish n^iimi It would Iw easy for tlie nationals of the JSnttate 
Powers to admit that the record of Aiiatna-Hungkry is by imv 
means one on which Europe and Uhristnudom can plume themsclvea in 
Uie matter of disintirested enuourngemant uf Otlnnian jirograsa. 
Turkey was forced to low in one year of uonstitational goveriunent more 
than what she lost in ton jeara ol Abdul Hamid's despotic misrule, and tim 
Concert of Europe proved to be, what it has always been, a Faroe when it 
does not happen to be afrand. Sir Edward Grey rattled the British ughm 
a litttr, bnt could not siiUimon suffioient courage to make the ethics 
of English liilieralisiii and the Non-Gonforroiat CoDscienoo bffealMi% 
nnr could the diplomacy uf the Joynl fnvnd of Anssia and of 
Prance induce her two allies even to pnll the trigger of tha gun 
that missed Arc in September, 1911, when 8 ii Edward Gray did 
h's best in fight Germany in favour of the French spoliation of 
anodier Hohamodao kingdom, Finding Great Britain either un- 
willing or unable to support Tnrkt:^y, the Young Turks, following, 
in the footsteps of the Sultan whom they deposed, turned In 
Germany for anpport, with the result that England intrigued in 
fav-mr of Kiamil Pasha whose ascendency Jed to the counter revolii- . 
rion of April, 1909 After thfur oeoond soocese, the Young Turks wIhi 
were Kiiunl by the reacUonariM, whom Great Britain faroured, 
u(ianio|Hilitaniiiii and irroligion, set themeoIvcH t 4 ) win the eonlidence 
4 *f the massiw hy adopting religion and militant pntriglisiB on 
their war l.■rinli, and. in riow of what had happened to Bosnia and 
Hcriegovioa. they directed all their efforts even more than the Old ' ‘ 
Tnrks had done towards the reform of the army ahd the navy, to snue 
extiuit to the neglect of other preasing raqm'renHmts. But no mntter 
what they did they met with disoonragement from Ennqw, and noth- ■ 
ing that Great Britain has yet done has shown that she any more ftbau ; 
othen eneouragad reforms and progress ia Torkey. Theaotit^Qf f 
Tnrk't ia Yemen and Albania, the like of wlimh <v*PplMded by every 
Englishman when it is directed by England towards the refradti^ por- 
tions of onr own Empife, was comtoaed nithleaaly, and eren Aiose who 
are opposed to Home Riilefor keland seemed umboitlMt the Tjake 
shonld preride for an evan mess thprsaffh^ttl 4seenbhli«diw in 
Alhnnin and Yemen. The peranvemnee and d^teKpRiantion df %ev|M 
Toignt I^ba in Aifannin was dhaonaoed fa ^ 
the gtreoitMa of thsCongo hnd Falaniayok not to mentioa tha Mnh- 
samea ofthetiri^ oaaia. Va grant that^ the Ywing .Tnrita , 
were iaexp^eBoed and oonld hapnenooeeded t» ' Jakw! in do- 

ing in Alhania and Yensea whptt^ fai^ to kooptpfiito (bmiia jAw 
laat font jiaim Baft tha oal; snlatoia. dtisb they ownmitted^Vaa 
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mgvd «h*t was right and jant as Gt^nally expedient and politic. 
Thia is the vnirersal eharacteristic of youth, and gricvonsly liave 
the Young Turks paid for it, hccan'^o Yemen and Albania provided 
oppoitBiiitieB which the hostile neighbours of Turkey could never 
Jet slip wjthont working to the detriment of the Ottoman Empire. 

Tu view of all this, can onr correspondont suggest that the Young 
Turks did not start with the bust of intentions, or can ho still 
maintain that they were given the ojiportunity which was necessary 
for reforming the country that had been doformod during seieral 
generations of sdflsh and corrupt administrators Our lorrrs- 
pondout could Invo easily taken up the cynical attitude that 
the world is not duiiiitereslod enough to give time to well-inteir..ioiii*d 
-youth to make cvpcrinients in thejirl of gorcrii<inre lint no are 
glad to note that lu* has thrown away this iisefnl neupon of cyiiicisui 
by cominiserating with “prnr Persia," which liiii been deninl 
the opportunity of working out her s.iliution in her own way. We 
do not think it likely that lie feels more for Persia than we do 
oursolf ; but it has be admitted that while Persia showed liernelf 
lacking in self -sacrifico when the hour of trial came, c-^copt iii Tabriz, 
and her experiment in governing could only succncd through the 
disintereited work of a body of foringncrs and Ohrihlians, the Tiirka 
.bave not sysired themselves when saenflee was n>quin‘d, and it waa 
not nereasary in tlieir cose to entrnst thn whole orgatiMatiiiii of 
Government to non-Turks and nnii-Mnslrms. Tf, then, the 
Turk " mast go " it is not becansc he “ rnnnut govern " aud liati 
hod “ ample opportunity '* for sliowuig wliat is lu him. 

We shall not iiiisjuilgu the sitimtirm so miu'li as to tay that the 
only feeling that • provides thn driving power in those who wish to 
tom him out !■« Chnstiao fanaticism such as inovod Peter the 
Hermit to pmacii a cnisodn in the 11th century. Eiiropo is 
too immersed in materialism to unsheath its sword in the 
•cause of anything so anremunerative as Ghnstiiinitv; but there 
is DO doubt that the faith of the Turk iiddii a zest to the execution of 
the selfibh desigus of bs enemies and, were it not for that, there 
-would bo less sympathy in Europe for the caiiso of the " lilieration ” 
•of Albania and Macedonia, and less certainty in the minds if the 
Balkan States that if they win they would be allowed to retain the spoils, 
hut If they lost Cliristian Europe would not pcimit them In n'vert to 
^foslem subjection. The Confedemtns did not misjudge th<* potency of 
the spell which worked wonders in the Middle Ages, and many a 
-ChHutian who is far more removed in hisspintiwl views andolliics from 
tliS creed and code of Christ than the Turk himself is yet fanatic^ 
enough, through force of traditiuu, to repeat in religicus 
ecstacy the cry of the masNs at Cleniiont Dtun ruh" “ Deat vidt .” 
•(Gbd haa willed it. Ood has willed it). 

But while we maintain this, wc dn not think we are capable of 
helieviDg that what the Albes desire is simply, or oven mainly, tlie 
gbty of Christtnduin. However, tiie '* liheration" of Macedonia and 
Albania is no more the motive power of the war than the fanaticism 
that moved Fetor the Hermit. The miracle-of the union of Greek and 
Bnlgar, Serb and Montenegrin haa been no rauro worked by the 
'banner nf freeilom Ihaq by the sign of the Oross. With all the 
garnish of the phrssenlogy of Christianity and humanity, it is im- 
ponible to disguise the real dUh which haa been prepured out 
of sheer desire for expansion and territorial aggrandiscmriit A 
repTMentative of the Central News recently interviewed M. Chedo 
Miyatnykh, a former Servian Minister in London, and was treated to 
SNUK’i frank confessions vrih1<d>i these whq desire the liberation of 
MaeSdonia and Albania, wwald not, w« hopet wholly ignore. He snid : 

" War vros inivitablc. It is quite imo that the Turks were bod 
■d ybistratora and they have not governed the European 
<lHristian provinees as they ought lo have been governed Bnt 
lei me assure yen that eveu it the Turks ware the 
-vwiy best odmihistraten, if they hod introduced Mierties and reforma 
in. Maoedoiio, we irould etill have taken the first opportunity of trying 
te llhimte our brothnn (rosu Turkish rule.” Asked what in ‘the 

ut viiitory ” libenlfon" n^ mean, he said : " 1 can assnre you 
khet iU the talk of no temtorial resnlts fallowing a victory of tbe 
Blatee is quite beyond the point. How there is no talk of 
jwtoBOiiiy; now we ose fighting for territory. The object of this war, 
aadpajbtedly, ie to drive the Tnrica out of Enrope. This, with 
viot^ry ^n our ude^ we shall do.

It nroie. — “llTlienover wo hear talk of ‘reforms' we tremble, know- 
ing that n pretext is being sought fur svi allowing ns up. Europe mnat 
first will onr euiifiilcneo b} abandoning her old methods. If to*ilay the 
Powers prepare to take in hand the rofnrms, notliing will convince ns 
that a fresh enisado is not being organised in order to ravuh Macedonia. 
The word ‘reforms' in tho iijoiith of Europe is for us a most abhorrent 
word.

If our eurn'sjHindent would only reflect on tho heterogeneity of the 
Ottoman Empire iiud ciiniparo it with tho heterogenous character of 
onr own, it would not be diflicnlt for him to sympathise with the 
Turks III hjiite of a dilTcrenoe of faith. To onr mind tho danger 
lies not so raueli in permitting the Turk to rule over Christian 
snbjucts, .IS in ti'aching tho nnn-Christiaii population of onr own 
Plmpiie, by means of exjiressions of sympathy towards the Bolkone 
States in their aggression, that the ideal of Eiirofieis none otherthu the 
“ libiu-utioii " i>l the people of one faiLh from tlio yoke of the mien of 
anutluT But in giving expression totlijs Lhero is always the risk that 
wariiitigs are simiotiincs misintcrprctnd by those to whom they ore 
addressed as thn'ats, and advice is TiUBconstrned into instigation 
to icvolt 111 spite of .is many tihnrLconiings, we are too vrelt 
satisfied with British rule in India to thirst for a change of 
mbsters Bnt if onr British follow-siibjei'ta have grave resjMmsibilitiei 
towards tin Empire, wo. too, have some tiiat are equally grave; and if they 
consider the strciigOieuing of the IJntish garrison in India to bo the best 
iiicUiod (,f discharging their duties, we, for uiir part, consider it better 
to streiiglhen a British garrison in the heart of every eubject of onr 
King and Emperor by means of a tnily Imperial consideration of the 
feelings that niuve and actuate tho vast subject population of Indie. 

Wi! would ill particular asli Lonl Cromer and other “ friends of 
Turkey " at this juiictupj what they intend tu do to befnend her in her 
hour of need Surely tho " friends of Turkey" would not leave Kitmil 
Pasha in tin lurch as they left tho Young Turks before !

The Diplomatio Situation. • 

The Balkan War may yet have many surprises in store for the 
world, but so far its coiirao has almost entirely nin in favour of the 
Allicb If Turkey fails to TehabiUtaio her shattered fortunes by aome 
aupreine effort — for which there is just a faint, though no more than 
a laiut hope — the stn;gglQ will ahortly end elthBC thzongh complete 
victory of the Confederacy, nr through European mediation 1'he 
forces of diplomacy are already beginning to bo mobilised. No one 
can say with any amount of certainty what the final settlement will 
be, for the factors of the diplomatic sitnation aro diverse and incalcnl- 
able. It is, however, nocessary (or the right understandiiig of tho 
position to take stock of the main cuireuts of diplomacy that 
precipitated tho war and will determine the linea of the Anal settlement.

News by the English Mail.

SoJUt, Oct. 11, 

It has fallen to the lot of Buigsria— ono of the smallest and 
certainly the yonngest of the independent natiuns of Enrops — to 
show tho world what tho moldlization of a nation in arms in Ae 
twentietii century means. To the people of Bulgaria the possibility 
of war has naturally been a problem ever present. But until the 
very day before mobiliiMtiiin was prnckimed there was no sign 
either that town or country pooido were about to bo celled 00 
to nisko the supreme socriHco of war. Among tho foreigners in 
Sofia even in political circlce there were wy lew who regarded 
tho state of affairs as anything more serious than tlio ordinary 
{lolitical crisis which periodically has disturbed the course of business. 

It was my good fortune to arrive in Bulgaria aomo days b«- 
fnra tho crisis developed. I travtilod In the company of a member 
of an Anstnen Ann with very oxtensivo business ounnexions in ^fia. 
I asked him what Vienneso business men thought of the political 
prospect. He laughod at thu Idea of war. and when pressed backed 
his opinion by telling me that his present journey was for the 
purpose of plating a largo order in Sofia, and that hii firm had 
obtained assiinincM from tlie Austro-Hungarian Foreign Office of 
tho unlikelihood of serious trouble. So lute as the Friday prsooding 
mobilisation everything ixiintod to a peaceful eolntion of the crisis. 
Tho family of tho Prime Minister left for Vichy to take tbs cure, 
and tlio roiMirt was froely circulatod that ho was hiniseU alwttt to 
join them. On Saturday moniing rsrao tho first note of akrm. 
The rrpicsentativo of the Tmet met nn official of tbo Foreign Office, 
who told him tiiat the position was very serious. Mobilization 
wiu froidy tnlkwl about in ilw‘ cafn, but was r*>gnrded rather as a 
Tciaoto possibility than as a matter of urgent intorost. It was 
mt till three da)'! later that there was any marked change in the 
normal life of tho town. We know nf»w that ci-on then preparations 
were being steadily poshed on in tbo military districts Dearest tho 
frontier. Tlio troops concentrated for tlie uianinuvres had not been 
sent back to tlioir ordinary stations, and certain dosses of resenista 
called up fw niBnc"UvreB in those distant divisions had not been 
disniisL-d. D«l at the time there wore u-ry few Bnlgarians even 
who know of tiicso incasni-os, and oulsido official ciTcles none attached 
any bignifloaiito to thorn. Miilgaria hod learnt the lesson that secrecy 
nnd the initiative, which is largely dependent iiponslfecrccy, are tho 
first requirements of suecflss in wnr. Tho ualioiial diaractcristics of 
the people niado tlic lesson an easy ono to apply. For the Bnlgsrian, 
in both public and pnvato life, ahrouds himself with doop reserve. 

It was well on in tlio afternoon okPctolicr 1, when it liecamo known 
in tlio capital that tho call to arms hod octimlly gone forth, and at the 
moment it appeaieJ to caura singularly little excitement. • Tho 
streels wert a little more crowded than nsual, thu lujea a litlle more 
noisy; herw and there small groups of students collected and gave 
vent to their enthusiafim in rather feeble cheers. But there waa less 
manifestation of interest than there is in a small English county 
town over tho rosnlt of a local football match. It wm difficdt to 
realize tliat it was the capital of a Stale that had thrown down 
a diallcnge to a ncighbonr whose total armed atrangth was nearly 
four timoa as great fts it« own and that every man between the ages

Owing to tha aavara oenaorahip 1 hava not until now bean able to 
aand yon dataila of yeatardaj'a fighting when tha MontanegrinR carried 
all befora them, and forcad the Tnrha to ratraat. All the apMid 
fonign oornapondanta except myaelf hare been detained in Cettinje, 
bat I am allowed to go pra^oally where I like. 

Before 7 o'clock on Thnraday morning I waa out on the 
plain at the foot of the monintain, where liea that invaible line the 
Cratier. In front of me towored the great moantain atronghold 
Detchich, the moat formidable Turkiab fort on the frontier. Sheep 
Kfoaed quietly in the foreground aa if nothing wore happening, while 
hmn the Montenegrin monntaina on the left ehelle tore acroRM the 
.. 1 . 8 , and Htraek the walla of the fort on tho anmmit of the monn- 
taSiL Oolumna of arooko rose mtenaely white againat the purple 
numn'^* ""i and heavy detonatiuna filled the air. 

There waa a aharp Mtinuoiu rattle of rifle fire from the lower 
of Detnhich, and at Mialjeh, when tliere la a [ortifiod camp. 
Shortly before 9 o'clock firing eeaaed quite anddenly, and there wu 
ailenoB. A heavy cloud B(‘ttled over Detchich, an if the mountain 
were on fire, and ihroiided it completely from view. The Montenegrin 
artillery then directed their guna on to the lloinan hill, which in aloo 
atrongly fortified, it lioa at the coiit uf Detchich, and is immediate- 
ly on the frontier. Mranwhilo the Zeta battery bombarded Vranje, 
i leland-like lull on tho Great Plain. Vranje, which m the only 
Tnrkieh frontier fort poencHung heavy gunh, replied fiercely. Bnt 
the fire wan ill-dirocted, and did no harm to tlie patriot troopa. 


Then the clouds lifted euddenly from Delchich, and the glad 
news spread that the MonteiieKrina liad captured it with a nwh. 
Through my glaneea I could see that a flag was flying on tha suinmit, 
and that it was not the crescent. 

The next day Miee Durham telegraphed 

The Montenegrine are successful everywhere, bnt their losses in 
killed and wounded have been heavy. Tliwr capture of Rngaitie, 
after a eevere fight, is regaitled as a great feat. Tlie bridge mmiss 
the river, which the Turks attempted to destroy in their retreat, is still 
Intact. One of the most cherished spoils of the assault is a gnu in 
working order and ammunition 

To-day, except for a few slioU at Vranje, tho strongest Turkish 
fort oil tho frontier, and at ShqichBiiik, the little rocky hill that 
euven Tiwi, little has Uken place. Both siilAi ere exhausted after 
Um terrific itrqgglo of the pest two days. 1 have now boon sup- 
plied with fnrtlior details of the taking of De^xdiitch. The plans of

Telegraphing again on October 14th, Miss Durham said To- 
day (Monday) has been a day of great triumph (or Moiitonegru. 
Yoeterday the border town Tuzi and the fortress Shipohauik, which 
commandf* it, were summoned to surrender. They refused, and 
at 6 this inoruiug, as the dawn was breaking, 1 fieard the first 
guns biMiiii ont from our nde, beginuing the bombardment. From 
six battenoK stationed at different points the Montenegrin artillery 
ponndeil shell u|.miii the doomed fortress.

.Vt first tlie Torkish conimanderi asked, aa a condition of 
the snrieudering of tlie fortress, that they shonld be permitted to 
retire witli tlieir fonies to Scutari, but this offer was not enter- 
tained As iin old friend both uf Montenegro and the Albanian 
Malissori, 1 was granted special permisaion neno i d e d to no other 
English corroapondente— to witness the final dntartle scene.

On one aide of the liYsr Boyana 
IB R little Montenegrin house — its sides freely riddled with shot 
holes; on the other are tlie untouched walls of the deserted 
Turkish hlockhnnsn A little beyond, rciyish the level plain, rises 
gray, craggy Shipchanik.

Thia plan of campaign aeema maaonable enongh. Tho trace of 
Iha rdlways ennhlea a 8tf vlan force coming from Niah to have 
tha entire naa of the railway withont interfering with the movement 
of the Bulgarian forcva by rail fmni the Damibinn provinoea towarda 
the Selmenll area.

the niimKv of about 1,500. These trouiM and people were cat- 
off hy the odrsnen from Pndgoritu and nave been made prisoners- 
by ICing Vlchnlna’a moiininineers. The importance of a first victory 
111 war is too great to disregard ; and tho affect of this snoceiw 
by the moat dhninntire of tho sllies will bo to embolden Turkic's 
enemies and to add fresh vigonr to their attacks.

The tiro phenomons ere stislogriaH, and tbn origin of both is an 
anslogous one. Tbej arose from right of vunquest, a warlike sujierion- 
tj. There is, boweTvr, this dilTcrcurr, \ia. tliat the Turkish bev, to an 
even greater extent than the Frviii'h gentlillininiiiiv hnnieiii'J in hie 
pride at a conqueror by Lhe rrry doginni of hie |ii(ttli, was iniliiiefl with 
the idea that hia status as a ci nqiiering Musiriq Turk gate him the 
right of Commanding I ho conquered, and, as iciArd for the Authority 
thus exercued, the riglil to lie sniiported lii tlin jiroduct of the Iaxus 
T he organisation of lli« TurkiHli conquest ivas one long deielopmont 
of this senliiijeat lu tlio sliApe of funetious arising out of u few pri- 
Tileges of religious iiKbqicudcnov, and ii|) to a certaiii point, of legiil 
indencndeiieo alsti, i.e , in legul qiicHtojiis wbii Ii were eonsiderod by 
Mos lem law as being of a religious character Thosu privileges were 
granted by the conquering Sultans to a few riuu-Musleii' cuminunitiee, 
iiloh ae the Orthodox Orock eoinmunity. 

The Turkiih couquurnr sres niutlicr an intolerant person nor a 
spoliator. The Ttirkish conqtieet did not bring with it either the 
VoORsday Book of the Norman' Conquest or ilio auto-da-fu of the 
Spanish oom^ncst. If the conquered races wero subiniKsive, respectful, 
not given to interference in jiolilics, and paid thnir taxes, their conque- 
ror troabled neither their property nor their religion line wherever 
there was an office to be flllod, whether military, civil, or legal, he 
took it apoD himself to fill it, And this system, oontinned during 
•ix oenturies, had the natural consequence of making the Turkish 
nation in the Ottoman Empire practically a race of nfficn-hohlers by 
right of birth. 

The same oanses which ruined the popularity of the aristocratic 
adminiatration in Frauce ruindd also the popularity of the Turkish 
admlnlstratioD throughout the Ottoman Empini. Haring hod for 
eentnries the advantage of their racial privileges, thn duseendanls of llio 
eonqnering Turks forgot that negligence to acquire tlic nccosury 

i irofessional capacity for tiieir positions could not be inailo up for by 
Ineage alone ; and that BrisltKraoios, every where and always, were 
loit irheD they got into the habit of thinking that it was sufhcicnt for 
them If they simply took the trouble to lie Imrn. A candidate for the 
Indian Civil Service, for example, not only takes it for grunted that 
•otte knowledgs of the history, the laws, and the languages of his 
(xmntry are a sins qua non for his success in Ins ohoeen career ; bnt 
he would think it very extraordinary indeed if It were suflicient for 
him to know nwrely how to write and course a few sentences in 
Engliidi In order to be appointed to some nffleo, no matter what ita 
natva, fo (he Punjab, Mngal, or Mandalay, 

This, nevertholes, from the time of the conquest, wa.i the coace|^ 
tion of administrative qnaliflaations held by the average Turk. The 
oAoe to bo flllod might he in Alliania, on one of the islxiids of the 
Anhipelego, nr on the plains of Syria, in regions where the tesditions 
and onstoms nt people differed to the grenti»«t possible degree from 
those of ttie Turks tliemsalves, and where the people did not iindor- 
rtand a word of Turkish. It mattered not. No one thought it snr« 
prising that public offleos of all kinds should be filled by pashas and 
beys from StambonI, knowing only Tnrkish, and |«rhu|w now and 
then a Httio Ottoman law into the bargain ; and people even disclared 
that the maintenance of tliis atate of things was one of tlie most ele- 
mentary priiiclplM of OUJbnn JurisprudeLcr. 

Thb adininistretive dogma, and the sitaatinn to which It crentnally 
gave rise, placed the civil snd military supporters of thn Cumniittea 
^ Union and Progress in a most pnaeling dilemma at the time of tii« 
B^evolntion of July 23, 1903. It bar often been said that the Com- 
mittee wau not pxclnsivcly Turkish, biti it u uselem to quibble with 
word! in this way. If the Committee did inclndy a few Albanians, Cir- 
oaananp, and Arabs, those people were Albaaians, Circassians, and Aralw 
who had bwome, amto speak, Tarkiifed; and by far the greatmajorily of 
the membeiv of the celehraiod ComnitCM 'were out-and-out Turks, 
both by race and sentiment. Hours the* Committee, Mng a patriotle 
body, oreiihrew the prevailing system of absolntism* and imported the 
Parllameatary system into the land, bcoause the membon of the Cou- 
ihittio saw In ParHaraentansm the only moans of msking life bssuabla 
for Ottoman snhjeets, and, above all. of rendcriag fnreign ioterventlon 
njnnsOfssiry ; but the Committee, again, being a Turkleh body, wished 
at the same time to meeerte for the Turkish race the hegemony whidi 
It owed fn the Arit piooe to the conquest, and had maintained since the 
conquest 

The motive for Ihil vm not by nny msans a man impnlm of 
natiansl pride r pditkot oensidsrations were aim m hetor. The 
Tepfif Tiiilt ConmlttM femsd that their oonetltnUonol and Parlie-, 
rnwan adiflOe wdold he vCsbirity and alnmat iauna^telj overthr^ 
tf the Ttnbish rifemept hi fte Etagpin, to which tho dyiiuly ^ 


army belonged, perceived that the direct eeDseqaenoa oi the Revol^B 
was to he the tnaifennee of onthoifty to the non-Turkish maforitj 
In the Empire. In addition— mid this was, poUtieaUy qw^ng, the 
highest factor in the object of the Young ^ka-^e member 31 the 
Committee saw In the Turkish element and in the precerration ot He 
Muprraiaoy, the only cement cqioble of ensuring the unity and pm^ 
sonality of tho Turkish Empire, for this element was alone capable of 
wcldiug intn a solid entity the units composing tho Empire. If we 
oxamlue carefully the series of political errors which helped to Tl ffstr or 
tho power uf the Committee — Uio abuse of official candidatureo, bUiIk 
bornncBs on the language question, the exaltation of pau-Islandc prie. 
eiplcB and of tlie roligioiia charootcr of Uie Sultan, a blind partiafitr 
for (Jeriiany, where, it was thought all-powerfnl sympathies could Iw 
found— It will Iw seen that the standpoint of tlie Conimittee wae 
always the passionate desire Ui solve an insoluble dilemma : how in a 
heterogeneous empire, with a Parliainentaiy regime, can we henreforth 
preserve for an ethnic minority a supremacy which in the past wm 

baaed on the least Parlismentary foundations that con be im^ned

In A prerioos iatsue we coinniended to tho suttrage of Indian 
IfuimlmBns the aaffgealinn nf a sapreme hhc rifice at tho appriMic'li- 
ing Id— i-Anlui and rvuiindod thorn nf the aubhiuily nf tho sacrifice 
that the Snildor of Ka’ba iraa billing to perform We tmatoil 
that Indian Musaalmana would nerve thoui^ehea to a great 
aacriflee to aswiat tho Defenders of tho Ka'ba, and, wliilo lending 
Ihe Capital Fund of the propt^cd Moalein Umieraity to Turkey, 
would readily conlriliutr a eroro more wlicrenith partly to r^lenish 
the coScra of the Uirnersity — tho money lent by it being tho 
flnt charge on the new collections — and partly to incronao the 
loan to Turkey ^Vhen wo iiiude this Buggeation wo were painfully 
nware that it was the will of tho rich and not the mil of the 
poor that nould count os the will of tlie people, and wv said that 
the only qiieation was whether the rich would be eourageoua enough to 
nerre themselves to such a sueriflee. Not content with voicing 
oar fcelingK through the Cottiradt, we addressed expreaa telegraphiu 
messages to a fairlv large number of eminent Miusaulmans ont- 
Italng OUT suggcstii’<n. And what was the response to Ihia apjieal ? 
Well could vn say tuith the Poet :

Not that all the eminent men whom wo addressed on the subjcrt 
remained wholly silent. One of the uioat prominent lenders, who 
had di8p]aye<l unexpected onorgy and devotion in tlio crubo of tlie 
Moslem Uniienuty, was the first to reply, and no must thank 
him for tliis promptness iiuiBiiiiich as lie was the uiiiy ono to send us 
a reply by wire, llul he rcniiiid«d ns, what no one in his spdsm 
could have forgotten, tliat the Moslrni Universitv Fund was not his 
personal property. We wired Imek to him that wp were well aware

It is 
enoQgh for ns to know that the old man whose intionelism in religion 
made his life a forfeit to tlio bigotry of his community designed plane 
for B magnificently housed Univenity for a thniisand resident under- 
graduates aittnig at the feet of the hated Christians at a time when 
he could barely secure eight little urchins to s^iell their English 
PriiiiciH in f^tiimhlo-down thatched bnngolon. He, at any rate, had 
no lady's watch in his anatomy ! 

Yet amither prominent Muasaliiian, who is destined to bsoomn 
still more proiiiioont in nfew short weeks, has written tons in a rimilar 
despondent vein. Ills aiiteccilcnta did not give us snyhopeof a great 
imoginalion or bold enierpnse, but wo nitiet eottfeas wo wen; eertainly 
not prepared to be told in coniiectiini with tho Mussohiiaiis bleeding foe 
Llieir faith aiultlioii fathrilaiidin Turkey tJiat somebody hod somewhere 
said:

This IS nil tho response llint was mode by the " leaden ” to our 
fervent but Lull^v coiiKideifd appeal. Tlio response of tho organised 
bodies is even more dinapjioiiitiiig than that of individuals. In spite of its 
many Bhorteouiiiigs to which we have alluded in these columns mote 
than once, wo still believe that Ahgarli is Uio only Moalem orgwiiisatjon 
worlli (lio noiiir, lint tho UtcHeiTetar}'MbuayforniuhitingafiitUcschcino 
for the creiitioii of an Urdu University out of funds which moat not 
be thrown iiwny on Turkey; tho Svcretary-oloct would lake no roepou- 
sibilil} before lie has taken over cluirge of hia duties, and may even then 
Iw relied upon to wrap himself in the mantle of proverbial pfailoiophy 
and stark individuuliKiiii and the acting Secretory is— what he is. 
valiant band of local Trustees at Aligarh are as usual faint-hearted and 
csniint ace beyond n horizon bouiidod by their own noses. 

Thero was, of rourso, tlin All-lndin Moslem League which 
could well Imvc tnkrn tho lead in the one important 
imlilical work of Indian Mussalmana, and wc appealed to it to co-ordinate 
the efforts spontanoously carried on in many widely scattered 
liicBlitie'4 fiut its Socrelnry has evidently a very different conception 
of tho need of the moment and lina salved his consoionce by 
lelegruphiiig to the nearly six weeks after tho outbreak of the 
Balkan AVnr a iibiiscntiiig niixtiire nf liocknuycd resentment, mock 
spiritualism and “ practical adv ice " which has been "followed" 
King beforu it was so mnguaniinously offered. "Wanton and un- 
provoked attack," " Turks almost exhausted by failure of pro- 
longed slruggli; with Italy, " " the victorioiu march of the Allies 
now almost befure tbe walls of Coiiatautinople," " the view 
of G(sl in regard to which we all agrro is that he is tho 
Infinite Spirit and Lifo and Power," "this mighty trutili as the 
great central feature of human life," ‘‘golden thread that runs tlirough 
all religions and omidnt all diversity of religious and theological opinion," 

“ Sahntinn through Self-Saurifico," “Kiiigdotii of Kighteonsnees," and 
thn rest of this plntitudinoiis twaddle are followed by the discovery that 
“wliilc thelincp uf work hitherto pursued by Red Crescent Societies maybe 
cnnt'nned with advantage, it wfil arouse andaustain interest if other suit- 
able metlmds ore associuted with the labours and activities of their work- 
cri." It will no doubt ossnre these workers of salvation in the hereafter 
to know that the Secretary of the All-India Moslem League ItM 
blessed them here. “What has already been diine is n good beginning,” 
snys the gracious Secretary, " but — nincb more remains still to be done." 
What that unknown " much more'' may bo is elaborated only " pana- 
thcticnlly," and amounts to — " Bnkra-Id cjirr^am-proceeds and portions 
of endowments set apart for chaTitablo purposes in Rangoon end 
elsowJiere in India." Then comef the" fen'cnt appeal" that all 
Pn.vincial and District Moslem Leagues thronghont India sbonld— 

" hold meetings and concert other necessary meunrei." But this 
too is to be undertaken " as soon ns practicable." And this elec- 
trifying message to hn fold ends with a tag of spurions latUndinariaBm 
about a rouse " the essentials of which are based on faitli and 
conmion hvimanity which dominates all distinctions of colour and 
creed. ” After this exhausting creativo endoaTour we trust this new 
god is ratting on the seveulh day. 

We hare noticed a recent dovclopment in the Mutleni commoolty 
toiiding to tho destruction of the discipline without which no 
organisation can exist. Those who ora promineDt in publio life 
hare of late been criticised in a manner that could not linve encouraged 
them to' undertoko the rrspobsibilitics of taking a leading part in com- 
munal affairs. The manifniationS of this development wen tery 
disquieting to ns st tho time, and, altbough we ourself have never 
hesitated to criticise the actions and views of publio men erben 
occasion demanded, we must confess wo considered that the hmits of 
Useful criticism were not always observed by some of the 
recent additions to the Moslem FreM. But in view of tho 
backslidiug iff some, end the liHitnda displayed by every one of the 
public men of the oommonUy in the matter of tho Moslem Unlveqtity!

no desire to wreck the rniicrsiiy sclieinc which we ourself had 
snggi-sted to Ills llighiiesN on the aecessiuii of His Majesty King 
George V. Had wo any such desire we ennid have easily gratified 
it by asking for the return of finr own emiLribution, liowovor ginoB* 
or its transfer to the Turkish Keliuf Fund. We are not too modest 
to think Hint at least a small, but fairly disconcerting, land^'p would 
have occurred. But we hare no such desire and unr mite is adll 
safe in the University (differs. All wc aitggest is that the Capital 
Fnnd of tho Uniicraily should nu longer remain os a loan to tito 
Government of liidiawhieli has no need of it, but be lent instead to t^w 
Ottoman Giucrniiieut wliicli has evident need of it and of 
11101 %. Tim Fund is iniesled in Goveriiinent of India paper tO-day, and 
could BH well he ini csted in Tnrkhih securities to-morrow. That is siiralj not 
tlie same as the “divorsion" of the Fund to "noii-educatiuual par|Hnies.” 

It may, however, lie soid that Torkny is not as safe os tho 
Qotcrnincnl of India. That is no doubt true, but this orilv seltlM 
. tliH question of eoiii}sirati\e stviiritj Whatever Turkey may be, 
aim has still a National Debt excuoding 120 million sterling, oikl 
many uon-Moslems and Europeans Udieve so far in Tirrkcy that they 
have not yet sold out all tlieir Turkish slock, wliieh is h'till familiar 
t<i iho l)iiiirsi‘i of Eiiro^ifl. Vet it may be asked : "May m»t Tnrkey 
lH>coino bankrupt after this vrar?" Uiit reply to this is two-fold. 
In the first place, tho snrest a a} to miAe Turkey bankrupt is for 
Mupsalniaiis theuisolvei tn doubt thn sohoncy of 1'iirkey. In the 
second place, if the Turk goc^ under, sliidl wo mnnni (lie brother that 
is dr< waited or the gold watcii we hod l«nit him which lies with him 
at the bottom of the seal 

It has been snggretc'il (hut the Turk is a hopelcas faiiwo; *li*e 
he must go bci aiiNu he cannot grwrn, Uiat Indian MnssolinaDS aiw 
' bolstering up a moribund ervaluro that is post such eiideavnnra; and 
iliat the MiiHsaliiianH of Jmlia are bettor men and bettor MumbI- 
iiittiia than tliose of Turkey. Now, fniiikiy, wo do not believe 
word of tliis, iiiiK-h ai tins ronfession may bo humiliating to v.

The Italian raid on 
Trijioli had begun his politieui edneatimi and the Balkan struggle 
has roiiipleted it lie had a child like trust in Gie goud-wilt of 
I'luropo and th-' IsMiehcence of its seeular incssago at the birth of 
the twentictli century lii the beginning of its second dorado hn 
has learnt that ho hud grievously erred in supimeing that his 
secular ills could be cured thniugli an alien inspiration.

he bad liecii doiihting if tlm attitiido of Europe towards the Turk 
was honest and the iiy for refonii niii'-ere If the old Turkish 
iiK'Lliods ijf govuriiment wen' i(.|H<11eiiL to European l^iberalisni, 
the Vonng Turk ought surely to have been an object of iIn 

snppiut ai'id nyinjuithj. Every device Itus, however, been adopted 
by lirr enemies, ever since the success of tho constitutional move- 
luent, to thworl the regenemtion of Turkey Hostility and aggrebsion 
increasL'd as soon u.s the Vouiig Turk' liegan to apply morn 
vigour and enei gy to the task of building up a reformed 
iulHiinialration and a coiibohdatcd empire.

The Treaty of P&ce. 

Tki following are tlii* operative articles of llio Treaty of Peace 
nignod the Turkinh and Italian Plenipotentianea at Ouehy on 
the 18th Octol)er ; — 

Article /. — The two OovernmeutH nndertake, immodiately after 
tha elgiiatiire of the prownt Treaty, to take the necfloNOfy alcpa for 
the immediate and aimnltaneouN etsuatinn of huntilitieH. Special 
Cotnmlaaionera will he ecot to the HceacH of Imetilitice to eoHure the 
execDlion of the abovo-meutioDod etepe. 

Article 11 . — The two GoverninoiilA undertake, iinmedintely after 
the elgnatnro of the Treaty, to Hend orders recalliUK their ofllcere 
and tronpe, and nino tlieir civil fiinetionarie^, rori|)oclivcly, the Ottoman 
Oorernmeiit from Tripidi and Cyreiioiea, and the Italian riorerniiient 
from the Islanda occupied in the if'Jgean Hoa, The eiTvctive cvMiin- 
tion of the ahove-menlioiied islandn liy the Italian offieem, troops, and 
elril fanctinnarluH will taho place immediately after the ovaciiatinii of 
Tripoli and Cyrannica by the Ottoman officerH, Iruopa, and ciril 
fuDctioDarioi. 

Aftich ///.— PrisonerH of war and hostages will he exchanged 
with an little delay ob possihlo. 

drtiWf IV, — The two GoTernmeiitK undertake to grant full and 
fopqplet^i amnesty, the lloyal Gnverumenl to the iiihaliitants of 
Tripoli and Cyrenoico, ami the Imperial Giircrnment to the inhabi- 
tauts of the islands in the AlgoBU Sea, subject to Ottoman sovereign- 
ty, who may hare taken part in the hostilities or may Imre eotnpro- 
Kiloed themselTos in that ronnoxion, without coroniitling cniiirs against 
the civil law, In coDSoqiionce, no individual of any class or condition 
■hall ho proco(‘dcd against nr troubled m his {lursnn or projKirty, or in 
the exercise of his rights on account of political or military acts, 
even of opinions exproNsed during the hostilities, Pi rsoiis detained 
or dqurtod fur such cause shall at ouch Imi act free. 

Article 1’.— All treaties, conventions, and underlnkings of all 
hinds, sorts, or nature conclude I or in force between the two high

Aiticlf Vt . — Italy undertakes to conclude with Turkey, at the 
some time oa she renews her ooiiiincrx'ial ImnliCH with otiici Powers, a 
onmiaercinl treaty "based on Kuroticiin public law" — that is to say, 
she oonsents to leave Turkey all her iH:i<nnini«: iiideiiondenci', and the 
right ti> act in cnniniercial matters and matters of l'ii<ifcoins in the 
same way os all Kiu-ojieaii Powers without Iwing hound by the 
CapltiiUtioiiH and other Acts now in force.

— As the Porte proposes to open nrgotiatione, 
at a Enropoan Conference or otherwise, with the Great Peweiw 
interested for the cessation of the capitulary regime in Turkey, 
and the substitution for it of the nyitnr of inlcniational low, 
Italy rccogiiixiiig the gmid grounds for these intentions of tho

Though the roads arc bad 
the policing is infinitesmol, there are no robbers and no quarrels, 
aavo occasional village squabbles over londraarks They are stnet 
Moslems, yet not in the least fanatical. An soldicn they are perfect, 
inurod to every climate and every hardship ; they aru always chccrfnl, 
Always obedient, always patient When the present writer was in Eski 
Bh^hr a train came into the stutiuu at midnight with HOC such 
fellows on board. They hod nothing to eat since morning, aud were 
Irevoiling ill open trucks ; they were reservo men going to vi.nmiii 
battalions. There were no olliceni, and no one was m charge of 
the train. The moment the train stopped the whole mass 
leaped, out and dashed olT to the rafun which surround tho sta- 
tion. Thore woe no shouting or fighting, no robbing or plumhir*’ 
ing. Snob men as could get near tho counters bought bretul, 
bisenits, or pastry. Tun minutes later the engine-driver blew 
lie whistle ; back into the darkness rushed the 800 men, three minutes 
later tlie train moved off without a man miHsing. There is sonio- 
tliing more than more poaeivily in troojis with such discipline os 
-that.

Gindo shot, with bis oun band, 8i.v soldier* of the regiment in which 
ho is now serving from lielimd the walls of In's nativo village ; nor 
will this fact make biiii any tho less backward in fighting t '<eii ho is 
required. Hero and Hollo, on the other hand, thuu^rli Ivnrds, are 
as dilTerent fruin (}iiido ns they aro from all thn otliors ; tall, lanky 
men, with bony, higli-lindgcd noses, close set brown eyes, dark skiua 
and hairy faces ; bullen and Iacoihc, they look like two ogres in a 
paDtoiiiiino Asa matter of fact, they are neither of llieiii so terrible 
nor so w irked as they appear. As soldiers they are not really the 
host nifttenul , tliey know too niiieb about war, oociistoriiotl to irn'gular 
fighting since llieir iiifaiiey, with a full knowloilgo of tho dangera 
of skylines and the advantages of rover ; they huvo no 
coiiHdeiicn in Soiriillah, arc torrifled of artillery and feel complotely 
paralysed without their horses. Hero and Iloilo ore really idem 
biisliwlioeking tnvidry men, and iL is a pity to soe tlioni on foot, 
uneertniii, lost and doubling. 

The next man of this strange detoehment is Krikor Damballan, 
the Armenian, 0 feet 3 indies, round-shouldered, big limbed, heavy 
featured, dark eyed, silent , he is submissive and qniot. Krikor's 
father was killed in I8!)fi by Turkish soldiers, and his sister was 
carried olT by Kurds, unci Krikor has not forgotten either incident ; 
yet ho lias no love for tho Greeks, and to him Bulgarians, Servians 
aiii Monteiic'gnns an* Greeks Krikor's companions know sll that 
Krikor has sniTered and in their hearts are ashamed, save Ibrahim 
of Sivos, who would like to kill him if only in revenge for his broken 
head. Kiikor, however, has made himself a place In the detachment ; 
if clothes require sewing, rifles oiling, cigarette coses monrling, ropea 
splicing, boots patching, they are invariably bronght to Krikdr— his 
huge, passive body anil Ins diil-misHive, dull, unspecnluting eyes aro in 
direct coiitradictiiin to his niinolo brain and fingers. Banker, 
boiitinaker, locksmith, blu(;ksinith, linker and tailor, Krikor ia 
any one of tlicse things and a master in each. Ho has had the wit 
to make hiiiiwlf .iidispensablo to everybody, from Seiiiillah 
Effciidi, to whom he lends money, down to the cook whosn 
puls and pans he mcnd.s. ^ 

The lost men in the detachment wo need consider are the: 
ArJis, bright-eynl, brown- ski nnerl, vivneioiis and talkative, they 
form a gionp ajiart — Isa and Mustaplia of Syria, Ayub of 
M'lssnl and Hussein of Baghdad. They hold the Tnrks and 
Kurds in contempt as barbarians and fuols, they ore bursting 
with conceit, poetry, and vainglory, and are for over quarreHing 
among tlieiuselvcs As i-oldicrs they arc not very dependable. 
On a cold wet day or in snow they will crumple & and 
mourn their hapless fate; nn a dark nipM they klaae 

into the dura ness and fly shrieking from imdpnary cnequi' Tot 
on occ-isioii they ran bo workcrl up to an hysterical ng1i(ij|K 

frenzy, in tlic throes of which they will perform do^s ^ 

aiiiaring recklessness and valour. 

Here, then, we hive a detachment typical of the drafts 
which are now jHiuring up from Asia to Constantiniqilo. What 
an army so romposed will do it is diflicnlt to say, since every 
elcmeut has HiuiLthing uncertain about it. A lucky combination 
may lead to .'vlraordinary jiicccsh, an nnliieky one to singtalor 
and signal disaster. If we learned that the Turkish transport 
had rornplnlely broken down, that tho ammunition was faulty, 
that file arm} wn>$ listless, hopeless and disspirited, that desertion 
ant vriiolesale surrender were rife, there would be nothing 
surprising in it On the other hand, unexpected efflciency, 
extraordinary prowess, tremendous enthusiasm aud overwhelming 
Victory ore just os possdilo. It is no desir^ to hedM that 

makes tlie present writer say this Is it credible that tho 

handful that has jmt up such a superb fight ini the Tripoli 
could bo the same material as that which gave such a miserable 
exhibition against the Drnses in Syria 7 The ifieichod conduct 
of tho Turks in the Crimen and at Nezib does not tally with the 
henuc defence of Plenia, Kars and Erzerun, or the fighting in the 
Shipko. The excellent condnet of the campaign in Thosuly cannot 
excuse or palliate the miscrablo failure in the Yemen. 

To go hark to history we can find that sometimes the Turks 
fought sjdendidly^ as at Koasovo ; or hopelessly, as at Belgrade. 
The Turkish army has ever been eomposed of mixed fJements, and it 
has met victories and disaaten in fairly et^i^Jlbee^on. I have 
known overwhelming ‘^irkish forces routM fm mroyod by a few 
hillmed I have seen whole tribes of wirliK(i-|il^^iM|it in awe by a 
tiny detdehment under a good oAcw, To nf^wy^would be ^4^- 
ons, since tbe more one knewi the more dnnbtfii]' dees |]M<lsiNie 
laooma. — fAe JZee/ew.

What is much more jmssiblo is that the defence of 
Tchataldja, if conducted witli the vigour and energy that Naaiui 
Paaha appears to havo lufnscd in lua troops, may yet retrieve tu« 
aitoation. At any rate, the supremo military issue has yet to be decided, 
and there is no reason to suppose that it will be decHled against the 
Turks. Wo liad expressed in onr last considerable apprehension 
lent the demoralization of retreat should affect Turkish ilcfeiice at 
the gatco’of tho capitul. Recent news from the tlieatre of wai 
have, however, dispelled our fears and, if no untoward iiicideiil. 
diplomatic or otherwise, ends the cmitlicl at this stage, Turkish 
defence will continue to grow in strength and resolution.

No piibbc man m this country lias 
devoted to the problem of Indians in South Africa as much ]uitii'nt 
Htudy, thought and discine^ioii an Mr. Gokhole, and his efforts to 
get at tlie HHit of the problem and conditinUH on the spot must havo, 
111 ) doubt, furniBlied liini with a truer idea of practical ways and 
means and might jiossihly result in assuaging the scrioiu lieart- 
nelie to winch tho hiiiniliation of Indians in llic Colony hoa ginui 
risr. It iH gratifying to hear of the cordial rcccpLioii that fan 
met with at jtho linnds of the Colonial Government and the 
{lublic. The problem is, no doubt, great, but it is not insoluble 
if tlie South Arrieiiii slaleMiuen try to deal wiih it in a Bi>irit of 
caiidiiiir and aceniniiiodatioii. It is no nso rq)cnting the danger 
that tliu liarih and incqiutalile tmitinent of Indians in the British 
colonics lll^oIve^ to the honour and solidanty uf tho British Em- 
pire. No British stalesinan ran afford to ignore the danger if 
ho only knows tlio stivuglli and biLteriichs of Indian feeling on the 
subject. The sulf-govuriiiiig culoiiios might nut tolerate interference 
Ilf tho liiiperuil liiiveriiment in domestic legislation, hut they 
slionld, at any rate, Ih> made to feel their responsibility as free 
partnrrs in the jirivilegcs of tbo Emiiire. The Indian qnrstinii 
III Soiilh Africa owes its Virulence and intensity as much to 
cconuniic self-iiiteis'st ns to race and colonr prejudice. The 

character of the prulilcui, btiwever, is not so desperate that only 
iniqiiitioiis laws njiphvil witi drastic cruelty can make life worth 
Ii 'iiig foi the white colonists in S iulh Africa. A tentative effort 
was recently tuadn by the tionth African Government to cope 

with iho situation that has bccniiio almost liopclesfl. A iiieasiira, 

toning down some of Iho most aggravating fealurrs of tho existing 
laws and n'.'iilatiniis, wn,s introduced in the Union Legislature after 
1-01^11110110)1 with tlie Brili.di C-donial Office, hnt it has been 
Inmg irp indefinilely and things are exactly where they were ever 
belon>. Mr. Goklialc is reported lo havo said that tho Colonial 

NtaU-siiicii are oh tlie rigtil track. Wo hojio they are ; and we 
trust they have taken full advantage of Mr. Gokhale's prCMiice to 
acquaint IheiuscIvcN with the Indian standpoint. It is very oc- 
ccssiiry to bring lioiiic to the Africander tho terrible cost that 
the Eiii|iiro might, in cortain I'lnliiigencies, be made to pay through 
Ins bcinsli and ovcriicanng attitude.

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Tnfe njDio tlmt doRnod ■ diplomat' sa it f^ontlomaii irlio la apiit 
to lie abroad for hia cunalrj vould havo phrased his improsHioni 
of a fcry important branoli of statecraft Nonicwhat difforcntlY tn-tlaj. 
Hie oonopation of tlio strung ambassador irith independent will 
and initiative is f^one. Tultfftragli has rrJuruiI his rnrps Ui n 
baivanorary ronlrolled and directed by n sini^le chief. A Koreipn 
Office U no liiiifpir a place to picco together the results of the 
aotiTities of its vanoiis agents abro.id, but an organisation of active 
will and purpose driving a liuge and complex niachine to dofimto 
Olid*. A niodern cynic would, therefore, dcRno dipluiuncv — for 
a diploniat in tlm old acufe has coosod to Im‘ — ns the trib.ile that self- 
interest pavs to the broad human sense of equity and jnstice. The 
main virtuo of a diplomatic formula lies in the ousy and araoctli way 
it affords from fact to falsehood The Kiiropenii diplomacy i.f the 
lait few years has boon iioculiarly ill-starred, and its vague reticeiiees, 
brava oonvantions and Eno pose of rcsjicctability have bi.'eii conipletely 
and savagely bamd to tlio vulgar gaze of a rude and mocking world 
Since the veiled partition of Persia, the Austrian coup, tliu deal 
•boat Morocco and the Italian aggression, diplomacy has boon 
badlbg a dance on eggs To disnoier a formula that could bridge 
tha gulf between the acts of Europe and its conscience, as embodied 
in the Treaty nf Berlin, has lieen u losk well bevund even tho power 
iiC diplomatic phraseology. It luiut, however, in justice bn admitted 
that diplomacy has always Btriren to look rcHpectablc, and this is a no 
mean concession to the demands of international dcctnicy in jiolitiLS. 
The real trouble has infant been that the Treaty of Berlin was not a 
aonnd diplomatic birth, but an abortion. Every groat Power wanted 
to gel a slico out of the (Jttoiiian Empire and, fearing lest iU rivala 
should try to got more, it readily pledged itsfilF to inaintaiii 
th« integrity of ilia, empire in the tlirru coulincnls. The pledge 
was in reality a mild resii Jnt imposed on international greed 
by fear. Tho ovoiiLs hud moved wui. •'daggering rapidity and the rival 
•laimante agreed to patch things hastily up and paiisa Utl they had 
lakaii the bfarlngK of the new situation That creai.ivr of hasUi, 0$ 
matnal distrust and rivalry, — s tomporary diplomatic devu» tr« 
•vert catastrophes which none of the Powers had the stoniaLh to 
fao*— caoio latei on to assume all Uie sanctity of an intornationM^ 
jMct. Tt hogau to be nferrciUo witli great moral gusto as opp^ir- 
tomty ofloF^ and self-interest dumandod suck reference. The 
credulons world soon found itself Iwlioving in its strength and 
iwuiitability and convieicd it ns a fonuidable ilyxe reared by the 
nnited gening and g ‘Oilwill of Europr- to keep hack the devastating 
tiikg of greed and ambition. J>ip 1 omary hnwevor, proved, pailiclicaJly 
imbecile tho world only b.ihevud and blundjraci as is its wont 




When the Treaty of Beilin Vrna being torn to shreds thn general 
mth in the ideals of modern diplomacy UBdoulitedly rooeivod a mdo 
hKodt. The greatest error of the loyinan has, howover. been that h^ 
liM cndit«d diplomacy with the poasoKaiuii of ideals. Ah a 
natter of fact, thi'i jiccniiar nf-t is cwnverced only with ways and 
neaga. Thoiae who have set diplonmcy the task of preserving the 
marld'f peace have no kituwh^e of its limitation* nor of the in- 
sdrtipehtis through wliluh' It works. Odn may doubt if diplomacy 
over prevented a war, though it liaa prrjiared the way for many. 
The psKioDk of hunger, creed and nee here jieeii the main driving 
lureni in tho world's history. Diplomacy only walchps the wide, 
Meoping movementa of theee forces and oft|-n tries hut in vain 
to' penttaaenlly affuet their vcliHsiy. 1 'he Treaty of Berlin existed 
MioBgBsit sailed each of the aignabirics to allow it to rzint, 
Adstrih opd ttal/ found it inonvenient th«y brushed it

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Berlin Treaty when the apparition of a Dalkaa Confederacy in arms 
rose athwart the vision of Europe, for it was in serious doubt if the 
riglit tiinn had nctually arrivcrl. There was a land noiee about the 
atuliM quo and thn unshakonblo resolve of the “ Concert ” to preserve 
it As soon as the Confederacy marched tu battle, to maintain 
tho Ktatw qim was found to be an impos'iible resolution. 

Ar the Eiiropcau diplomacy has always built on the extinction of 
thr Oli'iuiaii Minpiro in Europe as both a probable and a desirable 
rvciitualitr, ir would bo sheer fully to expect that tho Turk can rehabili- 
tate himself through diplomatic bcnovolcnco. Old formula* hare been 
dissolved into thin air Treaties and international pludges have 
Biiluin.itically ri'ased to exist, and diplnniAtists an impolently foam- 
ing at the iiioiilli Every cunsidoiablo or inoon&iderable ambition of 
the iiitore^toil European Powers has leapt into fnrioua activity and 
has iict up A tuiunltnus clamour for being heard. Thera is no queatlon 
of j'usticc, obligations or consinlency. The Balkan whirlwind Las 
swept the old shibboleths into tho dustbin and the work of political, 
terriLiirial Diid iliplonmtic reconslructinii will be undertaken on the 
basis of stark self- interest. Mutual rivalries and ambitionc wonid 
bo adjusted with tho help either of diplomacy or the sword. The 
Ottoman standpoint neithci inalliTcd before nor will it matter ooW, 
unless it is pressed to the acceptance of Europe with a force that 
caniint lie resictod. We liavr, however, been ossored that even if tho 
Turks emerge victorious out of the struggle things can never be 
what they aero befuro. This veto on the existence of tha 
Ottoman Empire in Europe hni been placed by an elmoet qn- 
auimouH voice of the Powers. Thu fact must be accepted ae it ie. 
In tho brratlilns preparations fur the coming scramble all conaidera^ 
tions of diplomatic or moral sanctity have been huahod. Tho sight 
of a historic naiion in travail moves neither pity nor joetico. Self- 
Intereat watches tho victim in agony, and the vultum are wheeling' 
overhead, intciu to descend 011 the prey. 

It is no doubt an interesting i,pcciilation to consider how thinga 
will Rnally shnp) tlicmselvi's -.n tho Balkans. There ere, however, ao 
riiiiny iiiculculahle, factors 111 the situaliun that all speculation may 
reasonably aecni |to bu futile. Tho ntiuost thot can be attempted 
is to indicate all possible lines along whieh the final settlement 
may Iw achieved Dismissing the possibility of a complete 
Tiirkii^h victory, in wliirh case no autonomous Macedonia will etill 
be iniisted upon, let us suppose thu war ends with the elliea in po- 
ssession of Macedonia and Thrace. The fundamental fact ef sneh 
n situntioii will le the victoricH nf the Confederacy. But, as the 
Ti'men says, much eien then will depend upon the impreesion which 
Hiich a reuult nf lliu campaign makes n Bnssia and Anstria-Hiingry. 
The (.biiigiT of tho Balkan qiiesti'in to the peeee of Europe 
pnd iho real reusuii why diplomacy has clnng with edek 
f . thetic lulehty to the principle of “ uiaiiitaioing the ofutiia 9110*' 
has L'on the difiiciilty theso two Powers fonnd in agreeidg what 
should take Iho place nf a s/ntus r/iin. “It was nnderetood that 
Austiiii-llungary was not disposed to tolerate the formation 
on her nniithern frontier of a great Sorb State, which wonid 
not only liar her away tn Salonica, a port ahe was eupposad 
to covet, but might exercise a dangerous attraction for her own 
Hubjecta bi-longing tn the Serb rane. On the other hend, Bnaeia 
wus'not likcl) t(i tolerate any Austro-Hungarian expaneion into 
sontlicrii Slu\ enuutry, and she was believed,^ innnover, to have viewa 
of llier own aa to the future of other pArtf of European Turkey, 
when and it, it came into liquidation. So far there is nothin|y 
definite t>n show that the tan Powors liifve sncceoded in reconoiling 
tlioir diSurciiccs, and indeed they are, probably waiting to see what 
ocenrs in Thrace before attempting to formulate their rcepeotive 
atandpnints. It will not bo until' their licws oro known thet one 
can Bpevk a* .<*'! ronRHentlv of this prospects of European intervention.'* 
The angry feelings recently (aroused in Austria by the Servian 
treatmeni of her Consuls arid thn official waminga addreieed tn 
Scrvia against thn latter's dc^igim on Albania indicate tiie Anstrian 
Htandpniut HI regard to tk/o future setllcment. Austria-Hangary 
and her alliea are unanimbiis about keeping AUianie entonemoui 
and intact, while there is n<y clear indication tliat an open road to 
Salonica has cearad to be a pa rt of Auatrian ambitione. Her conrae 
of action at this stage would IJave b<wn more dearly defined add her 
ambitions much more articijlate if Rnseia had not eneeeeded In 
ranging tho Triple Entente /in the side of the Confederacy. Tho 
attitude of Russia, France ttnd England has been set forth in sig- 
nificant terms by one of itv /authoritative exponents, the 2 'ieiw. It 
eaya that public opinion 'in Biueia, and indeed iliroiighout Europe, 
would be outraged by any attempt to deprive the Balken States of 
the fnuts of their victritiee. It oonsidors tkat for the Powesji that 
have no direct polHiaa 1 interest in the Balkans the chief object most 
he to promote n Mlution which, if net n findl eettlement of the 
Balkan qneiCioq, wll at least be along the lines which the settle- 
ment must oltuta^y take.

Mr. Dicwnkt IliinLEiaii,trsrcom>Hpoiidenlof thr Datly Ttlegi-uj»h, 
wnds tt (Irncriiilion nf the Itombardiucnt of Adrinnoplo on Sunday 
night. He riaya that it was (liu iiioHt furimia of the nhole war 
and thnnt naa no grander niglil at Tort .\rthnr. Hiiiidrvdi 
Ilf Nlielirt fnirn all kinds of guns wrru banting aimaltanofiiialy 
likfl lightning llaHim Tha Turks attempted to reply, hut were 
aiHin nvorinaatered by tlui strength and accurw-y of the lliilguriariii. 
Ho deacrilies the ammunition and anpplies of the Bnigariaus bh 
abundant, Ihero being tena of tlioiuanils of sheep and cattle in 
Reids round Adrianopin, and' caiivoys are arriving daily with fresh 
bi^ad, plenty of groeencs, vegntables, wine, tobacco and Rrowood. 
The private ooldiors never hod aiich a linm in Smidsn. A telograni 
from Oonstantinoplo, by an indirect route, dated the ISlh iimtant, 
aaya that cholera has attsined alarming proportions. There are 
hundreds of cohos among the troops, and it is stated that there 
are oven more among the roriigccs whom the uuthoriticH are 
dnmping wholosalo in towns, on tho coast and in the interior 
without any pnivision for feeding them. Unocning sights are 
to Im seen at the stations noai Tchataidja where the victims are 
crawling along or lying on the permanent way in uvery stage of in- 
fflctiou. Hitherto there have been a few cases among the residents 
in city. 

Iiieutenant Wegener, telegraphing on the I4th instant, Noys that 
Didgaria will not allow the Turkish overtures for jieiie to 
prevent her from carrying on tho operations until after the 
Tchataidja lines have been forced and tho city entered by tlio 
Bulgarian troops in a manner similar to that in which the 
Oeniians entered Taris in 1H71.

After a carefnt 
sifting of tlie exaggerated ami roiitrodictory reports current the 
following facts seuui jirutty well established. The slow advance 
of tliu Bnlgarians and tho coiisi'qiicnt delay in getting to grips 
with them proied irksontp to some of the Turkish oommandere 
who were inipstieiit to nssiiiiio the offenshe. It would appear 
that a L'ertuiu diiision of opinion iiinnifcstod Itsolf, bnt Anally 
an advance was authorised and au important cnlnmo of regular 
infantry and cavalry and voliintoers set out for a position north 
of Kirk Kilisseh mi tho night of October 21 nndor the oonimaild 
of General Mahnind Mnkhtar Pasha and Prince Axis Pasha widi 
the intention ot making a surprise attack u|pon the Bolgiiian 
forces wliicli were gradually cumergiug upon Kirk Kilisseh. 

The night was exlreiuHly storm), and violent sqnollB of wind and 
rain were tolloweil by a dowiipoiii which drenched the troops bo 
tho skill alniiist before they lia<l started. Tho column woe soon 
divided into two or more dirisiuus, which advanced along eepante 
IMitlis. At dawn tho adiance troi)))H came into contact with the 
eiirniy, and a Bcrere engagement ensued. The Bulgarians weM 
discovered in oierwhelimng strcngtli, and not merely a light 
vanguard of them, as hail lieeii expseted. Owing to the daritneaa, 
or possibly an error in tho rmito fnllowed or some confusion 
in the iiistnictimis, one nf tho Turkish ciJnrans mistook another 
hndy of Turkish trf) 0 (is fur the ciieniy and delivered a violent 
attiiLk npiiii it, canning heavy lusaes before the inisllkowasdiScoVured. 
Tho Turkish triHips were soon eoiniiclliHl to givo ground before 
tho Bulgarian advance, and shortly at ter wards llie Turkish ckvalry 
in altdiiijiiing to diorgo was seven'ly punisheiL Tbs Bulgarian 
firing at the ret: eating onvali) niid the galloping of the horses 
appears to liairo started a panic airiong tho retiring inCaqtry, 
and espcciaUy tho viilimU-cis, wlio fli-il. Tho fleeing troops caus^ 
Gonfiiriioii aniiirig the Turkish reserves, but Anally the Moond 
division of the CJ iiistantiiiiiple Ariiy Corps checked the fliglit. 
The Tiirkisli losses in fins affair w«>ro very heavy. Details of 
tlieir csHiialtics are not obtainable.

1 HAVE rocuivod the following interesting amiuut of the Turkish 
reverse noilh niid iiortli-west of Klik Kili.‘,M>li from an eye-witnesa who 
Inis jint returned from the m-one of netiuii. Of this story I have obtain^ 
ed iiideiiemleut coimboralbni. 

On the night of Monday, OetobiT 21, tlin Third Army Corps was 
eucanqx'd Tunud Kirk Kilisiieh. Of ih'i three divisions, the Ssventh 
Divlrinii, nnder the command of If ilmi Bey, was on the right nrar 
tlio viUagv of Usknh ; in tliu centre a iiiixed division composed of troops 
of the Ninth Dirisirni and several Rodif Battalions, under the command 
of Ifassnii Isuit Pasha ; and on the Uft tho Eighth Division, com'* 
iiiandod by Fuad Zia Bey Mahmud Mnklilar Pasha was in com- 
imind of the army corps, nhile the lieadqnai'kTS of tho whole 
arniy of the east were rviMirled to ha at Ivavakli, smith of Kirk 
Kilisseh. The army corps cnnimanded by Omar'A'awer Pasha was 
Lsdievcd to lie on our left, while fnrllier east were the riecund Army 
Corps under Shorket Torgiit, and the Fourth Army Corjis, under 
Ahmed Abook, Orders ware received to advance and meet the 
Bulgarians, Who had erasNed the frrmtier at several points, and who 
were benoved to be advancing after having driven in some of imr 
frontier juMta. But for diflicnltics of the. ooiiuniHaariat, which were 
very marked, alt would have gone well, and the army looked ForwSnL 
with confidence to tho morrow’s battle. 

On Tuesday morning the whole army coqis advanood. The tight 
wing made grrmnd and pudied (orwanl mwrly as far as Krikler, 
driving the Bnlgorians bmore it. The losseH on that wfng were 
gveatw than in the centre, and 1 krai infoimed that two eonipaniei 
engaged in an attaefc ob a Bulgarian positioB. near Erikler hod been 
nearly annlhllat^^j rifle and machlne*gun fire at abort range. In 
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III* oMli* *Dd ilio sppimtlj OD Um left til* fight riMoIrad iteeU into 
■tt eiiUleij duel. So wneh oar artUlcrj Memed to have the nperioritj. 
Both eidei dag tbeoMwlTM IB aad MV little all daj of the encnj'a 
infiDtij. On* or two fonoed ImkIim showed themiielves aod were 
disponed l» unr ffanpael fire. At nightriJI onr centre oxtended 
about a mile iu frodtsd the village ■>/ J'etra, facing the Bulganan 
peeitiop oB tlie hills aTound PauloH village Wc had two or thr^v 
rattah'ons in the fighting line, and behind them the remainder of the 
division ia reserve arunncl Puira with the anny corim and tranHjiort. 

Abont Oita honr beforo dawn the men of onw Hedif Battalion 
from Aflon Karahissar, who were in the flghtingitlftie, sUmmI to their 
amuii It was just [Mimihlr hi mho gronps of men moving down to 
them and n few Mhuts were firofj, when the fiattaliou eoinmandei 
ordered the coaae Are to Ihi wiunded What followed was extrrmely 
difllcnlt to discover. According to one aceonnt the men moving to- 
wards us, who seeiTiod to bn speaking Turkish, were presiiiiiably Biil- 
«rian deseitcn, or Turks from Kastern Bnlgaria Mrriiig in the 
Bulgarian Anny. According to other accounts they were our own 
men, who had been driven in by the enemy's advance In any cbmi 
there was a |iaiise In onr movements. The fighting line [M-ered into 
the dark woiidoring what was in front of them, when siiJdeuly 
extremely heavy rilio fire, augmented by one or two maebine-guns 
which die Bulgarians under coier of night bad brought up to within 
sborl range of our front, bnrst upon tliu KarahiHsar hnttnlion Tim 
hungry, nnder-oOiccrml men of llni flan’ly-enilindied unit gave wuy 
at once. Word went round that the oflicors who ordered the ceaso 
fire had sold them to the Bulgarians, and in a few nniiiitfs pmulically 
the whole fighting line was bolting buck tc its reserves around Petra. 

The reserves, finding the front tiimbling in on tlsom with cries of 
“The Bulgarians pro (oniiiig," either fired wildly to their front or 
began to Min* in increasing conriisinn A ninnlier of fiigitivcH ran into 
die village, and Uio panic toinlnimicalod itself to the transport, which 
began to move rearward in disorder 1 tried to stop some of the 
drivers from bolting, and tcmiHirarily succeeded, but a fresh infiiix 
of runaways came in on us, and the drivers plied their whips and 
fiedi throwing away ammunition and stnn's in order to lighten their 
load. The artillery became invohed in the [laiiir, mid williiu one 
lionr of the first shot the whole centre hod gone to pieces. 

The panic woa iutonsifled by the fact that on the previous day we 
■11 hnd tlie iinpmision that the Bulgariaiis were retn'ating. which 
Seeued to lie coiifirinod by tlie discovery of at least one abandoned 
field mm in a gulij near Petra end by the success of Hiliui Bey's 
Diviiioii. The great majority of the men ran faster and foster, many 
idneen and a lew gmups of determined soldiers stood their giYumd 
iiniy to In overwliolraed by the now advancing Bul^riaiis. As it 
grew lighter the Bnlgarian shrapnel fell ou the retiring Imojis and 
preeijittated their retreat. I heard from the Artillery ofliiiers tliat 
at least ten guns were abandoned after the breach blocks hod lioeii 
rentovod in the ravines between Potra and Kirk Kiliswdi. 1 saw 
l^rand Midthtar who constantly exposed himsHf in Tuesday's 
action, riding with drawn sword among the fugitives, al wliom he 
slashed in a vain endeavour to rally tliom One nflirer, after three 
attempts to rally his men, shot himself bchire my eyes. 

Ifoanwhilo as tlio light camo the right and left wings wera able 
to iiaUm the situation. Seeing the Bulgarians sdi-aiiring on them 
and entering the gap left by tbs flight of the eentro, some of Fuad 
Zia's troops gave way, as did an Angora llcilif Battalion attached Ui 
Hilmi Boy's division. Tlie roHl of this divisiou, however, made a 
fine rotreot, conloKling every inch of (he gmund, and did not fall 
hnek through Kirk Kllii^clP towards VisaUlJ early in the afternoon, 
Mahmud Mukhtar and Mi staff tixiL the jmue diractiou Part of the 
Eighth Division also got away across country along the sauio rou'l in 
good order. 

At Kirk KfiiiM'h panic reigned in the forenoon. The inhalii- 
twnts, vriio board Uiat a number of Moslem villages had been barot 
by Bib Bulgarians, iicgaii to flee, and matters were made wone by 
B eollision iK^veot/a troop tiain coming fmin Baba Eskl and a trmu 
Inden with runaway soldiers and civilian fugitives. Thera was little 
kias nf life, hut lino wan rfiw tiruly lb'K-he<l. Unable to get away by, 
train, 1 beCcsik myself b* Kuvakh.

In any case the Una 
was blocked, and we were obliged to tramp put 8eidler« near 
wliich the Bccidimt ncciirrod, to Irhorln. Hero the fugiliven 
were seixed and apprapnately enrsed and kicked tiy t^ (nah 
trmips wlio arrived, and they were in niany cases put under orreob. 
All was in goo<I order hero. The men were well toil and oonfident, 
and we were informed that Naxim Pasha was expected. 

With reganl to the losses, I believe that under 1,&00 wera 
killed on the eastern flunk, but it is iinjioHsible to form any estimate 
of the wounded and prisoners. T doubt whetlier there were many 
prisoiiora the retreat was too precipitate ; but most of the tran^rt 
was lost or SLatteied all nier tiui eounlryside. The most unfortunate 
result of llio affair is the demoraliaition of part of our fotp* 
and the corresjMmdiiig encouragement to the enemy, wbp shot 
Htrught and came on witli great elan in Wednesday's oolion. 

One of till) SjicriBl Correspondents of the Tcin/m, writing from 
Vrauya, gives the following mforuiation : — I have spoken with a 
large number of Tnrkisli prisoners, and their testimony is nnanimons. 
At the uionient when the Senian forces arrhod at Uskub tin 
Turkish soldiers had not had a ernst of bread for 4H houn. They 
also state that the mobilisation of the ^rkish forces iu fhoso regiona 
was carrifil out under the most disaatroas couditiunr. A very i^I> 
edacatod Turkish officer said; “Thingsjwere taking plncc ns in Bin 
Middle Ages. Horses were sent to the infsntry and tice rtrea. 
There was never any comniissariat siurvlce, nor a regular senioti 
of supplies. The result could not have been oUierwiie." 

Treachery of the Chriitian Troop*. 

The fSpeciuI Correspondent of the Franlfurier Zettmg at 
Tchorlu had the opportunity of speaking witli the fngitives frotti 

Kirk Kilisseh, and writes in a message, dal^ (hitober ii5, oa follows: 

“The aubstaiice of their story is that the defeat was mainly dne 
tu the Christiau soldiera who have recently been Introduced into the 
Turkish aiinj This story, indeed, givcf one the impression not of 
an excuse, but of a real explanation of the occurrence. It in 
■aid that a r.onsiderable nnmber of Christian soldiers, as if by agrca- ' 
nicnt, mode thcmselvea known to the enemy, whq tberenpon dinetefi 
their attaok exclnsively against tbo Mahiime^n troops. In this 
iu the panic explained which first caused tho recoil of the l^ikish 
troops after they luid fought for hours with aiiccese. Therenpoii 
the reserves, who consisted mainly of volunteers, were in their tom 
seized with a panic, and the whole ended in victory for the Bulgn* 
runs.”

Tmk terrible stories, related yesterday in the vivid accoiinU of the 
Tont of Kirk Kilisaeli, famished by mu Constantiiio{ile corruapondent, 
4 ind in tlie atatementa of aurvivora from Kuiiiauuvo sent by onr 
Sdonicn corresi»ondent, do not reveal the traditlonol Turkieh 
soldier at all. Qnarrela between cninmuiiJera we can iiiidei>tand. 
They ve tho commonplacea of warfare. But thoMi authentic 
nictnrea of Turkish troops in headlong panic-atnoken fliglit are in 
paiiifid contrast to the veloar of tlie men who died in lioaj« upon 
the bloud-etaiiied alopea of the Shipka Pass. Wlnil Ins wrought 
-ao marked a change in tho character of the Tiirkiah soldier ? It 
ja not enoogli to say that he lias not tlio moral inapimtinn which 
Bui mates hia foes. Tho Tnrkish rack and file have never thought 
much about tho reasons of their wars. They liavo fought for 
Abcan and their Pamanui, and ha>e nut eared to seek for any 
further motive. We think the ultimate caitaes of tlieir failure, up 
to the present niomeiit, maintain their old reputation na men of 
arms, will bo found in more practical umttora. Tho Regular 
regimenta ham lieen filled up with nutraiiiod reaervisfe, who were 
sent to tha front without oven elementary knowledge of tlieir 
4uties. The offleen; wore leas in touch with tlieir men than was 
formerly the eaao in the Tiirkiah Army. Some of the Anatolian 
ranfoTcementa hail morohod weary diatances afoot from tlie interior 
of Asia Minor, and were tired and dispirited wiicn tlicy camo into 
the firing line. Over tho whole Torkiah Army has hung the 
•conatanb spectre of hunger, not beeanao no food waa wiijhin nsaeh, 
but becanse the method of diatribution was bad. Again and agaiu 
in recent messages stray allusions to the starving troops probably 
•give na tlie clue too much which is otherwise loexplieabk-. Iho 
Turkilh soldier wants little food, but he cannot live on air. Tin; 
sully bright pages in the Turkish rueorda of iho war am the, 
gallant defence of Scutari end the plucky sorties of llie garrison 
luf Adiianople. 


The Town of Kirk Kilisseh. 


Since the Rneso-Tarkieh war the Bulgarian population in the neigh- 
boorhood of Kirk Kilisseh hoe been greatly leaned by mjgimtion into 
Bnlgoria. The Tarkiah Oovemraent some yean ago adopted tlio 
policy of setting in tliat district the ao-«a]Ied Mnliadjirs, Tnrke coming 
from Bosnia aud other parts of the Empire. Tlio systomatio practice 
on the port of the Turkish of diacoanging road-making towards tho 
froutiore lioa rendered it iiRclesa for the Bulgarians to carry roadi to 
the confines of the region. The reault in that one of the principal 
Bnlganan roads teniiiiisU's at Kara-Agacli, a lung way to the 
nortli-west of Kirk Kilisseh. Fur the rest there oro only what 
tho French call i7temins ncmavr, which in the cose of tho Tiirkiali 
Hide of tlie fruiitior, are acarccly worthy of the name of roads. A 
good mail, howerei, connects Kirk Kilisaeli with Adrianoplc, from 
which it IS Hb miles distant, a drive of abotat six hoars over mlliug 
ground and low-lying hills. 

Kirk Kilisseh was frrini tho onilicst iimoa a point of some military 
importance, being on the Hoinaii highway from Doltnm to Adrianoplc, 
and ID the Middle Ages the Turkinh rood from Aitoa throngli 
Itussrsiaslro. To-day it still owea its chief importance to ita 
pnaitinn at tho snulhein outI«t of the Fokhi defile over tho 
Istraiiju muiiutiuns, through winch pai^scs the shurtost road from 
iSlnimnla to ('oiiHlniiliiioplc 

The “ Forty ChnirlieH, " from which Kirk Kiliaseh derives its 
name, exist no lunger, but it ran still boast six mosqaea and several 
Greek ehurehes Tlirro ia n large bazaar, and the population 
iiiuiilK'rr. some lii, 0(H), two-lhirda of whom are Bulgars uiid about 
one-fifth Turks The remaining inhabitants are chiefly of Greek 
extraction. The staple industry is Uie mauiifacturo of special 
confrelion, and ibnry ])rndiiee is sent in eonsiderable qiuntitics 
to CuustoiiliiiopiL As Its Bulgaiinii name, Lozengrod, the ‘*town 
of vineyaiils, ” implies, the eiuintrysiJn is rino-ciivcred and onjoya 
n local reputation for led and wliUe vintages of a commoner kind. 

Kirk Kilis.scli itself presents tli« iisiiiil foatarca of a small Tiukiali 
town, with llalrnrifed wooden hour^a, the decrepitude of which in 
in<’iciy cnhunciHl liy tho unprelontiuna minarets of the mosquea. 
Tlui streets ore cobbled and in liad rcfiair, and the main road ruim 
ilnough Ihu middle of the town. Its former importance ia attested 
liy the ruins of the aiieient Byzantine fort of SkcqioloB, near tho 
Milage of Eskqsilos, which in the 18th apd 14th ccnturicq waa 
Hrst-clbsg stninghohl. Thu , Polish traveller Oswiocim in IfiSC 
rqiortca having seen the riiina of a magnificent castle with five 
towers, II church, beautiful fountains, and other amenities. Of thia 
castle only one tower romains. Tho so-called forts are not 

iniprcsaiio striictures, and tho flofcncee as a whole are old-fashioned. 
During tho iiisurreetions and inaosacrea of which Kirk Kilisaeli 
was the centre nboiit ton years ago a Turkish force of IJbtOOO men 
wav based on the town. At that time, with the rural population 
up ill ariiH, not a single Turkish official had dared to ceinain 
between Kirk Kilisaeli and tlie sea, and au awkward aitoation plight 
have been created for Turkey if Bidgann hod attempted for a 
a up ilf Mtrun before tlie Turks liad brought np their reservoa fn>ni 
Asia Minor .

Tux in'ditary aitnation has been an Iiopeleaaly contiiacd during 
the last few duya that it has lieeti nsulesa to offer an appreciation 
of iL Ww have all scon clearly enough that the position of tlio 
Turks in Macedonia waa eoinpromiaed, and iliat the best that iHinld 
lie liopcd for tliem was a concentration on tho lower VanUr of 
such elements of Ali Uiza Poaha'a troops ae liod escaped the panic 
after Kuiuanovn. But in tho Ttirocian theatre, partly owing to 
the 'dearth of authentic roporta, and partly to the diRuaion of wludly 
iniprobalde rumours, tho real situation was most difficult to divine, 
and even now ran unly bo touched upon with thj greatest diffidence 
and withont any assurance that n true course hm hern steered 
amidst the troubled waters. It is, however, oonnal that one ahoiild 
have, in war, to decide upon evideDco which is, in tho nature of 
things, iintraatworthy even when not actually intended to dreeivo, 
and if one arrives at a conolnaion q^uito at variance with the trutli 
tho exercise ia still ao foBcinating that moat soldiers like to dabble 
in it. 

First of all, then, what is the present position of the two Bnl- 
garian armies in Thrace 7 Tlie First Army nnder General Ivonoff 
waa, as we know, dsetined fur the attack on Adrianople in the first 
inatonce. It eonaiata of five Bulgarian divimons and cnnceltfUiIy ef 
one Servian. Tbit army deploy^ in two groups north and west of

Tliia army jmibably 
aonalata of four diiiaiona, m already aiiggeatmi, ondor General 
Dimitrieff It anfferod IcnMea on Octulior ’Ji and 2.S whiuli probably 
pnrtly oripplud it. Ita ooiiiiiiniucationa by road are long, and tho 
roadi, In view of the heavy ram, muat lie exceedingly bad. The 
eorrMpondent i;if tho Jieictutptut baa kludly giieii ue, and tlie Turku, 
ita lloea of advance, but wu iniiat lie diNcrliiiinatiug in Hludyiug hie 
lataraeUng telegtama, whioli are not ueceaaarily tlie triilli, but ntlier 
vhnt the Bulgariau ataff deairaa na to believe. Wo have no reaaon 
at all to anppoaa that thia Second Army, iN^nibly not 70,000 Htrong, 
ii oorering half Tliraea in ita advance.

Jn TtproNot tiieaxia. 

Tlw JVncAimiMf eurroapondeit ia moat confldiog. lie tclla the Tiirka 
that nlnleta hold and ataiid on the Kr^rne river tliev will be 
nurronndod', bat it la not normal for (lie atuI! of one belligerent to 
tan the other (allow how ho can lieet firocewl, and t|i« infurunco ia 
that the mieaion; of tho Bulgarian Second Army — whether It ia called 
the oacond or the third iiuikea no matter — ia to threaten Cona- 
tantloople, to tie down Vaxiiii to a di'fenmvfl ri1.V, and to co\er the 
ytroaeoutlnn of the attai^ on Adriauople. it m a very laild goinr, 
if the Bnlgarian Finik Army la not able itt cd-oiieratV wiUi it, and 
it will not necMaariHy succeed.

80 that since W'edncsdoy the Si'iiuiqb hoie taken eighty-eight- 
pieces of artillery from tlw Turks.

The battle of Kunuiuovo began on , WodDcsday night at eight 
o’clock, wlion a Turkish llcgular dtviafon attacked the Servian eai- 
poHls in front of Toia. There was only miu Servian |«ttnUon 
tho point of attack, Imt it held its gronud dutenniuedly, fa 
of heavy losses, until n'infuKomeats come np. 

There was suiue mist at the time, but llie moonlight enabled 
tho cumhatahtN to see eucli other. Desperate faghting went on till 
midnight, when the Turkish attack was repulsed all along that' 
line. At one in tlw morning the Servians Isuiiohed a counter- 
attack with a large proimrtiou of the First Anny, uud the Turka- 
wore driven back into the hills south of Kmuouoio with terrible- 
losses. The cuconiitor wm of a fcarfbl choractor, os there were 
many AlhtniMi Boshi-Uaxouks with the I'urks. These people are 
tbe deadly enemies of tho Servians, ’and fonght with fauaiicol 
conrngc. Bayonets, clubls'd ritlcs, and cion h^muIcb fur entrem king 
were used in tlw battle. Among the Turkisli ikod, ninny were 
found whoso heads were sinMlicd by ^odcs wielded by the Se.Tian 
troops, who fought with undmiuteil bravery oil through the night. 
The Servians pressed the Turks so dnscly that tho latter were 
unable to hold the strong eritrcncliments thuy Itad prepared in tiia 
hills, and tho uartliwurks were rushed at tho jhuuI of the bajunek. 

M'lwu morning broke tbe bceue was apiwlliug. The rnuds and 
ilelds were sfrewn with dead and wunridud men, and (ho Turka 
everywhere were flying fur their lives in panic before the infnifagud 
SenuiiiB. At daylight tlie Servian artdlerj came into action, ogd. 
tlw do bode of the Turks and Albanians wm cumpletu, Denea 
awsruii of fugitives in a iwirow iiiomitaiii volley offered a targeh 
which guuiicnt often dreoui of but sddoni reabse. The guns ponrad 
shrapnel over the flying Turks, and tlw hall of lead and 
mowed them down iu Iwaps until the roads were eboked with 
dying lueu and liwwes. Oiiw shell burst in tbe centra of 4 colnniB> 
UUiug the gun tesni and, uvorturning a gnu. completely blocked 
the road. A wild panio enaned. The Turkish gnouen {•■t^ 1]ie 
traces, letviug the guns and wagons behind, slid galloped Up (he 
i^ey over their own infantry, riding down men to the mdMj 
road, where tliey were tnmpled to deadi by the feet ’of ttik 
coiarodoe bcliiud. Othen were pushed over tho edge uf apreeJ- 
pico into the uinnuioin torrent below. Tho raina of the laet loir 
days had made tlic roada terrible, and next umming many hitodredw 
fd deed and wounded Turks were found Iwre,

And it ia only after deep thinking that the 
doHoIatirin of thoiisanda of homes, tho heartbreak of thonaanda of 
wives, the cunniia wonder of deserted children dawn npon the un- 
willing mind, belying tho brightness of the day, and take one in- 
quiringly and syiiipathoticolly to tho offices of the Red Creaeont, 

Through birtuous streets tho carriage threoda ita way. Curious 
eyes greet its otTiqiaiits vsith a look of lialf comprehending wonder ; 
hoides of riieii, who ycHlcrday came in by boat, to-day wend their 
way willi laden liorsca and queer, high wooden saddles to the railway 
atation for iraiisfcrcnoe to llio front. Post the offices of the Bliniatry 
whirh even now is sitting, wo go. Past tho now bonk-aellere— 
syiiiliols <jf n new Turkey, — past huge hniires hidden behind high 
walls and with sweet shady gardens, past tho tiiouund and one sights 
of the old city, to-day intensified tenfold, until, high up in Stani^nl, 
wo reach an odcqiiaU* but uiipretentioiia building from which hangs 
tho flag of a still greater victory than war — the victory of conipaaaion. 
A red erescoiit on u white ground — the flsg of tlic Osmaiili rereracd 
ill colour — Lb Croiaaant Rouge. 

Men ntthc enlrauce. Our cards arc taken. Handed from one to 
another wc arc paasud on from storey to storoy guidod by a young soldier 
who Ijeckoiis ns lie goes, and wo follow to tho top. Tlie building 
hums like a hire of more than ordinorily busy bees. Ilore is a room 
dedicated to tlic men where subHcripliunH nro received, there n room 
whirring with st'Wing raorliiucs ; to tho right women busily atitcliing 
tapes on to iialf-coinpletcd garinenis. Ottoman Greeks tiieac, who 
l.ruudly talk tu an iii English. “ Of course ” they aay with an up- 
lifting intonation tliat is iniiescribablo as wo exproaa plooaaro and 
alight snqiriac. 

We liave brought a modest gift and much goodwill. At the 
head of the topmost flight of stairs wo ore received by tho President 
of the Red Crescent Society, Her Royal Highneaa Prineeas Niiiiel 
Mouktar, wife of the Minister of the Manne, who greets iia gracefcilly 
ill good Englisli. Thuii wo hcai a story of wonderful oiganiaation. 
Eight months ago tiio Red Grcaeent Society was founded. “ Who 
uould tell then," sud our informoDl, “ that we should ao Bonn be at 
War’" (The war in Tripoli W 08 too far off to count.) “Yea, we 
are working without ecssation," she aaya. “* Since ten days we have 
mode thirteen thousand garments " Aa she apeaks Turkish women 
are working with the skill and preciaion of the expert at sorting, 
folding, pocking, and handing over to lie tied up tlie bundles of 
elotliiiig — each garment embroidered with a amall red ereaoent- - 
that are to Ui sent for the eomfoi't of tho sick and wounded, and 
win the eTcrlasting thanks of army d.)ctorH wnrkiiig on a atriokea 
held. So many have offnred their sorvices that, although a thousand 
licils will be fully equipped and each bed ncoda twenty-four articles to 
complete its f.iiifit, no more Toluntccrs ore needed except for the 
actual sewing, and tlieso become more nniucrona daily. 

Garments ore proudly ond courtooiiely exhibited for our in- 
s|ie«tioD, but even ns wo talk wo feel that no pause is being mode 
by hand or brain in this busy workshop.” Two clwniiiDg girls 
Ilf eight or nine years play among tho bundles, but their play is the 
M'ing up of more. More than cuiirtooiisly wc are thanked by Selma 
Ttiza Hanonm, the water of Ahmed Rizu Bey, the first speaker oE 
Ijic Chamber, who gives us a written receipt for “ six cheraiseH," and 
stamps it m a businesslike office with Ibe stamp of the society. 
'■ Who will miTso the wounded ?” we ask. “ Ladies — ladies of thd 
Ottoman Einpiro. Even now lectures in first aid are being giveu 
at the medical achools, and arc largely attended." In reply to 
further inquiries wo learn that ai-v doctors and anigeoiia, with eight 
aseiatants, will he in charge of each field ho^ital, and that hoepitds 
of one hundred beds each ore to be establUhed at vSslOnica, Adnor 
nople, Monaatir, Uskiib, with two at Constantinople, and othera 
whore the fortunes of war may decide. Alao, that the Constanti- 
nople Chopter of the American Red Crosa Society haa made itself 
rcsporisibbi for the outfitting of a handred beds.

The essential 
fbet which the Hindus are apt to forget is that a cow la (o a Mussai- 
man, aa indeed tti every non-Hindu, a mere cot? and nothing more 
Ua cannot reaaonably be asked to revise hia estimate of the utility of 
the animal, simfily beoause a section of the Indian people invest it 
with sacred character Unfortunately, however, the influence of the 
eddoated Hindus has greatly complicated the probluni, and some of 
thewi have bognn to exploit it a* a pobtical war-erv The account 
of the Ajodhya ilots, which wo publish elsewhere, lias been [nrntahod 
to uS by a trustworthy correspondent and reveals a eertaiii intolerant 
and aggressive mood amongst tiin Hindus which is of recent grosith 
and hoa manifested itself in variniis parts of tho country. In Uangoon 
OB wall as Ajodhya militant Hindu mobs wore seized by sudden frenzy 
tfffooatloism, assaulteil the Mnssalmaiis without the loaat proviMwtioD, 
even broke into their lionses and tried to pi-event Uiom from tho 
performanoo of Ihcir ndigious tcreinonioB by organised violenre and 
Mrorlsm. This is an entirelr new and dangerous dovelopmenl. 
While we arc confident tlio MussalmaoB would enjoy tlie fullest 
protection of the Inw in the exercise of their religion, we arc not quite 
sure if tho responsible leaders of I he Hindu coiiiniimity bare grasped 
the sigiiillcaiicc uf tbo mischievous futilities lodulged in by the 
Ajodhya and Uangoop mobs. Ihesu tactics, nioro Ihap .tnythiiig else, 
would lead to the increaae in the slaughter otiows, for it would bo 
iilla to expect that the M iissulinaris wonlJ gii'd up ilio excinse of ahat 
tb)y regard as their natural tight at the bidding of fanatical and 
aggroMivo mobs. We hope it is not intended aa a foretaste of what 
msorq; mig^t aotualiy mean for tho HuaaalinmiM.

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Ezplziit them how we may, the atortling events in the Balkaab 
have brought a sudden and almost immediate diBaster to thi 
Ottoman Enlpire in Europe In Epirus, in Macedonia, in ThliiM 
the Torkisli arms liavo suffered swift and complete reversee, arid 
the Turkish rule has praoticSlly ceased to rtist. We do hSi 
proposd here to deal with tho causes of the conflict or measniril 
the motives of tlio hostilo forces that have wrought tills ilnezpoctbd 
and overwhelming catastrophe. The fset remsius that the OodfederSIdt 
hde worsted the Turk in battlo and is in no mood to fofegs 

the fruits of its victories. It is equally unprofitable Co J^nse and

Gonfedprnry has wrought. The oclnevement would not simply oonoifi 
in rolling bach HurccsHfiil invasions, but in tho litoral reconqnoat of 
a IioHtilo roniitri Aiisiiniiiig u cniiipleto and thorough ressurree- 
tioii of Turkey in Europe to Ixi a very remote possibility, it wonld 
l» worth while sliiilying the causes that have lod to the military 
debdfU of the Turk. 


It would lie long U'fnrc the wi'ild sees things in tho right 
persperlivo or ndjiisls its ideas 1.0 the inarch of events. The events hav# 
been too staggering in llieir rapidity for their signifleanoe 
tu be completely grasped They ura rich in historical suggostiveiiaaa 
and in all the elements that make a powerful appeal to tha 
primeval iiiHtiiictH of race and creed. A proud and mighty oonqueror 
imd entered Europe more than four oontnrics ago, and aneient 
kingdoms and ]vt.ii!eB hod crnmbli'd into dust. Ho hod led a 

mile race, young in hope, eoiiHdrnt of its [Hiwers and resolute if 
aim, into now lields of endeavour and aehievemebt He did 
not riMilise at the time tlie peculiar nature of the heritagu iate 
which lie hod entered He hod broken throngh a web of hiiary 
tiadilioos that go to the roots of Itoinaii hisfairy. Above all he 
had humiliated (he pride of (UiristAmdoiii As loug ns his oni 

was strung, he kept his new estate well in hand, and Ids cnomiee 

dared not dispute Ins rights and his authority. Chnstian Eurrae, 
hovever, never forgave his intrusion on Christian soil. Hia 
Christian siibjeols ke|)t seething with jiUiiHioiis for revenge. Every 
rolicl or adventurer I hat rose from tkeu rniiks was bloasod by 
the priest anri hailed as patriot Tho Balkans liavn, ever since 

the 'rnrkish conqiu*Bt, reiimincd a vast theatn; where a perpetual' 
war has becii going on between alien eiiltuix's and rival creeds. Tha 
prrfK'iit struggle seems t'l have nsh'Tcd tlie last and most rnthleoa 
phoso o!' that war. Perh-aiis it is destined to end with the 
departure of tlsi Tiiik from Eiinqs'. One eannut help falUng 
into a iniiltiiiidi' of sad rellechons when one hci'h a most eventful and 
thriJbng drtiroa in liuniiiii history liasteiiiiig to a tragic end. 

Many a powc.'fiil nation in history has pro now completed ita 
cycle of destiny and ceased to l)c The causes in each case havt 
been ,vuikius and iicciiliar to placo and lime Is the careor of 
thr Turk as a rujor at nn end 7 Tlie quesimn docs not obviously 
admit of an easy aiisw«>r The causes of hia failure in Europe 
may afford some clue to Ids possible future in As^. The problem 
IS vast and complex and any attempt at a thorough solution mnat 
take into account the whole history, the environment and the 
character and gen i in, (>f the TnrkiBh race. Tho political aspect of 
the environment and the tlionsaiid and one iiifliieiiccs that play 
upon it from the onlsido would in tliemsplvos be oitremely difficult 
to analyse. The utmost that can be attempted hero is to try te 
get at the root-canse to which tho prosent military failure ef 
the Turk has been dne and to ace if tho caoso is irromcdiablo. 

The issue of a modem war hangs very often on accidents, 
trivial in themaelvea but decisive in their cumulative effect. THs 
Turkish reverses in Macodonis and Thraeo hod not apparently 
been decreed by farie, i.e , they have been due bi causes ww withiri 
human eoqtrol.

Tha Balkan etruggLe has given ua a rough-and-ready measure 
to form an eatlmate of the charaotar and oapaoity of the Turk. 
Briore attempting any gencrahaation we would rather give a faith- 
M and detailed aacounk ol how he lus appeared to not very friendly 
tolllea in this anpieme criei'a of- his destiny. We reproduoe else- 
where two long descriptions by competent observers of the Battle 
tl LUe Buigas^-one of the greatest battles in modern history. 
The dasoripkionB, though long, are not complete and give but a 
partial piokuie of the terrible ounfliot that raged for a weak pver 
a front <d about 2B miles. Similar accounts have appeared in almost 
every newspaper la Europe and very definite tlieories have been based 
en them in regard to the fadnie of the Turkish army. Witii a 
rinw to as fall n disonssion as possible of a very diflRoult and 
toiportont problam, wa would reonpiiulala the impreeaiona of the 
Wer-eorraopondents of note end of other eiperte competent to 
give nn oi pinion.

The plain truth, aaye “H. N. B.," hue been told by Uilmi Pnalin to an 
interviewer in Vienne. Like the Oneki in 1897, the Tnrke wan i* 
eonrinoed that the Fnwen would not allow a war. They wen totally ' 
DDpnpand, nnd all the talk of their almoet German effioioncy wen 
nothing but journeliatie bluff. Tha world waa deceived, apd pro- 
bably toeir simpla-minded military eaata waa deceived, by their fbcile 
eneeesses over the Greake in Thaaialy. “ To one who made thnb 
eempaign, aa I did, it wee obvious that the Turkiah euperiority over 
the Greeks was only nlative. They wen facing a aUll wone or- 
ganised enemy whnm they outnumbamd by two to one. Their 
mnvementi won of an elephantino ilowneis. They ahowed little 
enterprise or dash in attaok. Their ahelli did not explode. Thsir 
infantry fin was the wild effort of untrained men, who oonld not 
aren r«^ the figures on their rifle-e(ghts.

The Dangers of the Situation. 

1 Acoonoisio-to the Uteet reports from Constantinoplp tlu* 

parlerit . for an armistice are iirocoeding satisfactorily between the 
Bnlgarian and the Turkish drlegati's, aud Iioik* is galniug ground that 
n mutual agreement may soon be reached. In rase an nnnistiofl is 
between the bolligerenU it would be reasonable to infer that 
much contentious ground has been rleannl for a final conclusion 
of peace. If the Turks and Hie Allies are left to arrire at a jiiutnal 
mittlrimcnti without an interfcrouoe or advice from the rowuiw, the 
nault might be ntisfactnry lo both. But no such settlement would 
he worth the paper on which it writt<‘<i unlcst* il is accoptable 
both to Austria ami ltu>ma and their respective allios Tlio decisive 
wcvd lies witli those two Powers acting thniugh a conrri-t of Euro|H>. 
H they disagree on any vital qiicstinu no (b|dumatir tact would 
avail in averting a Euroiican war. 

The main question for the present to consider is huw the diplo- 
■Mtiw sitnatinn will effcot Turkish interPHts Had the military issne 
been decided in favour of the Turks Europe would have insisted on 
the preservation of the »fafii« 7 HO, while it conld have no dnnbt demand- 
wd gnarrantees fur the exocntion ot far-rcaebing reforms in Maco<loala. 
The soGcees of the allies has, however, rinidamnlilally altered the 
mtuatii>n.

The proposal had in fact 
emanated from Russia and was, as usual, inado public through her trqsU 
ed mniithpiccc, the French Premier, with a view to watch ita effect in 
Anstnii It is evident that Austria will havo to say a good deal 
bef >re u hiiid sett lenient is reached and what it will hare to say will not be 
very much to the liking cither of llussin or of Servia. " We am 
prepared ” said tho Anatrian Minister in his recent atateinent boforo 
Foreign Affairs Committee of tho ADstriaii Delegatiuu, “ to makw 
large allowances for the new situation created by the victory 
of the Balkan States and thus lay the foundations of a lasting 
and friendly understanding with thciL. On Uio other hand, we hare 
also the right to demand that the legitimate intoroets of 
the monarchy thall snffer no harm from the new settlement 
of things. '' Count Borchlold went on to refer to the moderate' 
attitude a'lnfited by Houvnama and expressed the hope 
that her consiJsrablo intereeta, depending on her geographical 
position, would meet with corresponding consideration. It is signi- 
ticaiit that an AuAirion officer nf high rank lias arrived in BnkharMt 
to confoi with the Roumanian Chief nf Staff. Austria has been 
deeply aonoyed by the turn of events and the addreM of the Vioiina 
Municipality to the Emperor shows the growing determi nation of 
the pouple to enforce respect for Austrian demands.

It appenri that at Lfila 
Burgas news was falsely spread that the enemy waa close on tha 
town The untrastworthy Redifs threw down their arms and minglad 
with the mass of old men, women, and tender children who fooght 
for accommodation in the south-bound trains. The railway goi^ 
were powerless to deal with the terror that prompted the onroah. 
The trains that reached ni were jnst maeses of panio-ilriakeB 
hamanity. The footplates, and even the cowcaCchcn of the engines, 
were thronged with oraren auldien, who preferred the periknis 
haven of the locomotive to the rumoured terron of a vindiotiwe 
enemy behind them. 

The staff officer at our etation Inckily had a battalion to hand 
and the fugitive soldiers wore horded into the station penthonaaa. 
The civilian fngitires were allowed to proceed, and it wonld hnea 
been a hard heart that wonld not have been moved by the scenea 
of franaied andeavonr to quit tha vicinity, eoanas which only idoaad 
at nightfall. 

Hundreds ol families witli their scanty lartt tt yMnofss piled 
on bnllockcarts toiled down the roade. The recent mine had 
rendered tlieaa roads mere moraiies. It was a ihaer panic. Tamr 
had seiaod thaie uafortunate people such ai might hava bean had 
tha puranit been one of relentlm sabre work. 

A mischance on the line had caned a block, and it waa acma 
honra before breakdown gauge could pase the trains with thaie 
freights of wlUeyed men and weeping women. Tha stale of the 
tracks was beyond descnption. Even though they ware piokod 
eo that no one oonld more, when the trains at mat got nndar 
way men cast their diatraoted wives and ohildien on to the heads 
ol tho living mass within tha can and tossed babies up after than. 

Panics are inexplicable at moat timei So far n 1 oonld ase 
there was nothing to justify this ware of terror. Tnrkieh oflBoare 
who had perforeo to witnees these wild scenee were at a lota 
to underctond it. I licliave, however, that tha newa of King 
Ferdioand'a call to hia troops to ooniider the war aa a onianda 
waa spread broadcaat in Thraoa, and that a people alwaya jaaloua 
for the honour of their women believed that the Torluh retreat 
exposed them to wanton brntalitj whioh wonld be carried Mri 
under the cloak of religion To moat it waa an awful revelation 
to aee sneh ecenoB so far from tha aotnal theatre of oparatifflM 
and to see stalwart soldien unblushingly oompromlsed in the aaina 
pitifnl panic with weak woman and little ohildran. It will bU 
remembered that I have previoaely remarked on the amalj paroea- 
of offirers with the Turkish Radif organiaations. Han wa 
an face to face with one of tho penalties of the shoTtage. Thaaa 
seanea do not augur well for the oampalgn.

■Inds the opening of the campaign. The evident plan of the Turkish 
OOBiflISndeni was to join to northward of Kirk Kilissuh, Asia coming 
ftou the north and hilmi sirnapiug round the town in its sonth-oaet 
oomer. The lu'ivenient began on Wednesday noun, and llilini's

haloN-bniet of ahrapnel did any gnat or even convidcrahle execution 
among thaae man, whofle stopa it could nut even haBtoii. Slowly, 
diAberately. end with indomitable dignity the Tarhinh infan^ 
fetiied, and we rrtired therewith. Already we were far from the 
Hike of dommiinlrationB whereby tlie atory of their bravery could 
be tafanamitted. Hor had the infantry to retire far, for this country 
if joBt one long aucemaion of admirahle poeitions from Ldle 
Bntgu to Tdietaidja.

In tlie Thracian villagee naturally noue woe proenr- 
abla. Hioto waa enough for the moment, and with skilful linabanding 
it would serve immediate needs. We had parmiBBion to push forward 
slowly, and that permiaaion waa enough. At tho drat bluah of dawn 
we started the motor to the sound of the guns. Tchorlu was almost 
devoid of troops The temblo neceaaily of the Turkish left had 
called every available bayonet to push forward, and ao more battalione 
rouioiupd lo Bid ihe Muatahfla furnishing night outpoeta and railway 
guards Luckily there was a heavy froet, for those who mark 
metalled Mads in Thrace upon the maps are eitlier satiriata or bnavaa. 
Half B biloinelre nutaide Tchorlu tho metalled road becomes a cart 
track, piiuotiiatcd after ram with slimy mud-holee which dafsat all 
wheeled progress 

WoUNDKD AND StHAQOLBBB* 

Wo pasa through tlie nighl onlposla. At flrat there iN no 
signs nf war, ont Ihuru is Ihe dutonl reverberatiou of gunfire in the 
frosty air. Away orer the rolling downs, and from tha top of the 
next ridge, we aci what seema an array in retreat, but it can not be ao 
because it is being crossed by a boraed ainniunition convoy which haa 
maruhed all night in answer to au urgent call from the front. It ia 
tho first liBtrh of wounded marching eastwards — lightly wounded, 
trudging through the cold Bcraas thoao dianisl downs to where the 
railway can take them or some depot give them food. But they are 
not oli wounded To every casualty there seem to be half-a-doaen 
sound nicu. What does it mean 7 It iiicaus that the ChiiatlaB 
eloineut in the Ottoman army takes every opportunity to dsaerb— 
bnt not the (^liristiaiis alone, for the wliolo 40 kilometres fom one 
ciinhiiiioUB stream of malingering atragglers who have fiad from toa 
dangers in front of them. 

This IS ou'' result of tlie hasty mobilixetion and Uie ondar-oflea^ 
ing of the Ottoman army. But, more remarkable to relate, tha 
ofliccra who, like niirselves, era facing in the right diroctfon took no 
count of tlie stragglera Int loft .them, nnfloggod end unahot, to ^ 
theiuHolvea on the route and slarviug to torruriac the oonnliynda. 
No wonder the J'aahas in the firing lino with the atench troopa an 
colling for ri'iuforocmenlA wbcn battalions and companies of the 
second line troops melt away by deaeftiiin like anowbaila in the sun. 
Wlieu the time comes to draw conulhaive leasona from thia war, let 
the theorists who set atoro by oitizcu auldiera tliink of those attenuated 
beltelioiiH that lost Turgut Shovket Lille Burgas. 

Anon, aa tho ear crawled axle-deep throngh colUvallon or olmoat 
lost Us balance upon the steep uncertainty of a Turkiah bridge, we 
passed stray squadrons and oompaiiieB toiling like onrsolvaa to the 
fnmt. Gone waa the e7an we had remarked in Constentinc^lo ; a 
gniUi act vacuity of expression hod taken its place, ovidehM uf the 
state of miud produced by long forced marsbng upon the Turkish oom- 
miasarial. Not tiint tlic couimiaiiariat ia nbt doing its best, but 
an nnexpei'lcd war and immoderate mobiliaation, aa we onraelvaa 
know, produce Hitiiationa rcqniring audden expansion which vrouU 
defeat the moat elastic system in the world. Bapplj aqluDni 
with hovae, bullock, and buffalo draught were toiling vp alongoMa 
those hungry troops. 

Anon we struck the first convoy of wounded oaoea lying 
down. One's heart bled for thoee poor fellows raoketed over 
roads that bent oven our springs, in buUook wegona. They wen 
bearing their wounda with soldierlike fortitoda; a oaptain, shot 
through the ahonlder and biceps, eapporting himaelf widi difflcnlto 
on a weedy pony, told us about the fighting on the pnriooa, 
day. LBIe Burgas, according to his testimony, had Imn a oerin 
of flreflghto only, and on his front tho Thrka held their 
own. He laughed at the Btalgariane’ ehrapnd, bnt^ piling 
aignificantly to hia woundad orm, admitted that their rifie-ffra 
had been terrible, 

Tnn Rbtbiat or a Natiou. 

Nor woe this tell-tde trail monopolised by oombatoBto aloita; 
the exodua of the TntkMi peaeantiy obntienea to ndd to tha 
difHonltiea on the Unea of oommanicatfoo. Thqy paddle 
with thrir flocks and fimflies, from tiying-pan to fin aa Bka 
aa not, to be pillaged by mallngeriiig suU^ fitob Anatolia 
who know 4hMn not.

It la woodarfal how 
impoaaibla H-'Ja (or aoj oaa to flod out BDjthiog daring the 
piMraiB of B iSodara baltla. At thia joBctiiro up galloped a 
aUff odioar whom the writer knew. Ha waa haraaiad, rwj baraaaad, 
aad adnittad that tha IJuIgariana had fonod an opening at Lfila 
Bnrgaa, whara the Tnrkiah Una waa too weak. "Bat it will not 
natter," bo aoid, "Mahmnd Mnkhtar jeatardajvdrora the Balgariana 
jidl-iBill bafora him, and wa hare e^ongb to hold on wiUi 
nam." With a wave of hia hand ha waa gone. 1 hope hia 
OjptlinlBni la well founded, bat (or mj qwil part I ahnrat expect 
the Totldah left to be naarlj back at Tchorin bj the time thia 
la In print. 

What we aaw in tha battle I aent in a preriona deapatch. Oor 
praaaing difflcnltj waa to gel thia deapatch hack to the baae. Tha 
daldcable waa nnarailable for anything not written in Arabic chwac- 
tar; at Tohorlii tha Cenaor declined to read anything but French; 
tha neareat Cenaor who knew Engliah waa 150 kilumetrea away, 
■long a road that it takaa three daya to trarenie; by railway it ia 
■a bad; aa emptiea hare aomeiimoa taken IS hours to paae two 
atationa, At noal only ' twp gallona of petrol were left for the 
car. Thaaa ara problema which face the correspondent acting with 
modern armies. If thia maaaage* eppean in the Tifiwa of Monday 
than tha difficiilliae will hare pmred not to be ananrmonntabla, bat 
how it will hare bean done ia for tha preaent my aecret; bat tha 
loading pnbllo aearoaly raaliaa what axpenditura of physical and 
mantal anerwy la reqnlrad in order that they may ba adriead truly 
how tba Tnriiiili aoldiar beharea under fire; how hia lax diaeipline, 
hia Indlflarrnt bundobart may loaa him a campaign which picked troopi 
ara good enough to win, if intrepid endaraooa be the eole aeset of 
military praienajon. My impraaainn that tha loft nuat fall Imok ia 
anhatanitiatad by tba fact that tha Rodoato-Maradli line of oommuni- 
oalfoB baa bam abandoned in fa 'onr of the Eregli-Tchorln line.

Detcription of ihe Diiaster.

An inonedlabla diaaater baa befallen the Tnrkiah amiy. It baa 
imffaiod a terrible, and appalling defeat, fdlowed by a oonfnaaon and 
n rent far itblob there ia jwhapa acaraely a parallel in hiitoiy-i« rout 
whiob in ita later atagaa daganeratad into a wild panic and atarapada. 

Tha innvaniant of retreat began early on Thnraday, and rinoe 
than 1 bare travellad eontinnonaly, with few interrala for ilecp— and

phnaaa of tlm battle of Liila Pnrgaa. t told yon how the Rulgariana 
after the riotory at Kick Kiliaaeh pnahad anuth<aaat, leanng a ratainlng 
force at Adrianepla, I daaeribad the Imea of tha ratieatiBg Tnrka 
bod how for two daya tha Rulgariana pounded tba new Totklah poaition 
with artillery and wora them down by infantry oaMulta. I loM aleo 
bow the Mhatahdx (garriion reaerva) broke and Aad m panic to 
Tnhorlu ami of tba tanihia acenai in the battle area aa tha TnrIiMi 
paaaantrj Aad before tha oncoming Bnlgariana.

A general 
tiaui'e (pu jieut Folluneil. In ibe darkness of the wintry morning Ulu 
whole .inny broke nwav iiiiil inndo n (‘oneerted Imit for the road leading 
to ilie leui. llorsos, htnri'N, nnd iiniiK were abaiidoneil.

The ndvnneiiig Balgariuns did n it let tho grass grow mnlcr thoir 
feel. Ono force, rniuiiig froiu Ti '.1o liiiigAH, passed west of llio 
niilwny line, and swept in n sojlh-euAlerl} direction towards Scidh'r. 
an inipoiLBiit point on the ruilw.iy. At four oVloek in tlio afleriioou 
iSridler, which hail nli‘.*iidy bocii abmuToneil by tbo Turks, pnancd 
into the bands of the Bulgarians. Fioiii tbo lieigbls above the town 
tbo invading arm Y sliel1«‘d two lotrenling trains filled with wounded 
nnd fugitives. Knrislidireii lies duo east of Scidlcr, bnt it is fortno- 
atcly .sbeltored from iiilillery lire by a ninge of low hills. Un reuchiug 
this plocfl I cncoiintsrod a converging Hood of fiigitivos belonging 
■ liielly ui lliG first coriis Among those weru many Allmniana wlm, 
liko the rest of the aniiy, wem fiercely rcKentrnl. They declared that 
they had been bctr.iycd by tlieir leaduni, and that they should never 
liaifl been ordered to retreat They bad tbniwn away their rifles and 
gn‘alcoaU, and they were riishiiig abniit like men demented. Some 
of t.li(mi were weeping, and were declaring amid their tears that, now 
tliat thn (jiaoiir had triiunphed, their Country was lost, 

ill the track of the Tiirkii there w'ais nUTprisiug little pillage, But 
the whoio 0011011 *}' wss denuded of supplies. Tlie panie-strickeh in- 
liiibitaiiU had fled a week before the first news of the Turkish raver(,es, 
diiiiug their flocks l^fon* tlioiii, and enrryiiig away oil their porlabla 
jiroporty. These noii-ronihntants hud marched towards llodostn, on 
till* Sea rif Munnora, or towards Tohoriii, on the main railway line bi 
Cnnstantiiiople. Tho Bulgarian oroiipatioii of Seidlcr leaves the rood 
iqicn to Bodosto, and nothing can save this fine port from falling Into 
Ibe bands of King Ferdinand’s army. 

'Hie batllo fought reiiud Lule Burgas, which rcsultnd so ditSA- 
tniusly to the aiiuy of Abdullah, may be .said to be tlio Nanshan of 
'I'lirace. The Bas«inii defeol at Nansbaii cut off Port Arthur from 
the pussiliility of aid Irum Kuropntkiii With the Diilgars astride 
tie* railway at Lule liiirgasi, coiniuiinicBt'on was cut between CoD^ 
tiiiitiiiiiplc and Adrriiiople, and Adriaiiopic is now invested. 

Wednesday sclilcd the fate of Abdullali's arioy. This faryW 
eunld no longer light It had neither iiTionunitioii for its guna nor* 
food to sustain tlii; pliysieal efforts ol its soldiers. Its pitiable plight 
brought to light every moment llio hideous defocts of its organisation, 
ft had uisupiod a capital line of battle with a great flonriah of 
irnmyietH l/ut ii was ill-preparad for the liereulean task before it of 
eunquoriug the highly trained and eflieient Bulgarian army. Tho 
wiseoiTCH at ConslautiMopIo looked iipcii supplies and ammnnition oe 
mere Mijierfluilios, and had consequently made no arrangemouts tu 

Ireiip uyi ijio supplies of shell and cai tridges.

AIhIiiHuIi's army, hire that of Nn]sdo>in HI, had declared to he 
ready ‘ duwn to tlie last button on the lost gaiter," In reality it vtor 
hopelesNly deficient 111 eieritbiiig needed for live f>qiupinent of a 
mudcni urmy' going into liatUr. 

Mukbtar Fashn once said to me that the German training of the 
Turkish army would ra'iuJt lu its death. It in. hnwevor. unfair to 
tliraw tho blame of the preienl appalling disaster on German metliods. 
But grass iimapoeily and muddling, if it has not lirought death to tho 
Turkish nation, has ended in an appalling disosUw to its onny. 

Military inefilciency also played a great part in the eatastroplM. 
There was an insaflicienoy of trairted officers. 1 saw s^'ino cumpaoiw 
of Turkish regiments going into oction with only two oftieors in 
tho lost day^B nghUpg. 1 came Bcrosa instjiuiros of reserves ignorant 
of tho mschanlsm et tbo Manser rifle. Tbo Austolian mostly mo 
lyWsole-lMknr Mkd hod never soon a mogaEtno rifle. Tko weapona 
hod to bs 'kioMby thoir offieors or better iostraoted comrades, 
ft von wbifa tiielr ominonitiun lasted thoir Arc wks ntferly tbIuoIcbb. 
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^Clicy aimedr too higli or too low, ond wbon the hnllet did nnt go 
in the diroctloa df the ekj it hit eome aDfortanote onmrail**. 

Wlieo the centra nod loft of Abdnlloh'n mtot broke under 
BtiTgwrien nroMora a portittn nf the nocooiI aniij corpa and the whole

Army in Thrace has been decuivuly defeated Tlio chief militarv 
interest is to asccrtnln how this'diaaslcr was brought alHuit, and l» 
ostimnto its l^•llSl•ql:(•nccs. Tlioro is iiolliing ua yet In »li«iw that the 
allock has inaile any senmis iiuprcsaiou u|ion Adriaiiopio, and the 
chances arc Hint, nttor a Arst mid iicriiapa ratlier lialMieartcd attempt 
to aasiiull, the Ijiilgnrian comninnil decided to replace General 
IvBiioff’fc army by reai-nc troops, and to aend it aoniliwnrd to cn> 
filieratc willi the 2iiil Army, which was not atrong enough to co|m 
with Nmciiii JVsIin unaided.

A woBTxioBT ago, and before the commencement of aetnal opem- 
(iona, the writer ventured to suggeet (hat, given the will to eon- 
quef ^nd that, above all things, is essential— good organisation, 
Irrinlng, and oommanA rather more- numerical sapniority, 
lead to sncf.'esR in war. That numerical superiori^ la measured, in 
any case, uot by the nnmbera available, hut hy the nnmbem octnolly 
employed — and it is organisatinn which places and maintains those 
nnmbers iu the field, and it is training which enables them to k ud- 
i-antagooiisly manmnvred and efficiently led. The writer also ven- 
tured to foretell, and has been doing so for many years, that • war 
between Turkey and her Balkan neighbonre wonid bo likely to 
illustnle this precept well ; for the Turks poesess the superior nnm- 
bere and the Balkan States tho better organisation and training j 
whilst all possess the “ will to conquer," because the stakes at issao 
an aud always have been vital. 

Events seem to be proving tho truth of this dootrine ; and na- 
tions who, for instance, rely upon spare time military foraea and . 
nucleus naval crews, or who reckon upon safety by merely adding up 
the iiiunbcra of tlioir Dieodnonghts, should bear these points in 
mind. 

But npon what dooa organisation and training— or, in other 
words, efficiency — depend? And why does efficiency sMm to be ao 
lucking in the nrmies of the Turks T 

ZesL sense of diaciidine, patriotism, loyalty, grit, even energy up 
to a certain point — many of tho qnalities which go to make good 
soldiery are them ; the Government is lavish with eqnipment ; inafr- 
mavuB gronnda know no restrictions, and neither offieem nor men have 
calls njiou their time nor tcmptBlians to tom their ttonghts to 
pleosom or to vice. And yet organisation exists only upon paper, 
and training is a farce. Why 7 Thera are mshy, many reasons, 
hot the writer wQl attempt to give a flew. 

Broadly speaking, military efficieney cannot be divofeed from 
national efficiency as a whole, and that the Turks are Ineffidsni 
as a nation their best friends will not deny. What pubHo depart- 
ment, for insto^ retained in their own control, haa ever managed 
rognlarly and rightfully to fulfil its proper functions f Honesty of pni^ 
pose can oftot be admitted, and Ihongh in official circles comption ia 
rife, the Tuik— the raal Turk— is not by natnre dishonest. Indsedl in 
this sespeet, he la to the Keor East not nnliku what the ChlnaiiWB 
is lo Far Sail. The ethics of hotk are eerlainly hard to daffne, 
lN|t aeilhar daUghto la a swUidle.

CoQul Berohtold went on to refer to the moderate attitude adopted 
by Bonmania, their close friend, and expressed the hope that her 
annsidarable intereete, depending on her geograpblcel position, would 
meet with corresponding conrideration. He concluded with an appeM 
to the delegatea to give proof of the eoufldenoe they bad previously 
Bumifested by contenting themselves with his brief statements and 
rsfninlng from detailed discnaaion, which in view of the delirate nature 
of the present negotiations would uol be oaleulated to facilitate his teak. 

The Turkish Soldier. 

Fovdlab fancy draws a picture of the Turkish soldier as a frenaied 
tigar of a man whoN onset is irreeistible in its ferocity. It is very 
intelligible that such a picture should hare been drawn, lior the two 
hot a sr*****^ Turkish domination whorsver it exists are mUlt^y 
fBaaeie ud ornelty. How can we of Western Furopc think ea^y 
of eontinoal military aucoaiaea m being gained agalnat long odds 
ensapt by no cZaM which overbean every opporition end siti^niaeB 
by ite swiftnesa ? We cannot imagine the conjunction of military 
■asMaa with a eertun sluggiahnesa more rwdfly tlien we ran eooomve 
M e bloodthinty eoimal that does not in some way spring upon ita 
MatiB. But, H a matter of feet, the Turkisih soldier is elow — ^very 
dig ■lowneta ia at once his chief defect and the outward and 
Tisibia dgn of hia chief merit. 

Bii merit is that ha dnra not cam. A maa who do«« not raro 
he i* killed or not is obviously bad to beat. On the other 
b iljiiA hbi hidUeNBM extends irijnrionsly to matten which vitally affect 
dba M strategy and tactira.

Oerasionally they would stop to fire. Their bovta wore in e terrible 
state, some being tied on with bendegH. But the impressive thing, 
properly oonsidei^, was thst lbs rats of tha edvenm never varied. 
Pouibly if there had been oover to ran to it wonld have hf sn 
different, thoogh one doubts it. Then sorry-looking, liungry 
fellows neither legged nor harried. They had no pay for weekh 
At tbs end of a long day’s marching and fighting they would 
Mi bread and loine olives end drink some coffee and, perhapa, 
tear some mutton — always mnttou — to pieces in thdr fingers. If 
only s fetslist eonld slso have dMh and forethought, anraly than 
would be the world's perfeot soldier I The Turk Iim not got dMh, 
end never will have it; swiftnass snd real military beanng will 
generally be able to overcome his terrifying courage. Was it not 
Nainer who, in describing Albuora, said, “Then wm seen with what 
nrojosty the British soldier fights. " The Turk also fights with maje^ 
ty, but it is a purely passive majesty. His wonderful military instiW 
will not suffice Tor the herd days that lie before him, although siuM 
the Revolution his equipment hH been enormously improved and hia 
pay hM been regular. 

An incident which occurred in the experience of an Engliah 
officer illustratae the indifference of Turkish soldicn to 
bodily danger. It is possible that tlie story appeared in print ; 
if so, we trust that we shall not spoil it, as we write from 
memory. Tha officer, eceompaniad by e gnard of Turkish soldiers, 
somAwhere in Turkish territory, went to the edge of a Aliff |ij 
the Boa and began to shoot at n seal. Far below him he mw tha 
head of the seal bobbing np and down in Die water m n aenl'n 
head will. He had fired a good many times, ud the ImI bnllet 
had gone pretty near the mark, when one of the solffien with 
bun politely o^ed, “Do you not think, air, that rou have now 
fired often enough at Sergeant Yusanf 7 " l^e aanf wsa, indeed, 
the sergeant. The officer wm horrified at what he done. 
CertMnlv the biMk head of the batl'.Ing Ynssof, wet and glistening, 
hod looked exscrly like the heed of a seal. He sTpraisod hia 
deep concern, birt tlie soldiers did not seem partlonlarly to sppia 
hand wliat he wm ooncernod about. In any case, they aunrod him, 
the sergeant would uot mind. Prasently the sergMnt pat on hia 
clothes and, smiling, climbed up the track to the top of the cliff. 
The officer apologised handsomely, blaming himself frMly, Bnt 
Y nssuf, like his companions, did not seem to think there wm mndi 
to be concerned about — after all, tlie mark had been very smell, it 
was natural to fire at it, it wm unlikely that tho officer would hit 
it, end ho (Yussuf) had not minded at lU. That exprassei tha 
Turk’s attitude towards lift. Life is a fight. Bullet# come end 
go like tho roita, end do not matter very mn^ more. The attifcHd if 
WM expressed again in the old Tnrkito onstom of puttiDg a round 
shot or a shell ib a gun when a sahite wm flrad. Blank shot 
WM something inexpressive and inadequate. If the shell hit anyonob 
that could not be helped; at all events it was not worth wor^ng 
about. It is in keeping with the leisorelineM of the Turkish sokto 
that he should bo consummato in all militery plans which nqnlra 
sitting still. Pat him behind fortifleetions, end any ermy in tha 
world will be herd put to it to dislodge him. Osman's dmfcnift 
of Plevna, to take only one typical cose, will be e page of ■Mniiig 
renown in the hiatory of a military people long after the Turk bM been 
depnved of the opportunity to misgovern other people in Elari^, 

The Turkish soldier is inosloalsble only in one thing. Yoi 
eaqnul tell whether he will behave like a fiend or friend to hia 
vanquished enemies. Left to his own guidance ho ia commonly 
mmplo, polite, end honest. Bui if it is hinted to him that aer rasai 
will bo approved by hia officers it is difficult* to put a limit 
to bis behaviour. Start him on pillage end mssaocre, ud he is 
not BMy to stop. He knows that his neighbours of the Delkana 
would be glad to do the same for him. The TarUah offloial 
.been responsilHUty woim thu any mu in the world. The 
gift of lutbority frequently turns a deout mu into a devil. Speak- 
ing generally, the poorer and hnmbler the Turk ia the better. Ha 
malna a good peouat bnt a bad prinoo . — Tlu Sptebitor.

Vonr Honour, it is needlcaa to dwell, nt any length, bpea 
the lustory and work of thia college which are fully known to 
you already ; for although this ia yoor fint vudt aa patron of the ' 
institution, yet yonr aympnUiy with, and your interest in, the canaw 
of Mnslim cduciLioo in geneiml, and in welfhiW' 

of tills college in particular, are very well known to na aB and 
conatilnte the solid groundwork of thoao hopes and MqiiratioiMi 
which render our future— otherwise dark and dOnh^ftd— .-bright 
and promising. To have you at the head of our Local Oovmv- 
ment ,ia a sure goarantee for those rare blreainge which «e hlivo ' 
learnt to aasoriste with the name and pnwtigo of thn British 
rule in India. Among tlioae bleninga, none can eomytif in 
immediate aa well as ultimate resnlts with that of edneatien, 
which has been the watchword of Aligarh and its movement 
duriug tbe last forty yean.

Thia, yonr Honour, we are determined to do nnder any circnin- 
atanoaa ai^ to the teat of oar ability. Tlie preservation of the 
Imdamental prineiplea of tlie Aligarh movement is our iiioet aacred 
Irnat whieh it ia our dnty to aafoguaBl, But we do not minimiae 
the nature and extent of onr diffiealtiea or underrate the acrioiianrsa 
of the situation. There was a time when the prineiplea of tlie 
Aligarii movement prospered and flouriahed in ■ congenial atmoa- 
phere, whieh tliey breath^ on all aidea, but those conditiona appear 
(o have ohanged and a new apint and new forces are aotting in 
nodering the niaiqtamince of our traditions and ideals more and 
more dl&nlt. But we are convim^ that the present sitnetion la 
only a temporary phase in that period of transition through which 
we, along with the real of India, are paaaing witli auch bewildering 
npidity, nltimately to reach a grand and glorious future, under tile 
, hleeainga of the British Goverument. At a time auch aa tiiia, we 
liamblj pray to God Almighty that we may be able to give a good 
ooeount of our great trust, which we regard aa the moat valuable asaet 
of our community in thia country. 

Your Honour, apart from thoae problems to which we have 
leferred In general terms, the matter, which ia engaging our chief 
nUentioQ and canaing ua aerioua anxiety, ia our innljiUty to meet the 
growing demend of the yontha of our community for admission into 
Choir pationel oollego. We had to refuse thia year about 700 
ni^hwUons for want of aeooinmodation and ad^uate staff. We 
oinnot but regard this ae a moat aerioua outlook for the fnture not 
only of thia inatitution but of the whole community, Bratij because it 

K rea e largo number of the moat promising Muslim yontha, in 
eat parts of India, of the benefita of that education and training 
whioh are available here only, and by means of which alone " new life 
And light " can spread into and reach the distant parts of our commu- 
nity; seeondly beMuse it ia depriving na of the anpport and sympathy 
of many old friends who are naturally annoyed at tiio diaappointmeut of 
their Bone end relationa who aro nfn^ admission every year. The only 
•olntioD of thia difficnlty is fortter expauaiou and ad^uate provision 
for necetaary eccommodation and staff. We folly reahae the fact 
that the present collage has already approached the limits of reaeon- 
uhle extenaiou. It will therefore be onr chief endeavour, so far as 
our meana and eirenmstanoea will permit, to open more eolleges here 
with aepgmle atufl end establishment. These are the Hues eu whicii 
onr expaneioB In the (utnre will proceed. The time if now ripe and 
wu an nadj to make a beginning in this direction. Bnt for dl Ail 
m nquin adeqaote fobda, wliicli an onr greatest used. 

Your Ifijoanr, wa do not propose to tonch upon the question of 
the pnpoaed Muslim University on thia nccaaioB, le it is atill pending 
before the Government of India. The whole queilion le to te oonm- 
dsnd by the npresentatins of the community next moiiA, when it 
trill te eobautted to the Government for final aettlement. Bnt 
whatenr te the ultimate iaeue and deefeion in thie matter, onr courae 
m Tnwteea of this college is clear.

And here, in 
the Makommedaa Aaglo-Oriental CoUegv, we have a great and fsjp..' 
reeching experiment in ednoaiion, to which there is no precise panllel 
in India. I have Aerefore looked forward with drUght to n-vfaitlng 
AligaA after an interval of many years. When last I saw it, Mr. 
Beck, whose memory is still warm in the affections of many of 
yon,^ had jnst died. Ho had left behiad him an enthnsiasm and 
efficiency which have never since been Bur])iwiied; bnt the numben 
woro email, souio of the chief bnildings were incomplete, and the 

courts of Ae college wore cumbered with bricks and b'ine the 

.carneat of development of schemes with which tlie Trustees wera 
then aflame. To-day I have seen the fruition of many of Aose 
achemes, a rnllegc greater, atatelior and richer than we Aought 
of in those days, and tiio mind naturally reverts to the pious 
benefactnrH and the earnest workers whose generosity and toil 
have occnmplialied tlirso rcmilts. In your address yon have 
enumonitiHl some of tlie doiion, with a sermly gratitude for their 
muuiflccnce, and you hare also in your thoughts tiie devoted nran 
who gave Aoir time and energies and hearts to Ae ectoal 
working of the college Foremost smung thera latter in fUMnt 
years lias been nur old friend, Nawab Mnshtaq DuBain. He 
laboured with single imnd for the advancement of Ae eoUege 
until failing bcaltli withdrew him from his heavy and 1 

am rejoiced exceedingly to see that he is able to be here wlA 
you to-day. And here yon will allow me in pasaing to say • 
word of tlianks to the public spirited gentleman who took op 
Hawah Moslilaq Husain's work and is carrying it on till the 
permanent successor is available. We know how ill MawA 
Mozammil-ullali Khan can spare Ae loisaro which Ae wo A of 
Honorary Secretary absorbs ; and 1 am sura tiiat you all appreoiato 
his patriotism is coming forward to help yon at this time. 

If the pleasure of being hero could be enhanced, it has been 
euhanced by Ae cordial welcome which you have offei^ mo. I am 
highly Honsiblo of tte honour which you show me in coming many of 
yon from long distances and at much inconvenience to meet me. 
Yonr Highness has loft tlie heavy cares of State Your President 
my old friend, the Nawab of Pahasu has come from distant Jaipur in 
spile of the diseoinfort which travolling causes him. My good friend, 
the Uaja of Mahiiiiidabad, has put aside far Ae day the many anxiotiee 
whieh beset him ; and othora whom I see among Ae Tnuteei have «"iif 
DO small sacrifice to join our gatlieriiig to-day. I warmly appreciate 
thrir courtesy, and I thank yon from my heart for the pleasant Aingf 
which you have said about me iiersonally. It will be, I tru st, a 
recurring plessnre to exercise my privileges us patron sind to viilt 
tte college whenever 1 can uaefully offer you my assistaneei I have 
no desire for inquisitorial interference; hut I penonolly AInk tliat 
a closer asMiciation between the Local Government and the Govern- 
ing Body Asn hoe recently prevailed will be of advantage to boA 
of ns. 

The address which Your Highness has just read is a remaffcabln 
document. It narrates the principles on which yonr founder based 
his Bclieine of edneation. It toochm on the difficulties which you 
realise in carrying Acm principles into practice. It affinal thn 
principles end expresses your determination to surmount the diffieuL 
tiM. It Aen dwells on Ae administratiou of the college and on 
eome of the i.ressing problems with which yon aro confront^ to-day. 
lieotlemeD, I do nut know which part of your addiwss oommanda 
my greater admiration, the soundnese of your propoaeli for thn 
future or Ae snrouess of touch with which yon describe the present. 

But whether yon deal with Ae present or the future, I note wiA 
sincere approval yonr unflinching adherence to the two gnat 
on which this institution ia baaed and which its name embodied- 
loyalty to Ae British Governmeut and the regeneration of lsl«m 
by a literal ediiration. If yon continue to abide by these prineiplea 
your diffictilliM must disap^r. In replying to your address 1 Amll 
invert the order of your sulijeels, tonebiug first on yonr executive 
problems, and then going on to those wider Issnee whiA ore tronb- 
ling your thoughts end mine. 

My tonr of Ao college to-day has given me not only • 
morniiig of rooeoming interest, bnt also enine Helpful light mi 
administrative problems to which your address allndee. Tte most 
argent of these is Ae queition of accommodetion. In Aie 
reflect Ae first obvious need is the removal of Ae collegiate school to 
an^er sitnatiou and its crimplete segregation from the college.

At one o'clock in the afloriioon Torgnt Shoiket hod withdrawn' 
his guns and dissipated tho slrengtii he had collect^ 
for a eoiinter-htroko. In ten minutes the guns were degr 
c\i-c]iling timso left in poaitiofi. which lield on geUailtTy ; 
tlien the division began to fall bock, 

" It Ncunied as if tho Bulgarian gnonen had tomn cxppctrog 
it. From under co\er tho Bulgarian guns opened on thu 
rones rilratiid TnrkH in a faripns blank In all my long 
rxisrieiica of the misorahlo sceue of war 1 have seen 
nothing tiller than the retiroanent of tho Turkish iofantryi, 
ilnst as the nicu sauntered into uctiou, so did they saiintep 
out beneath this scatliiug punndimcut. 

" There was no maiw fonnation in^lic retirement ; it siNDiuerl a» 
if suddenly the whole dowAland hod become peopled 
with ineii in hundreds, but they were all shaken out in 
n wonderful extension and eeeuied tn care nothing foir 
tlie ruin of motfil which swept down upon them. Slowly, 
dolilierately, and with indiimitalde dignity the Turicirii 
infantry retired, and wo rcth^.d therewith. Already wo 
were far from the line of Ooinmiintoatious whereby thW 
(•tory of their bravery could' bo transmitted.''

In the second place, as you hope for the well-being of Aligu-h, 
leskyou to remofober the guiding prineiple which must delerniine 
the lotions botweon the bciys and thoir instmeLon. You well 
know what yoar religion tesehes to be the duty of the learner to his 
teschcr. Unless that duty is onforcod, the greater pari of edwalion 
ia in vain. I odrice you, therofore, with a frelieg of tho deepest con- 
vietion to support the authority of the college stolT You must cither 
trust them wholly or nut at all. If they do not command your cuod- 
deUce X look to you to tell me so and to oonvinoe me of the reason; 
if they do command your eoufidonoe give it to them in tho fullest 
meoHUfs, for only Uius will you secure two conditions without which 
jrour la^urs are In vain. On the one baud you cannot expect your 
lirofesson to work wholeheartedly if they are either sahject to 
ualdic attack or feel that they havo not your aulhoiity behind them. 

In ti»»nhin g enthusiasm is everytliing ; and you oannot ha served 
vrith enthusiasm nnless yon in turn show generous trust. On tho 
other hand you must got the boys’ minds securedly attached to 
teachers. They must, if they arc to work without distractiun, regard 
tbuir teorlien in tho light of parents and their derisions as Qnal. 
Vrooce 1 would urge on you the importance ol disciplinn, a discipline 
nnfetlered by personal considerations or mistaken sentiments. I 
understand from Mr. Towle that you havo delegated full disciplinary 
jiowara to him. I cannot too highly praise your wisdom iu duing 
ao. Resist all temptation to wliitUe his auUiority away, liot 
him be a despot, for I am sure that hn will bo a bcnetrolent 
despot. Avoid disparagemeut and iicodlass iuterforence, wliicb only 
hurt the siMceptibilittM of the stail aud tend to alienate their 
sympathies from tho great work in which you ari' all partners. 

in the third and last place X appeal to you on behalf iil the 
studeote. I ask you to sot yoar focus resulutrly ogiunst every- 
thing which distracts or detors them from their work. Their work is 
growth, mental and physical; and it ij your iluty tu jiroteut 
thoijF Imdios from avoidable disuiue imd their mjads from avoidable 
exdlenent. Every moment of their life at eoHpge is precious; and 
Civery hour that is in illucss or Iu mentid worry is a clietdi 
ta their itevelopmrnt and a handicofi in later life. Think tlisn 
■eoostoivtly' of their bodily health; take the best advice ahuut 
somUtioQ;* soo that their food is good ami thmr clothing adequate

The Defeat of the Turk.

Evkxth that decide the fate of iiationa and let loon new 
(.■nrrrnLs in liiatory are but imperfectly apprehended at thdr 
birth. Tho sense of change, of catailniplie, of iirevoeable fate 
nicrnhcliiis the spertator and ‘ hia mind wanders doxedir 
through a multitude of looie iinpressioiiB. It ia exceedingly 
ihfliciilt frir him in the mih and fury of thn mmnent to 
disentangle the esBcntiil from a confounding maiu of oeddante. 
lie call larcly help mistaking the consequence for tho cause. Hueb 
errors arc iiatiiral, almost inevitable. One can hardly escape the 
sjiell of the most obrious und the most glaring when one sen 
big, tcmfyiiig episodes taking place in human affairs. Evan 
if the Ualkaii war were a trivial military issue, the peculiar character 
of tlie comlintants would have stdl anHic^ to rouse the entire dramativ 
sense of tbc world. As it is, tho struggle has brought aljoul one 
of the greatrst crises in uindern liistory , and the wide issnrs it InTqlvn, 
the forces it has set to work, its nu lives, its cries, its jiwsioDa at>fl 
its possible results form a theme of halUing range and conqilexity, a 
picliiro of vast Male, of startling colour, of vaned emotion on the 
l•ailVllS of liistory . Its must ontstanding features have Iweii the rafii' 
ility und diM-isiiciicsH with which the llalknn allies have so far Over- 
( onic the military resistance ol the Tnrk. Tho fact bos aatonud^ 
many and surprised all. Ite possible conseqaeuces involve the destiny 
Ilf millions, and have already plunged Europe into the deepest 
anxiety and fear Naturally eiiougli, every obsertcr with a gift 
of expression has marked his sense ol the fateful drama in letters 
of tianiu and has sought to account with discoiiccrling nase and 
assurance for the military failure of tho Turk. Nuinrr^ms theories and 
l•X]llnllatiolls liavc been set afloat in pot haste, and they vary as 
much ns the angles of vision of the theorists. Almost all these 
iiitcllectunl efforts seem to us to be sujicrfioial and inadequate.^ 
Home of them are bold and mlvonbiniiis, all of them carry an 
ail of cMigugliig pliiiisiliihty and lutcivst about them, very fowr 
iiultHid, go iNiueath tho Hiirfaeu and dive into tho ix‘ry nsits of things. 
The failure of the Turk in the Balkan struggle is a startling, 
nil overwbcliuing fact Let us, by all luciuis, conLede it. None of 
the oxpluiiaiioiis that the Kiirupeaii ohseners and critics harp- 
iiTercd are satisfactory and lull 'J'be real causes are not exactly 
IhoHo that huve so far supplied its most tremendous headlines t«> 
tfic Prose of Europe. 

Wo hail summarised in our lost many of tlie impressiona oT 
Noinc of the war corresp^indente with the Tnrhiah anny and gheu 
111 detail the causes to which they asenbe TurkUli defeats. Tlioite 
causes may bo siminied up in a single phrase — military iiifffideDcy. 
1'bis, linwcver, does not carry us very for. It does not require an 
esjiert eye to bop that starving and loosely orgsuised regimente,. 
imperfectly drilled, uiidor-oflicered, lacking roruMtent l(^rabi|v 
iiinnot Is* a reliable defence against a fonnimblo adversary, 
i'.nn a alight niiatnkr in military detail may sjieil disaater. But 
military inefficiency cannot be a priuo caoso m itself. |t is 
otivioQsly a result of more general and deeper cauecs, A patriotic 
and iatolligi'nl Turk, smarting under tho paia and hmnihatioii of 
defeat, iiiiHit be fai-e to face to-day witli a host of awkward doiibfg 
ami questionings He sees there has been something vroug with thh- 
Tnrk'sh army, is it btKUinse tliere is something wHiBg * wiffk 
the Turk luuisclf ? Obviontly enough, an ineflicleut army meeflt , 
all inefficient I'enlrol governtiient. Is this iiieffieicndy lioop-eeatet- 
and iRtiirable, a part of the netional character 7 What are tlia caqs^ 
rcepoBsible for this ineflicieuoy ? Are they so geuerst that Iherw 
be no reasouabb hope for the lutura of the race ?

The role of the Committee has robbed the Anatolian Turk of big 
few inspiring ideals. He does not understand and oonseqnentlj 
hates the views and methods of the Committee leaders. The 
rmovfl of AbdnL Hamid shocked his seneibilities and shattered 
lus ideal of the Calif. The eOrlj attitude of the Gonimittee 
towards the present Sultan accentnatud the general feeling of 
aUsUrnst, It was in a mood of doubt and distrust that the roermts 
from Anatolia were dragged from their fields They were called 
to fight, not by a Calif they believe in, not by a Govenunont 
they con-flder faithful to their traditions and tlieir creed, but hecause 
a “ Coni ini tree ” had involved the country in war Even so, had 
all gone well from the atart the result woiibl have Lieen chffereiit. 
But from the outset the soldiers found theniselros without their 
boat friends in the army, the "Alladia” or ranker uffieors. The 
Redifs were the first to give way at Kirk Kilissoh, uhiofly bccanso 
their oAicers were strangers to them — Young Turks with iisw ideas, 
and not the stanneh MosleiriH the ranker offiners were. Thus the nnoe 
formidable Ottoman army is reduced to a mob of sullen, disobedient 
men, bcmise the old ideals they held worth diiiig for Imvo been 
nihb^ of their leystic value. Tho Padishah, the Cnlif and the 
Voith have lieeu treated with scant respect hy the Young Turks, 
and what tho classes despise the masses will not veueratc. 

According to another reading of lim aitiwlion, the Tnr- 
klsh failure is set down to the intellectual inferiority of 

the Turk and the general low level of oultim* tiiat 

obtains in the rare. It is argued that the days are now past 
when Kn|ireino human bravery and eonragi* counted for everything, 
add ovnywhere in the world one secs that it is hraiils that rount 
and not meru bnito force. To-day, as ever, the Tnrks represent the 
finest type of fighting men in the world " Tho Turkish iicasaiit 
is simple, good and kind, be loves children and loves nowerH. 
But om-e tho roligiouh fervour tiikes him and the call of war 
flroN l\is bhiod, he becomes a Bavai;e, eapable of ferocious deeds 

and filled with courage which death alone can destroy " Bnt 

he is a figlkter pnra and simple mid as eiiuh fights without 
iiiLeHigi'iice, lor the wave of oivilisatioii which has spread to 
almost ei err part of the narth has left the Turk untouched But 
tho Servians and Bulgarians are mode of different ralibre, for 
in these countries the post few years hare witnessed a marvellnns 
change in the learning and intclligcucn of the peoples. Not only 
are the Bulgarian and Rervimi soldiers better equipped for war, 
armed with better weapons, supplied with better mirit, but, man 
for man, t|]ey an far euponor in intelligenoe to tbt ir Turkish foes.

qualitiaa that an needed for muiwm in modarn ijfe. Taken aaraiUly, 

, eaeh of the three argumenU is only partially trne, while they 
mutnally destroy one another. If the Turk leeked , fnfiHiqtl'qB 
he would not have foqght with the valour and atnbbonip 
noH to which almost ev^ olwerver baa borne ample 
teatimony. Even if the old inspiration has been weakened, the 
autlion of the Reiolution need hanlly be brought into reqnlsitlqa 
to explain tlio ranse. Tlie weakening of tha force of old ideala 
must, in tliat case, bo due to general intellectual und moiml 
of tho race which the Committee of Union and Progreas strove 
hard and inanfiilly to arrest. Tho Young Turks committed 
many mistakes; one of them was that they readily believed that the 
political organisation of the spnrioiis democracy of Western Europe 
would suit tho true dcniocracy of Islam. Another mistake was that 
they set themselves to the task ot evolving common patriotism by 
completely enrrauchisiiig all the rebels in the heart of the Empire. 
It is difficult, liowmer, to accuse them uf having debosod the 
ancient idcaU of tlie people or rubbed the spiritual end temporal 
symliols of the ruv of llioir virtue and inspiration. 

The iiientnlity of the Turkish masses is no donbt inferior 
to that of ilioir iiioro subtle Dciglilioiirs in Europe. The oansea era 
mainly liisturicul. National organisation has remained almost exaotly 
whore it was over siiiuc Muluimmod the Conqueror entered Constau- 
tiuoplo Coiitiiiiied military success brad confidenre which inevitably 
degenerated into iiidifferonre and neglect. While tho Christian ncea 
in Eiinipe grew in kiiowledgu and power and organised wni»f«I Uh 
for Idefiiiilc secular purposes, the Turk enjoyed little leisure (o 
adiiiimstcr his uinpiro in peace. A nation in arms can hardly 
evfilie odministriitivii offieionoj or arrive at new ideals of sodal develop- 
ment. As A roiiseqiicncc, the Turk’s greatest Deed, up till the end of 
the ] Htli cuntiiry, was to inaiiitAin superiority in arms. His social needa 
remained jirimitirc and his administrativo methods simple and diract. 
Ilis career as a soldier inipoiorislied tlie social life of the pecqilo and 
iiiiireotly affected even Ins mil tarj efficiency. Europe paj o ed on from 
onii eiiinpicv stage of orgaiiisaLion to anoUier The social valnoc 
underwent n vital eliange National strength liegan to be meoaurad 
in terms oLlier than physical. The Turk with his old outlook, 
old organisaiion and old weapons found himself facing an 
entirely now and intractable world. I’olitical tronbles engrossed 
his eiiergioH and he foiied to .find powerful leaders who conld have 
aiNptod the netivitics of tlie people to the rarylng needa nf the ttmee. 
Oin'iimstniiocs Iraic iimde tlie Christian rucus of Enrope more nlmble- 
witted and more siititl« in mind and feeling The Turk hoe had to 
pay dearir for Ins siinpluity and Ins inexperience. He is not, 
hiiwever, inferior in mental calibre. He has ainiply had no time 
to lenrii. A poiiple that can feel a fine contempt fur death and are 
Him ml to supremely heroic efforts by nolile ideals are snrely Capable 
Ilf the liigliisl iiitollrctnal and moral development. I’he Eailura of the 
Turk has been grave land dihastroiis and may lead to incaicniablw 
results Itnt it has not been dno to the innate decadence of the race, 
rolilieul nrcuinstancps and Inatorical accidents have profoundly 
ufTcrled tlie rolirsn of his general development. The aociol inauffieien- 
cies, the defm ts of mental training and tlie limitations of character 
may take long to riiro They are dmiidedly not incurable. 

The definl of the Turk has been due to national ineffioi- 
oin-Y nn a whole Tliis inefficiency is tlie resnlt of diverse causes whieh 
have long since iiecii operating in tho uatioual life througk the 
oceidnutN of politics and liistory. The siiprome need is the oreation 
of a new environment. The Turkish mosses furnish the most splendid 
moierisl for the evolution of tho type of personality that haa 
come to be the dream of the Engonist and nf thoM who swear by 
sm'lal efficiency. In pliysical stamina bu 4 grit, in courage and 
oniliinucc. in habits of industry, in snstained zest lor toil, in 
resolution and fortitude and in all that sirangth of 
character which imparts rreatire energy to human initiative and 
liends rircumstancoB to human will, the real, nnsophistirated 
Turk has no ]ioer among the races of men. Bia doll, iron en- 
viroriinent has dwarfed him. The enforced militarism bts career has 
paralysed his social energies and Uickod up the ipirit of bia person- 
ality. Nothing can prevent him from breaking through the invi- 
dious bar of circumstance and rising once more to the giant stature 
of Ills oarlj doetiny. He does not require new idesls of life, dnty 
and endeavour. The one thing that he needs is the new instru- 
ment. H« has got to be equipped anew — intdieetnally. He 
must acquire new expericnoe and learn to swim in the tides that 
wash the worid t^dsy. Bis morality has been too artless 
for the problems with which he has had to deal. He has always 
bsra hitbslow the belt. He has often been adope of hia own — m se of 
moral fltnew. En^ has readily taken fall advantage of bis simple 
moral textnra while he hlmBell has not wholly escaped the oentagion 
of European vice. In a be antifnl tribnte to the Twk, which 
we rqrmnoe elaewhen, M. Pierre Loti bewails tha diect of 
Evro]^ and ite olvflitatioB on the oharacter of the Xqidein raries. 
"'We taka awaf frain these bdievers," says M. Piahe loti,

A Vienna wire says that a decree has been iaaned pndiibiting 
the euortation of iiuraes. The three Bills in connexion with 
mobilization, foreshadowed by the Pnmier on the 28th instant, have 
haan intiwdiioad into the Aeicharath. One provides that all males 
under fifty yean of age shnll be liable to woik for the army in the 
wvanl of mobilization.

The inipruvctiieoliD thesilaalioa oontinuei, althonghtha aigoatnro 
of the armistice by the Balkan Slates haa been postponed for 
fort) -eight hours to enable the delegates of Groeoe, which inaiated 
cm separata repnisentatinu, to ubtaiu tlie neceaaarj authority to a^ 
an agreement which haa bean coniiderably whittled down. Ae 
agrocmeiu ikhv ainouuts to the stipulation that both aidee dull 
remain as they were, while besieged towns will be raprovilioned 
and blocked ports and islands temporarily raised. The appoannoo 
of On'cci* on the scene is particularly noteworthy. It ia baUeTcd 
to be a token of growing inistruat between Greece and tho reel 
of the Allies, whom Bulgaria is representing. The armietioo wiR 
be fixed for eight days, but it may be prolonged another week. 
Tbe real tug-of-war will begin with the peace negoUationa proper. 
It IS Slated tliat the Alhea' demands include an indemnity of 
forty-eight millioDB aterliug. 

Prior to the arrival of Bulgarian troops at Dedeagatch, tha 
place was occupied by Bulgarian Comitajia who perpetrated a 
dreadful massacre, the victims, who included some Chriatiaaa, number- 
ing fully five hundred. The TniAiah quarter waa compIeAd/ 
pillaged.

henoiona of future difficulties between the Alltel It ia nndentood 
that Greece has not signed tlie armifitice because aha deaircR to annex 
some iaianda in the ^goan. The opinion is h«ld in Vienna that 
the Balkan League will bo practically exploded boForu the division 
of booty, and that this will bo vhiufly due to the rivalry between 
Greece and Bulgaria for the posaosaiou of Salouico. 

The exact facta about the terms of the armistice, and the 
attitude of Greece, are etill aomowhat uncertain. Semi-offirial 
telograma from Athena to-day reject the theory of a quarrel 
between Greece and the Allies. They aay that tlicre hM been 
merely a natural difiorruco of standpoint owing to the actual 
aonditioDB in each country, for iiutance, Greece has atill to deal 
with scattered bodies of TnrkiKli tnaips. Thera ia, Imwevcr. no 
reason to dimbt, the tnlegrams add, tbat negotiatiuna will lead to a 
foil agreement among the Allies. 

It is stated id Constantinople that the proposal (hat the pace 
negotiations alioiild be held in London emauated from the Porte, 
wMch wishes to conduct them on neutral ground, besides having 
the advantage of Sir Edwanl Grey's advice .Xppnrently the 
peace nogoliationa between Turkey and tho Allies, and the 
conforonoe of Aniboi'Hiidors for a general discussion of the Balkan 
question, will be held aimultanoonsly in Loudan. 

Tho Crown Frinco of Tloiimaiiia has loft Berlin for home. 

Tho London paprs generally eouimenl on the sc.^nsitivenera of 
the French and Uussian Press on the suliject of Dr. von Bethniann- 
HolIwBg's spech, They affirm tlial Great Britain is as loyal aa 
ever to the Enftnte. 

Heater learns that the Greek delegate only reached Tchataidja 
OB Friday, tfo fonnd that the Bulganen representatiies, 
who are also roprosoncing Sorvia and Muntonegro, had been 
negotiating with the Turks for three days, and lie was faced with 
the terms of anuistiee cabled yesterday. He inimudiately commnni- 
rnted with his Government, who therenpn mode a long, dignified 

r al in which they besought the Allies not to weaken or endanger 
League. The Greeks contend thih will prove an imprtint 
bUlOricjd doonniont, and will show that Greece not only hod no 
intention to leave the Leogne, hut that abe made every effort 
to maintop it in its original form.

Turkish Chances at Tchataidja.

Tho fall of Sslonioa and tha 
sumndcr of that part of Zeki Pasha's anny which ntrsatad 
fruHi Uiikub down the railway set free the ea^rn wing of tha 
Greek Army end that part of the Servian First Army wbloh 
has oo-opereted with it. There ie a chance that an lendeaToor 
lusy bo made to utilize this . recovered liberty by the deepateh 
of troopa eastward, by sea or knd, in order to take part ia 
the concluding operations in the principal theatre. The object 
might be to land troops at D^eagatch or on the OaDipbU 
Feiiinsnls, nr, alternatively, to repair and make use of the sailwaj 
for troop transport. Both these opefatione would take tiina^ 
for the railway lisa been extensively damaged, and tho chnrtaring 
of ship to carry liorses, guns, wagons, and snpplies would nconmy 
the staffs concerned for a considerable period. The Tvrklu 
defence on the side of Albania, at Bontari, and in Epinu k 
not yet completely broken down, and if two or three ServiaB 
divieions of the First Army Imve already been sent east tha 
forces remaining are not extravogsntly large to pursue the enemy 
vigorously and to hold tho steadily expanding area in oconpatioB 
of the Allies. 

Two Borvian coluraus at least are heading straight from 
PruTcad and Kntchovo towards tho ports on the Adriatic which 
Bervia covets. Thess columns are delayed by tho snow and tha 
state of the roads, as well as by Turkish resistance, which waa 
of an nnexpectedly resolute nature in the esse of the eouthem 
column, blit there is no word to say that their advance has beeo 
checked on OLConnt of Austria's attitude. All that is necessoiy 
to say with regard to Ute military situntion in view of thk 
attitude is that the Allies ora in no position to ignore Aostrinn 
and Roumanian represeiitatlona. The northern frontiers of Bervia 
and Bulgaria ore completely uncovered and dofonccless. 

Tbb Attaoes or Adbiahoilb. 

Tho famous correspondent of the Reichtpo$t assured ns soma 
ten days ago that Adrisnople would fall lost vseek, bnt so (ar 
M we can judge by reports the event has not happened. Tha 
block veil hoB been drawn very closely round the town, bnt so 
far as the writar can judge, the asaaikuta have suffered heavy leases in 
all their attacks from their first onset on October 22 npto their 
lost failure on November 8, and have made no impression upon 
the main line of works, ^era k a liigh-power wireless station 
at Constaniinople, and It is apparently in touch with a station 
at Adriaoopk, whenoe news h said to hava boon received.

We heard aabaequpiitlp 
Ilf Turfciali sorites, nUieh extended to Kadiiikeui, and alninst to 
Duldurheui, on the bnniis of Iho Maritzs, end it was ubrions, 
prorided Uint these niports were correct, that the distant dercnce 
of Uis town wns'^ll vigorous, and that the close attack was 
not even begun.

The attack last week appesrs to indicatj>,'that the Turkish 
rominander has pu-slied out his advanced wgrks on the hoiitli-wcst 
side as far os ICaKsI 1'epi^, which is lO.pUO metres from tlio 
main line of defences oa this side The dufoiices of Kartal Tcjid 
mmt be aeiui-pcrriianenl or field works. Thu impressnin rccuiviNl is 
thnt thflso wcni earrierl by LIih a'lSailanls ou tlie night of I'liursdaj 
lest, hut were ru'oveied iie^l day «)r on the night following by a 
eounter-attavk on the |iai't of the Turkish reserves. This is not 
in itself improhable, although the Bulgarians, as repo'-tnd by the 
correspondent of the HtichujMat, claim the contrary, for the Turkish 
garriMin hss always beua actiro and entorpririing; it would bo 
asaisttid hy the hrary guns in the main line of works; and while 
the Turks have benii enctiwfaged by successes, thn assailsnts have 
protwbly been depressed by lieaty losses. If, liowc^cr, as is asHcrtrd 
by the correspondent of tlio Itiichtpott, the fort of Karkas le|jd 
(7 KaVkoe Fort) has boon taken by tlio Bulgarians its loss will 
serioiisly affect the soourity of the town. The defence of Adrian- 
opie, and even more of l^iitari, has been the only bright page 
in the history of the war on the Turkish side, and it seeiiia 
to hhow that given bread, water, aud animunition, the Turk ia 
still a fighter of renown. 

Tni TvuATaLDjA LiirBS. 

The dIDIoiilty of expressing any opinion about llie dofcnco an 
attank of the Tcliataldjn I<in«s is caused by our igiioraneo of th 
work done in the lines siiico the war began, of tlio orninnieiit aiaiJable, 
and, miMt of all, of tbo number and quality of the defenders. From 
the Ru^hapotl rejiorts wo seem to gather that, after the severe 
Toargnnnl action on Novemlier U and 4, the Turkish centre, venturing 
too far to its front, was practically out to pieces, and that the two 
wingn retreated, much disorganiised, no doubt, but still iu some 
military order. The nght wing from before Tstrandja would natural- 
ly have fallen back upon the right of tlic Hues, and tlic left by the 
wain road and railway upon the centre and left. How many fresh 
troops may have oomo up is the doubtful point, and on this hinges the 
decision whether a prolonged defence is practicable. The reports 
vary very much and no certain concluaiuns can be drawn from tliooi 
except that the intoDlious of the I'urka is to rerist to the last. 

The Bnignrian armies advanced as soon as they were able, the 
Third Army on the left, the First Army on the light, the latter 
probably strongtheund by the Kustcndil Seeniid Army tin Thnrsday 
fast the Third Aimy advanced guards were in the forests south of 
Derkos lake and in touch with the defenders along their front. How 
far the Bnlgariaus penetrated, and whether thet captured any part of 
tlui lines, are o|)en questions for the moment, bnt it diuis not seem 
oertalu that they have stscurnd the successes first claimel for them. 
The Vint Army on thu right, etreugthened by part of Uim artillery uf 
the Third Army, advanced plmiiltancriusl}, and is now probably in 
possession of the heights which run from the town of Tchataldjn to 
Kalikratia. No news has cotue iii ol the position of the Servian 
dlvisiunH, but they may l>e iq reserve. 

It hoH been noticed pforioiihly that thr right ccnlro of the Toha- 
taldja position is tlio weakost point, and here the Third Army strock 
In hoping apparently to arrive before the defence was ready 
If Ihra Hnt allocb has Iumhi rtiaisluil Iho Third Array will 
have some trouble owing to the absence of good roads and the 
difBqalty ol Huding artillery pmitiniiii in this forasl region. It was fur 
this reason, no doubt, that the Third Army pa<tfiod over eome of itu 
guns to the Firqt Army, bnt (Icncral Dcmitrielf may be able to oso 
howltaors In this part of the f\eld. The Bulgarian Army la known 
to pvasew some 90 old-paliein howitsers, namely, 4'7in. Kruppi 
and &‘9in. Bebnoider-Canets, and a proportion of these may be with 
tha Third Army to eo-jperalo in tlm aftaq^. 

The hmghts occupied by the First Bnlgarfan Army am too far 
distant from the Turkish light and centre aerasa the valley for any* 
thing tn be hoped from artillery fire. To Mippoit an attack on thnee 
parte of the position giina wusl be unshed forward and Intnnohed 
hy ni^t, and Miough this may be done for a certain distance, the 
dominating sitfiitioa of the Turkish lines renders sueoess uncaiidn,

tbo whole, a general odrauce of the artillery to wilkiu effective rnngo , 
aud a dcuble attack on the right and on the left centre of die Bnea 
seems most probable, and success may be sought by a night attack 
on the left centre, nr, luora proi>ab1j, by the assembly of a laige 
force uuder coior of the foitst against the Turkish right. 

At the rate things have been going it is not legitimate to sup* 
pose that the morale ol the Turkish troops will enable them to resist 
fur long tlunr impetuous and gallant foes, bdt the Turkish wrestler 
IS often most dangerous when ho i.h ou his bark, and if things do not 
go as fast os we expect it will be recalled that, ao far aa we know, 
the Bulgarians liiivo not yet driieu the Turks from an intrenclied 
puBilioii adcqualely dofondod by troripa not starved, and thnt lha 
superior and well served Bclineider-Creusol 7 5cm. Q. F. field gnnS 
of the Bulgarians will have made less opening at Tchataldja thaa 
they had tu tlie open field ou the rolling downs of Tliraco. 


Tlie Military Situation. 

(Dr THE "Tiuus" Mimtarv ConuEBPoauxxT.) 

PnoM sneh details of the Bnlonica vurrendcr as wo arc oUowed j 
to know it IS apparently the caao (hat the Turkish force waa 
composed mainly of ths trvops which had fought agaiaat the 
Greeks The forces commanded by Zekki Pasha appear, in the 
ruBin, to have retroalfd westward after (lie defeat at Kiiraanovo, 
and to have niarehud from Usknb and Kuprulu upon Krilclwvo 
and Pcrlcpo, uLcro they stood their jponnd for a time and caus' 
od the Servians consiJersble losses. Tlie subsequent coucentratlon 
of these Turkish columns at Monaslir may have been practicable, 
and in this event tliere is still a Tarhish Army in being in ' 
Mat‘edonia, possibly amonuting to 50,000 men with about one- 
third of the gnns witii wliicli Zekki Pasha opened Ins canipaign. 
There is no question nf changing the fortune of war on this side, 
and, indfed a ro|vort that thr Mnnostir force has asked for terms has 
come la, but shnulff this latter statement not bo mnlirmed tlero 
IS still work left for the Senrians and Greeks, and work which 
may prove difficult in view of the uhiisually early advent ol the 
bad season and the terrible state of the roads. 

At Sciitari the Mnnleiiegrins appear to be In difficiiltira an 
to depend for success upon the arrival of Servian columns from 
the east, so that ou the whole we may coucliido that for the 
moment the war in Macedonia is kept alive, and thu fact may 
tarn out to bo of some iinportaiiee in the pending negotJatioua. 

From reports in ti c foreign Press it appears that Papas Tepd, whiiji 
Ike Bnlganans claim to hare taken, is an outwork in the nelghbonr- 
hofvd of Yiirnsh, about six milea west of tlio junction of Ihe- 
Arda and Marilaa. Kartal Tepd wo must assame to be the hill 
of that name, marked on our general staff map, 4^ miles Booth 
of the main line of defenca. It wua uot known, intil the repoit 
of the capture of these outworks came in, that the Tiirk%h linos 
hod heeu pushed out so far from the permanent forts, aud ii iu 
Aot by any roi^ans noccssarily trne thnt the fall uf tliese oulworka, 
Biip»posing that the Bulgarians retain them, implies the early 
surrender of the fiirtress. The garrison is still full of vigour, an 
i;s ormsiant sorties indicate, and even if the Servians are bringing qd 
their siege gnns to help their friends, it may be that the gemsou wlB 
atand Ann aud he a trump in the hand of the Turkish negotiitori. li 
is DO doubt evidence uf the expected surrrndfr tliat the Bulgeriam^ 
as our S<ifia Correspondent informs os, should have given hp thp 
idea of making a loop line, outside the sphere of actioo e( the 
fortress, in order to provide a conttnaouH line of rail From 
to Tchataldja, but it ia b1s6 possible that the engineerrug'diffionkitiB ^ 
nf aoch a loop line may have hod anmething fo du with Bh 
abandonment.

So far as the Bnlgariana aro concerned they apparently int(‘iid 
to bring op every man and to gamble for a final and a crashing 
victory. It is a masonline deoision which does thorn honour 
We need not, howover. forget that ihoir casual ties hare probably 
enoeodod 50,000, or ab^uit a fifth of their field anny; that the 
roads are detestable, and that supplies and aiiimanitinn will be 
difflcnlt to bring up, even gnen the railway from Kirk TCilisseb 
and the four captured loconjotivcH; that the bad season has 
returned unexpectedly early, and that nliile they are “all out" 
the Turks still ^Hyssess reserres. The BiUgarians may win, and 
St. Sophia may witnoBh a scene whicli will live m history, but 
prudent statesmanship might do wone limn recall the odiice nbich 
the T'lACi lias given and not risk a maximum upon the gaming 
table of war.

This Jewish predominance makaa Salonica unique among Lvintiv 
seaports, where it is vnallj tha Greek element which imp r e o ee e ita 
character on the town. 

“ Salonica has the morel sqnalor of Europe with the phyiioal 
sqiulor of the East. Picturesque it may be, with its beautifnl 
Uyr.antiiiB cliurchcs, its Roman triumphal arch, and its castlos and 
liMtions which recall tho brief empire of tho Crusaders. Bnt the 
niiin impression is one of ugliuoss and inaterialism. The place seems 
oddly isolated, and when caged witliiii its walls it becomes a sort nf 
puzzle by vIibL magic one rrnclied a |)lai‘i' so diiTerent from the idyllic 
Macedonian valleji to the north, nr the fniry Gulf of Yolo to tho 
smith. Olympus aerosol the hay dwarfa nnd rebukes it and makes it 
tnvial. It IS a town of cnntrndiclMns whore men buy by telegraph 
in tlin costiimes of tho ghetto and turn the slutely Castilian of the 
Middle Ages inln a yiafois for nasty pleasures and potty gains.” 

The important part played by members of the Salonica Uoumeh 
in rocont Turkish politics recalls one of tho most extraordinary move- 
inents of the 17tli century. This sect owed its origin to the Hebrew 
Sliabbethai Zcbi, who for years was implicitly believed to be the 
Messiah. Born in Riuyrnn in IfiSG, Sliabbethai was of Spanish- Jewisli 
extraction Ilia father, Mnrdci'ai, was a wealthy and pious Jew, the 
trusted agent ot n London firm of meicliants. As was recalled in 
the Titiifu on May 12, 1911, in a rrmarkable article on “The Origin 
of the Doumeli,” Shnhhrthai, after wandering and proclaiming hie 
doctrine throughoiil (he East, suddenly adopted tliu MmJem faith. 
Many nf his followers bclioi’cd in him to tho end nf their lives, and 
from these faithful ones are drsceiidrd the modern sectnf the Hoiimeh, 
their Turkish title, winch signifies "turncoats ” A few of the eect 
are found in Adnanople ; lie uiajoiity, however, are settled in 
Salonica They are slim ply divided into three subjecta, and nut 
Qiily do they forbid iiiarnage with Jews or witli Maliumedaus, bnt 
each suh-scct raarrif.s only wittnn itself. 

Salonica lies on the west sido of t]:e Chaicidic peninsula, at thn 
head nf the (iiilt of Salonica, on a fine hay, the suiilhern edge nf 
whiih i> fmiucd liy Llm (hilaiiiarian Height, while its northern and 
western sido is tho broad idliiunl ])]nin created by the disehargo of 
till) Yardar and the llistritza, the pri'itipal rivers of lYostem 
Macedonia limit partly on the lowf gmoiid along the edge of the 
hay Hankfd by the Tm.er nf BIikkI, and partly on the hill to the 
iiiii'ih, the city, with its while houses enclosed by white walls, rnna 
np nlong rnLiiral msnes to the Castle nf Heptapyrgion, or Seven 
Towers, and is icndeiod picii'resqiiu by ii'jmcrou'i domes nnd minarets 
and llie fnbngc of elms, evprisiics, and nm'berrT trees The commer- 
cial qiiartei of the town, lying to the nr rlh-west, towards tho great 
iidleys by which the inland traflio is c<mv eyed, is plereed by bread 
and straight streets pair'd witli lava. Tlieiu are electric tramwayi 
ai'tl a good wafer-Mipply, but most of llie oldur houses are fragile 
wi'odrn striielurcs eoated with liiiie or mud, and the saliitalion in 
defoelivc. Apart from cIimclieH, :iioHqiieh, aiiil sjiiagoguce, tlicre 
are a h'w nolewortby modern biiildingv, Imt the chief architectural 
interest of .^alonicn is centred in its Roni:in ^nd Byzantine rcniaine. 

The history of a niuuher of these niemorials goes bai’k to the 
fourth century T> (i , wlieii TlieNsalnnika first ticoamc the capital of 
Macedonia Founded in ,115 D. (' on thn site of the still more 
ancient Thormn, thr city was ::inmed by Cnssander after Ins wife, n 
sister of Alexander tlio Great It had reached its zenith long before 
the seat ol Empire was transferred to Constantinople, and it was 
dest nnd to become famous iQ connexion with tho early history of 
Ohilsliainty by tiiu two Epistles which iSl Paul aildreiscd to the 
local Christian cniiimuiiily which had becounj "an ensample to nil 
that believe in MarcJoiiia :ind in Ac haul.” Tbeoduaiiis massacred 
7,0^0 nf its citizens ; the Iconoclasts, tho Macedonian Slavs, tho 
Bulgarians, uiid the Tformnns of Sicily , each of them in turn took 
thdr loll of blricul and destroyed the wtjrka of Constantine, who had 
eudoFcd the city wrth many sjdendid buddings. 

Throughout the ages the Via Egnatia of th^ Romans hue 
traversed the city from east to west, unci survives to this day ns thn 
Grand Rue de Vardar Among the urchite.ctnral glnnes of the 
city are the remains of the two Roman Imiierial arches that have 
spanned lliia highway for over 1,500 years. Another example of 
Buman architecture, the remains of a white marble portico, snppoaed 
to liBTO formcid the entrance to tho Hippodrome, is known by the 
Judeo-Spaniah name of Lna Incantadcs, from tho eight Caryatidee 
in the upper part of the atnictaru, A baker hna burrowed himself 
into the Fnnndationi of this Imperial relic, nnd the ruins of the old 
VenetinA citadel hare been turned into a prison and a slum.

To-oar, after 470 yeara of Tiirkiali doniinatiuD, tha Qreek 
Array oooa more trod the atroeta uf Snionica, It haa been a gnat 
day for the llelleuaa, tlirir goal ia roai-hed, their droam realiaed. 
And no aucient army returning victorioua to ite native Athena 
aver reoaivad a more luinultnoua welcome than Salonica accorded 
to tha conquering hoate to-duy In the morning the camp of 
tha Seventh Oiviaion under Of^iieral Kleomunea wae the rmf/uvous of 
all the Oreak and half the Jowlah pnimlation of the town. Tlia 
Ufoaral Commanding ia himealf installed lu the railway atatiun. 
Hare ha was joined by thr Chief of Stuff, Major Nigruponta, and 
wa lived the rocaut battloi over nguiii Our uunvoraation waa 
aoDtlnually interrupted by thu arrival uf viithnaiafitic Grooks longing 
to kiM the commander 'a hand, and leaving jioraniial objects of value 
aa offeringa to the Idol of the hour, for, in the abaaiioe of the 
OrowD Prince, tha Qeiiaral is the darliug of the populace. 

Tq one who haa practically lived in the Turkish lioaa during 
tha pait tan daya, a visit to the (Jroek camp whs refreshing, and 
did much to explain the speedy snd overpowering advance of the 
invaders. From their appearance the tronjis idght huva left 
Athens yosterday. Hero were batteriea uf arcillary drawn Up in 
oidarly array, spick and span mucliine-gun compaiiies, well-mountad 
aaralry, and 15,000 amnll wiry, well-cun>(l-fnr, well' fad loldlara, 
wbosa iinahavan faces had happinees snd content written all over 
them, every man being warmly clad aud vomfiltitoly equipped. The 
town la vVearing gala aspai't and the Greek Hag Is flying avary- 
whava, the Turkwh itandard having diauppeurad m if by magic. 
FiToun of tlie winning ooluura are as popular ss at a Nurih-oountry 
football luatoh.

The Situation in Constantinople

Tnn aitoatioD in Turkey haa taken a tarn for tha wona^ and a 
grave intenial criaia BCema to be impending. On the one hand tha 
poaitiun of the GoverpiLaat la gravely Oomprumiaed baeanoa ita piw* 
poMla to eubmit tu mediation have bean repudiated by the army, 
while, oD tho other hand, tha Committee of Union Md l^graaa in 
giving avidence of renewed activity. At the aame fawm TnrklA 
feeling, both religioua and national, is being worked up to fever 

E itob by tha preaching in the moaqnaa aeoondad by the impaaaionad 
mguage of press. 

Tha moat aertuus feature of tha aitnation, of oonrae, ia the weak- 
neaa of the Government, Haring first appealed for intarvantion 
of the Powers to impoae an amiatiot on all tha Allies, the Govern- 
ment last Tneaday corrected Ita appUbatioD, which it conveitod into 
a request for mediation para Md eimpla. On Wedneaday, however. 
General Mahmud Mnkhtar Foiha arrived from Hadara K5y baaring 
a message from the army rafniing to entertain the idea of mediation 
whilo it waa yet aide to raaiat, and a oonneilof prineipal uffieon'ramaiA- 
ing in Oonataiitinople endonad the meaaage of the army. Tha 
Cabinet, therefore, ia faced with a most aerloiis situation. 

It aaaiiis tolerably certain that even if the Powers should and 
by agreeing to andortske the task of medistion the Bslksa Staten 
will rafuaa their good oflicea, ao the Porta will not need to recall 
ita application. Meanwhile, tha auSrity of tha Committaa of Union 
and Progress has alreaily been attracting attention. The Committaa 
has taken up strongly ihe cry of “ Nq aurrander,'’ and some quartan 
believe in tha iiumiuunce of a Commil^tee Oovernment. 

The outburst in tha Turkish press celling on every ^ 

shed his last drop of blood in defanoa of capital, country, and faith, 
and the fitva lasiicd later in the blternoon by the Shaikh-ul-Telam, 
rafornng tn a holy war, are tha subject of uinoh oomment. Both 
tha Tanj'fl and Tmi GaiOa Were suspended on Saturday, 
amiarently owing to tha violeaoa hf Friday's articlast while none 
of the local pRpers on Saturday raprodneed the Sheikh-uU Islam’i 
eummunieatioii. Tha fetva saemi to proclaiui a holy war, but a oara^ 
ful study of It will reveal the (oat tliat its object Is to inspln thi 
troops with religious fervour, for whitii purpose it invites the Wama 
to volnntaar to go among them Md, by exhortation Md axamplo, 
to stir up enthusiaam and contempt for death. Tha llofaiUty of the

Own of ths most remarkable features pf thfar vemarhAble wkr 
is the secrecy with wbieh it is being waged. Ho one eknept thorn 
actually engaged in it really knows anything about what ha« 
happened or is happoning, escept that the Balkan nations afr 
winning. That is all that tlie people seem to care to knowi Even 
those engaged in the fighting only know what hoi happened fai 
their individual exficrioiico, Ho nows except official news, or officially 
inspired news, crimes from the front ; and then only news nf progreoi. 

It is iinaxing to tho spectator from other lanita that tlie peoplci 
really iHsmi not to want to know. They haro eunk aU indlvidml 

mid domestic iiitermta ; they only core about the natumd 

issne No information ns to Insoes, no Hats of killed and wotindod 

have been issued. Althongh practically every individual in Bulgaria 

haa soma near relative in the fighting line, no one oaks for iofolim- 
ation or mnrmim at the aboence of news of relatlvea and frielide. 

I know one of tliren brothers, ell officers, and himself a near relative 
of a general of division, who does iiob know even where his bcotbeni 
have gone or wlietlwr they era olive 'ik dead. 

•lonnieying through the length and breadth uf Bp]garia» 
the fact tliat thia is in very tratli a nation in arma it borne in 
npon one in eliuost deprowiiig fnahlon by Uie almost entire 
absence of visible human fife, except ejiong the loonet-like track nf 
tho armies. The fields are empty ; tho villages are egipty ; the 
towns tliemselvea are almost empty. More than half tlie idiopa are 
dosed, in the hotels and cayes there are few weitero^all foreign- , 
cr^^aiid often there is little food. Violins and other instrumentu 
hang nn the walls or he alioul the floer nf the boiidstandi ill tbw 
to/cs ; in tho barliera' shops one youtll prvBides over half a doceii 
empty chairs ; a lone dnishkj stands\a( the street corner with A 
Tenernblo driver sitting on tho box ; fliere are nn pnrtera at the 
railway stations; indeed, tt ere are few trams excipt the apparently 
never-ending procesiloii of troop trains, forage trains and aramonitloD 
taains. The stations near the Tarkisli Aonticr are ever crowded with 
Folstaffian-looking armies of weirdly-dUMsed soldiera. The nniforma 
gave out long ago, and the later regimanis wear peasanta' shecpsklna 
or townsmen's tweeds, while tho A^ncn^nB and Maoedoniaiis now 
hurrying ta the front will be armed with captarmf Turhisli 
riilM. Tits nilwnr station waiting rornns are bivonocs, and nvery 
passenger is armed. Every rivaililde Btalgarian man baa bcenniHed 
out, and now the boys of Id and 17 an on tlieir way le.ilm 
haltlefieldo. Hohmly knowi where he is going snd nobody knoWi whkrp 
ho has gone. Few lettara come back frem the front, end even tkvj 
bear no date and no Indioatiun of the place of ririgin. 

It is it the frontier points like Yeraboll and Mnatafa PaidiA 
that one sees the whole life of the nation, drawn from evciy nook 
and corner of tho land and pouring tiiidugh tjie siaall end of ibr 
funnel into the war urea. One is olmost ainaxcd to find that tbefa 
are so many oxen and buffaloes in the world. All day and evciy 
day, in e slow, swaving, unending prnecsemn, they throng perrah 
Jightiituriv bridgo at Mustafa Poslia ; the bridge bnilt by ihe'BultMl 
^uknnan to bo tho Great Rpsd to tlw West, but now beroiw tbri '

No hood of a Govuro- 
ineiit can go far _ wrong if Im obsetres with unswerving 
fidelity the policy of friendly co-operation and trnstfnlness outlined 
by Sir ,Inmet< Meeton in that speech, and the Mubammodan 
eommuiiity not only oi tlie United Provincos but of the whole 
of India, the greatest iHsel of which is a college of which 
Sir .Tames Mi.'^tnii is the (ifficiel Patron, felt assured by 
Bpeech that the days of suspicion and friction in the nffairs of 
Aligarh were over.

The Official I’olmn of the oolbige » always welcome 

al Aligarh, and the proHonce of no Official Patron conld 

bo more welcome than that of Sir Junes Meston. As he 

very clearly intimated at the very niitsct, he has no desiro 
for inquisitorial interference, and it would lie absnrd to think that 
the present visit eculd be ansoeiated with such nn interveution. But 
then are indications throughout the 8po<s;h that Sir James Meston 
was UiiB time duwii to the collcgo by certain forcesgother than those 
of its own normal attractions, and that he felt the occasion to be 
important enough to demand his miinediate jiresence in the college. 
Even if this iniportaiico may not be questioned, it is much to bo 
doubted whether it can ever be Iho best iHiasiblfl of things for the 
college or for its Patron that cariy in the fattor’s r^iW he shoidd 
be aUracted to the college not by its merits end ordinary lequiremenU 
hnt by circumstaiicob of an unnsual and possibly unfortanate charaoter. 
We have no donbt that Sir James Meston poHseaacs, os he claims, 
some first-hand knowledge not only of the hopes and purposes 
of the wise men of the post who brought Aligarh into being and 
moulded it according to their fancy, hut also of tlie tnniieiice which 
the oollege i* having on the life and character of the Indun 
Mussalmans. Bub ai'ucmble ss Sir James Meston is to every one 
who hns any real bosioess to traqaact with liiiH, It cannot easily' 
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be Inui^iped that in the eonne of Icn then tbrae mnnthe mnce 
he became the Ijleiitenaot-Ourrrnor of the ProTlacea he could 
have received enough iiiforuietion from all eidea and lonrcea to 
anppl/ him ^nilh eufficinnt dale for oumpreliendinx (allj the 
nature of Aligarh'e mauj ailments 

Tlicre euKte an unfortanato parallol in the case of 8ir John 
llowblt who was jlrawn h) tho tullugo bj tho first greet outaanl 
, indication of tll^' pathological coiiilition uf Aligarh only a few 
months after taking over i liurge of the LicuUmant-Qu^iTUorKhip 
of these iVovinars. He had not had time enough to collect infoma- 
tioi) from different Hides nor to BHsiinilalu the informulion ho had 
uollected. Ouinfiollcd hy rirciiinsUnueM of a grate nature he %iMti.<d 
Aligarh liefore he hud duno cither, and his yijlslcrruliicHs coiiipolled 
him tu intervene in n eliiiructeriHtic manner^ The parallel hetween 
the proMont visit of Sir Janiui MesUin and the flrst \isit of Sir

Hiiru ha will do ho in a spirit far removed from masterfulnesn. 
Angry coiivulHious of tiui liot-loniporeil are not the strength of 

tliii really strong man, nor does a parade of strength really iiidicatfl 
Mtruiiglli In the speech delivered hy Sir >lamu.s ul Aligarh there is 
Hlreiigth and not leiii[Kir, and if only ills Honour niuld indieata 
clearly ninugh that at least lU one rcsiiett lio rcHemhlcs 
his producosHor, Aligarh would have reason Lo hless the day when 
he heciuno ilH Ollieial Palnm. It was ihe Haiing grace of Sir John 
Jlewett tliiil ho hud not the coinrnoiipliiee notioiiN of the Ailgl't- 
liidiun liiireamirat about the preslign of oIIkiuIh, and, ulrhough he 
woH Li)o often led hy ooiiie personal dislike to come down willi a heavy 
hand on an ollieial or JOiiropuan delinquent, fie certainly did not 
apaio him iimrely for the anko of oifieial or the white man’s prpHtige. 
Sir JaiiniH Mustoii hun used the luoiit tactful Iiingiiagu in exprosHing 
his diMupproval of i‘ertaiii matters at Aligarh and in warning those 
intorcMtod in its prngri'ss of dangers which he f •nisees Hut the vuUet 
glove does not altognther couceal the cliaroi'ter of the hand it rlolhes, 
and, if wu know Sir ■lames at all, the glu\e could never have iMsm 
meant to coiiueal the hand. Uiit there arn cerlain nspucts uf 
the dilllcnUiPS of Aligarh to wliicli no rufeicncu woh made in hie 
almuHt exhausLivo spuech, and we hope and lieliPio that the omission 
was pnlirely due to n natural luck of knowledge of those 
BSpeetri Lot ns, tlieief.ire, trust that when in the rulliiiss ot lime Sir 
ffaiiii'H nrqiiiros a fuller knowledge of Aligiirh and its many ntlnienta 
and diUlcnltiQ!i, tluui I'hi iheru will bo nii iron hand aa well os Hid 
velvet glove. 

Whatdvor may have nllrneiod Sir 111111108 Meslon to Aligarh, 
tho 'rriislpca thninseliPs gave nn excellent opening to theii candid 
friend, and in a uinnnor drew upon IheMiselM's the reply whieii 
wo review lo-dny. In the good old days of despotism when dosjjofa 
ruled iiiid wvro ulMywl witlioul having to uvilo thu lurking of 
Olhoinl Jhilroiis, the drafting of Arldn'sses |ircserit<pd to .Miguih's 
dlsliiigdished risitniv was left eiiliiely to the Founder who could have 
Kuid witli oven greater truLli than the nutocnib of Kriiiiee, I’rt'it r'tH 
VM (1 am the Stale). This was nalnial ciiuiigli because there w^re nu 
siirli things ill tlio good idd i|;ivm ns flui TniviisM of the 
college. Hyod Ahiiiiid Khan was in realdy rlio sole Trnslee, and, nliJioiigli 
he had many personal friends wlioiii lieassociiiU'd with him in his gimit 
work, tho college was hie creation and he cuold well hi>vc said— 
although he never said it -"Alono 1 did it." lie alone iin >10^1014 what 
ho h.vd ervsvlcd, and il^tlif rinvrest inaiiiier espluiiieil his motive and 
moAiiiiig to ilie World iil laigo iii a soiie- uf AdJrosses .IrafloJ 
hy the late ilustiee Moliiiiood who possossisJ a geniiiH hardly 
infen. r to that .>f his great father After llic death of Sir 
Syed Ahmad, the old (lesp.jtisin of one over nil disappenrrsi, and 
its place WAH lilhsl hy Iha dietalorHhip of the few over tlia 
iiiuny.

India. The prmient Addreos ia indeed a “reniarkalde document’’ iu Inan/ 
respects; hnt it would aatonnd His Honour if he eame 10 know "that, 
it was (diielly miiarkahle for the fact that alaigobumtierof the Tnistaes 
bignud it without having paid him the ciiuiplimcnt of reading it, and, 
few, if any , licyond the loral coterie were permitted to sew it except in 
print, W e should like to know how many largo institntiona 
created hy the united ellorta and carried on according to tlw 
milled wishes of a community— as tho Addrccs pretionted to riord 
Lytton in 1877 declares Aligarh to hove been intended to be — 
prcbciit nminrkable documents to their Offleial Patrons after h» 
iittln delikration end discassion oa went tu the Hhapine of the 
Address to Hir James Meston. 

Iji'f.ire dis<'nNsiiig in detail the reply of Sir Janos Meston it ia 
necevHary to discuss the Address of tlie Trustees itwlf. au long oa 
it routines itM-lf to the katen track and reiterates tho ideas of Sir 
iiyod Ahmed Khun we have no quarrel with the Address. But wlien 
it begins tu discusH what il calls the critical stage in the life 
undeviiliition of Aligarh winch is deslineil to dutennine for better 
or foi worse its fall and future for ever, and the inystcrioiis problems 
which it declares to be os complex oh they are moineutous in their 
far-reaching results, wo believe that the TniHteo or Trustees rmponsibje 
for its drufling sre ulippiiig fast iutu a quagmire of their own 
rreaUon. Hurely there ih no mystery aUmt Aligarh except the 
fihsciinly of words with which a hazy mentality befogs even the 
obvious when it fulls to comprehend it. Nor is there any abnomial 
eomiilexity nbiiiit the iirohlcnib of Aligarii nnlcas it be of tho nature 
of eoiiiplicatioiis which set in wlicn quacks prescribe lor diseases 
which they were never trained lo diagnose. “ Tliere was a 

tunc,” runs thn Addicns, ** wlien the principles of the Aligarh 

marpmeiil pmapered and llourislied iii a congenial atmosphere which 
they breathed on all sides,” and it goes on to mourn pathetically 
that " those conditions afipear lo have clianged and now apirita and 
new forces are Retting in rendering the TiiaintenancG of our traditiuni 
and ideal s moiu and mure diUicull.''

Aligarii 
is only afflicted with a typo of new men who are as ineapahle of being 
iinbiip<l wiHi tli»* old spnit and regulating the old furocs as tin* 
ordinar) Hcnaitivc pinto of tho pliotrigra^ihcrs is incapable of receiving 
inipreKhiuiis of the variegatpil colours of Nature's flowers and fruits, 
the green of the gross tliat car[ieLs Nature's fields snd th» 
HHpphii-e of tho h‘u that eiieireles God's earth ]f thrre lit a 
now bpirit, and if new furccs are setting in, are we to undorslaiid that 
they are any ullicr than the spirit aud forccH which the creator of 
Aligaih fore'taw that hr would be creuting and setting in motion ? 

If not, am tlicsc the Fraiikriisluius whii'h oven he who conjnrwd them 
cuiild not siibscquorHly oiintrol ? To klieve in eithor ixwirihility 
WiiulJ be to insult ilio iiieuiury of Sir Syed Ahuiod, aud Vd lay the 
bliiine of oiii fullies and friulUas at his door. Tho yiiungor men who

News of the Week. 

Lontton, Dec. 6. 

A Rove mro sa^h tlio Tnbuna atnteB that the IteliKii and 
Auatrian MiniiiterN in Atlieud will uotif} Greet c tliat the nceuf'atiou 
of ValoM will not bo permitted. 

A Conatantinoplo wire eayB it in atatod there that Adriannpip will 
bo ra-Tictualled when the peace neK^liatiuna begin. The Turkish Heel 
(e ooDcentrating in the Uardanellcs, It has been ordered to engage 
the Greek fleet in the ASgeun, but a naval battle ia regarded as 
improbable. 

An Athena wire atatea that the Grerka hare begun tlio bombard- 
ment of Janina. It ia nfficialljr explained in Athena that Greece 
hu not signed the ormiatice bocanao it la anxinua that tlie Greek tiort 
■honld be free to prevent the reinforeempiit i>f the Turks, which would 
have endangered tlie chances of peace The Alima, it is said, are 
agreed on the attitude of the Greeks, who will send their pleuipoleu- 
tiories to London for the peace negotiatioua, 

A Sofia Wire atatea : The Governmeut organ Mn mys that 
the object of the war— the liberation of tlio Chriatinns — having born 
attaint, it is useleaa to conlinno hostilities, and that both bclligerentH 
•re sincerelj de;iirdua of |)«aco The paper hopea that the Turka will 
iiqderstand that tlieir salvation lies in a rapprochement with the Balkan 
Siatoa. The fart that Grurce has not adhered to the armmtire dnes 
not alter the aituatioii. Tlie Allies are aware that thcii strength lies in 
onion. 

Turkey, Bulgaria, Servia and Montcuegro hare appointed delegates 
to enter into peace negotiations in London. Them was some 
oonatornatioD when it was ri'alised (hat the first meeting wa.s to W 
hdd on a Friday, and on the thirteenth day of the month, consequently 
the meeting may be postpoued for a day nr two. 

A Paris wire nays that M. Poincare, Premier, made an important 
apeech in the Cliamlicr to-day on tlie internatiuiial situation and 
analysing French policy. Lie expremed the opinion that tiiere would 
hn a goBorol acttlemeiit of the Balkan question one way or another. 
He aha pointed out that the French were the priiiinpal criditors of 
Turkey, and it waa neceanary to determine the share of the JIcbt to be 
•uumed by the Balkan Slates. Franco was also interested in the 
tobai'uo regie and numerous conceasioiis. He trnstijd llial Turkey 
In the near future would rccoicr her pmri))«ntj. Fiancr wn.s sincerely 
onxiniis to preserve her truditiuiial rdalioiih with the Porti'

This morning we niade a general reconnaissance of the snothem 
half of tlie Tchataldja linra. With good glasiMM it was possible to 
cover in A 1 fi-mile side the whole range of Turkish works frotu 
the Mnhmodiyeh Mahiiind Pasha works to where the Tnrkish 
warshifM were occasionally shilling from Hie Kalikralia Day. 
The hcmlniiarters of the Turkish Army HaiJcirikeai, which 

hillside vlilago is at the iiinini'iit a veritniile niillLary einporiiiin. 
Iladhcad, liowrver, is further west. Siippl^ trains now dischargo 
below tho ridge on which stand the Toniosh and Ahmed Pasha 
works 'J'here has h‘in a rtidiHlriLiitinii of the Turkish Army. 
At tho time of writing the nrw orilrr df bataiUr is not available, 
blit is eertairi that the residiin of the Ist Army Corps has 
been joined to the surviving units ol the t!iid Corps.

Tha allegtNl Voiiiig Turk plot to eitabliali a repabliu by n 
roiip d'itni has proved a much more serioiia alTair than was at 
first supiMiwd, and iiu fewer than 900 persona hare already 
been arrested. 

The oou-spiraiiy had ita Mots deep in the army, and Uie

Thn Go vernmont on Saturday reeelroil infoniiation of tlicintructioiw 
Ilf the Union Cmnnuttoo of Ijiburty and Progreaa(?). ThoounHpirators' 
plana were to hare been put into cxocntuui bi-ihy. tirdem 
were iniinodiately givoif foi the arroit oj the ebiefa of the party, 
and within a fun liourii a aninbor of nx -Ministers, ex-dcpnlu h, nn^ 
prominent journalistK wvro already iii cni^tudy. By dawn on Satiuilay 
them had been HO arrests. Thn intention was to sot up a republic 
under Mahmud Shevket Pasha, though some faioured the 
Ituiderahip of Uiza Bey. Mulimnd Mheiket wsk aimmg the first 
appreliended. He Wa^ questioned, and finally releaai.v] under military 
aurveillalioe. lli^e\-aida-deH]arup wit also seized. 

T1ie real leader of th.> moinemeni. was uodnubtedly Djaiul B«y, 
who, hearing that lliiH mrest h»J liecn ordered, eaeaprx] tn thn 
German EuibasNy, and n' beiieied ti} Bare now left the country 
on board a Uussian ship. Tal.tat Ib-y, cx^Miniator nf Poata and 
Telegraphs won less fortnnale, He was serving witli the army 
at (ha fMnt aa a voInnHeer. aud when ha he^ that the plt^ 
had bean discoveixxl he attempted tn eacsiie, but was caught nlien 
about to flee from the vamp. 

Two of the alleged eoiispiratnrs nlTered serioiie reaiatanoe. 
Djambulat Bey, an ex>Minis(er, shot at and mortallj wounded 
the gemhunva sent In arrest him. Djanibnlat has been tried, 
aentonoeJ to death, and Hhut. 

Anotlier promioeDt cmuipirator woa Husem Djahid Bey, then 
dBfWiing affain fiom CooetaoM and oditiDg tha Journal roma 
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Sakmiea, Kw. BO, 

The Greek aiithoritico yesterday arrested 000 Turkish offiesra 
and placed tlieni al.oord tho ateamer Thumntoelea, wbicb Jeaves fnr 
tho PineiiN. The priaonera were taken nnawarca, some ip hoisoa, 
others in streetti and Iramcars. The most prominent nmnag the 
civiliaiiH is Ur. Nazim Bey, cluef wirepuller of the Committee, who 
for the past nix weeks has directed the Red Creai'ent hospital. Tha 
aothonties hare also begun the tiaasport of Haasan Tahaki rasha’a- 
anny into Greek territory.

memorials and traditions nf India'a great past and ore able to offer 
b'> Hie Indian |ico|)lo the clearest pruiif of our desire to maintain 
in our present Administration the spirit of what is best in Indian 
history. It was for this reason that I considered it appropriate 
that our first official act ahould take place amid theae memuriola of 
an historic fiast, in the Hall where tho builder of our present 
Delhi held Ins Court, and where tho Emperor Aunngzeb must have 
bfard the dering voice of the Sikh propliot proclaim the advent of an 
Empire greater than the Great Mogiili. 

But tho eeremony tu-day has a oecond purpose. Fifty-four yean 
ago tho Quvornineiit of India handed over Delhi to the care 
of the Punjab ; to-day we resunie that charge, and Delhi will posa 
froiii the I'ruviuec, with which it has been oi) long and so honourably 
connected, into the direct charge of the Government of India. Uis 
llniiflur tile Lieiitenanl-Giueriior liui! told us in glowing language 
how till' Punjab and snme of tho Ruling Chiels came to tho resuoe 
at Delbi and perhaps you will all forgive me a little tinge of 
IwrKiiiial pnde in the reflection that Maharoja Ranbir Singli, who is 
among tlioHO who Imvo received lioiiruirablp mention from Sir Louia 
Dane h lips, was the son of that Gulab Singh whom ray grandfather 
placed upon tho llimne of Koslimir, while besides the prooent, 
Maliaiaja of KoMliinir J number many [cisonal fnends among the' 
liescciidants of those otlior Chiefs who did siiuli loyal service, not a 
few of wlioin it is a great pleasure to me to welcome and to Bee 
around me hiTC to-day. 

IjOfd Lawrenuc, who did so much for England, in England's 
darkest day, in Ins farewell spoecli when leaving the Punjab said— 
yin the quality of the Civil and Military officers under niy control, 
in Ihc ex('.ellcni'e of the ranjub Force winch has bi-cu miHcd, trained 
and diHiuplinod under the Civil (ioverniiient, m tlie general loyally 
of the Chiefs and jicoplos, ai niucli as in the valour of our Untish 
troopN, did 1 find the means of srciimig juiblio tranquillity and of 
rcmlmiig aii8istani.o in Hindustan Tlic Pniijali was fennd to bo a 
towi-r of stTongth to the Empire and agniii in after veare whei!| , 
leaving India for good almost liis last I'xliorlaliou to British ofiiouiM''' 
was to lie just and kind to the people of this roniilry. Such lauguagkC|h ** 
hIiows wlnt inamipr of man he wua, and dniibtlpss my grandfather ho^^,-. 
a shrewd idea of his traiiiicondent qualities when he selected him 
the first ConimiBsioner of the Jullitndur-Doab upon its anneBaturft'w* 
after the First Sikh War. 

Sir JjoiiiB Dane went on to rceonnt how Uio Fnfijab 
u$<iniLt«d itself of its stewardship, and it may well be proud of the me|b>^'>l 
sage of gratitude which Delhi has sent it at the moment o* pBrtid||^'y 
comjiaiij'. Hia Honour at the same time gave expressiou to ■ veg^' j ^ 
natural regret at tlie severance of Delhi from his own adoiinistMtioiS^^,^ i.

AdrainUtration, continuity of kiiowlodgo and of t>yinpatliy witii tlio 
people eatrnstiKl to their caru, which are so vital to a jiracoful, 
bapplr pntgrotoive administration, will bo Annly securoil.

. more cboptori m jm'diiova! and modern tunes than Delhi, and fewer 
■•till that run trace tlnrir Hiinals further bock into dim antiquity tliuii 
thie aame Delhi and the country round her. 

At Iiidruprnstha waa founded the capital of the Fomin Kingdom 
by Yu'dhisthirn, that groat luonarcli of olden story, and it was hue

hood of Imperial Delhi. Dnt I no^ hardly rsmind yon that to u 
the greatost aud most memorable event of all is the historic pro« 
Douncement made by His Imperial Majesty in Durbar last^yeoTj 
when he priK-lnimnd Deilii to bo for ever the permanent Capital of 
tho Indian Kinpira under tho benign rule of our great a^ good 
Kiug-Umjwrur aud his succeuors. Of tins landmark in the history 
of India the nionninont hns yet to bo built. 

I have dwelt thus ujion tbe noble monuments of a few of tlin 
great Itiilcrs nliu have hold their Court in llio diffen'iit Dclhis, but 
them are many other pages which tell a diAerunt story. I need not 
remind yon tloit the Acid of Panipnt hard by, ill three of the most 
decisive battles of Asia—tniLO crowued tlio Mogul arms vvltli victury, 
and a third timo shattered thu Maliratta power ; nor nood 1 tell of 
the victory of Lord Lake on the other side of the river, which gave 
to Kngluiid her Indian Kmpirn. That Empire was ^trenglheued 
mill coiHoIidiitefl after the great siege, to which yon, Sfr, havo 
leforred at length, but tlio city bus stooil many another siege and 
wnLclied many another scenes of battle, as well air of civil strifo. 
Many times has slio boi'ii spoiled, and more than once the whim of 
im KiiqiiTni bai transferred her inhabitniits in their thousaiiAv to 
now and distant Capitals. 

As wo look around ns on tht> mighty relics of the olden time, w<^ 
may think wilh nnde of tho past gloiics of lialf-forgotten dynasliy^ ' 
but let iiK not foiget (hut this glory was often dcnrly pnrebosed wif^ 
the teaiB of tbe jicople.

Hcuter 
nndeiatanda that the Allies’ condltlonB include the cession of dl 
torrito^ vest of a line from a point lo tho oast of Rodostn on thn 
8oa of Marmora to tho Day of Malatra on the Black Sea, excluding 
tim PoninenU of Gallipoli, the ccesiun of the islands in the J^gean, 
and the abandonment of all Torkiali rights in Crete. The 
qoeation of AUiania ia to be Uft *for the Powers to settle. The 
ielanda near tho month of the UardanelloN will bo dealt with 
apocially. Those terms reduce Turkey in Kurope to a stnp of 
ttfritory not much larger in extent than that corored by the 
Tchktaldja linos. They depriro tho Turks of Adrianoplo, their first 
■oat of empire in Euro|w, and even take away tlieir command 
of the Btrails. They amonnt in effect to an almoliite domend 
for complete suirondor. Unless Turkey is rodiioed to alter impotence 
and has lost all hopes of being ahlo to offer further resistance, 
she cannot accept such humiliating terms of peace Feeling in 
Oonstantinople makes it manifest that no siioh terms can for 
a moment be entertained by the Turkish (iovernniont. If - 
the AUicH maintain an uncouiprumising attitude the 
CJonfeteuco would soon reach a deadlock and hoatilities 
may be resumed. It is, however, not unlikely that the attitude 
of tho AllUa hai been framed with studied exaggeration in 
order to leave a wide margin for the “give and take" of a 
diplomatic Imrgain. The Turkish oonter-proposals have not yet 
hewn made pohlic, but wo may be anre they will among other 
things insist on tho retention of Adrianoplo nh on Integral jiart 
of the Turkish territory in Europn. Indeed, it may be safely 
assonied that the fate of the Conference will nltlmstely turn on 
iJie fate of Adrianoplo. The OonstAntiiiople correspondent of the 
franbfurUr Zatunt/ reocnily dosenbod Tarkey’a attitnde on the 
qnestion of the terms of peace as most docKIed and confident. 
Acoording to him, Turkey insists upon her nndiininielied 
position as the Straits Power. Dnlgaria’s oompensalions cguld 
tberefuro Iwgin only on tho other side of tho Dardan^les. The 
Porte likewiM demands the retention of the fortress of Adrianople 
in Turkish hands, oa well os Unlgaria’i abandonment of the 
plan of marcliing, into Constantinople. Ttid Forte will absolutely 
tUclino to keep Adrianoplo on condition that the forts shonld 
Ite raxed. In suob a ease Tnrkey is flrnlly determined to oimtinno 
the war. “There ia now TorkMi plan in oeurio of elaboration," 
he odds. “Shoidd tlie on^y, enntrary to expectation, break 
tbrongh tho Tchataldja lines, the defence might be withdrawn 
to tlM Asiatic shore of the Bosidionis, There obng the entire 
extent of the Bosphorns, from Bcutari to Anadolii Kavak. 
extensive uiUtaiy praparitiona liavs been taken in hand and 
nwneidua gnita arc being inoqnMd on the heights.''

Enver Bey. fatherland. Wo are sure the appeal 

of llie pure-HoiiliNl patriot, wkoSe deeds of 
Boldess devotion and heraism shed Instni on Uie brief but glorioos 
racord of the Vonng Turk nioiement, will evoke enthusioBtic Tes> 
ponso. Hearing of tho death-stniggle in which his country/ 
involved he leluctantly left Tripoli to tho defence of wliidi ho 
had dedicnteU his life and horned tiack to whore a far greater and 
more urgent duty called, to share with his people the travail of the 
hour and the heal and burden of tliu day. How he oontrived to 
reach ConstantiDOpIo is an interesting story. Aocording lo on 
BMount published ill .4f-JlfcKiyy«f, Euver Bey arrived In Alexan- 
dria in disguiifl and stopiicd at thu Hafwai Hotel. He wora 
German dress and had adopted a German name. A certain Egyp- 
tian officer who had met and lielped Enver Bey on hia way to 
Tripoli saw liiin in the drawing room of the Hotel. The fifficor 
instantly recognised him, bnt with a view to remove all doubt he 
wont close to Enver Bey and took his mat on the some table. 
Eiivcr Boy seemed also to have rcognised the offieer end 
wishing to avoid public rnroguition ho turinid aside oud left the 
table The man who accompanied him to Egypt states tliat Enver 
Boy did not inform anyone of his intended return to Constantinople, 
lie had mode a solemn pledge with tho Arabs tliat he would never 
leave them, and that ho wonld never cease lightiug for their oommop 
nligion .\ft«r Miiafat'a Kainal had left, Enver Bey spoke pub^ 
liely to iho Shaihlia and other Arab leaders and declared that ho 
would never give up fighting against the Italians — not even though then 
were only lialf a duxen soldioru left by his side. He then prbcoadhd 
ou a YiH.t to Sayed Ahmad Shanf. There, placing his hand OH 
the Ifoly Quran, ho pledged his word to fight till he hal onnihiUtM 
tlie enemy or died himself in the attempt. Tho Sayed gavo him his 
blsBsings and ho departed with a firm determination to pu^on the war. 
Iminediatviy on his return, however, he learnt of tho change of the 
Ministry at Constantinople and ho was naturally upset by the turn 
the events were taking there. He blamed Kiamil Pasha and 
Niuim Pasha for liavmg brongfat about a crisis in national aflali 
and [tossed every uioment of his lifb in restleas anxiety. The 1i 
despatches ho roeeived from Turkey !«ft him no alternative bt 
lo return to Constantinople os fast as ho could. Pleading nrgenr 
hnsiness he loft the same day by motor, accompanied by thiM men. 
On the third day he waa in Alexandria. He had his chin and 
monstachen ekuti^, leaving only small whiskers. Diagaised os a 
Gorman he left Alexandria in a German vessel and oppearn to have 
safely roached his destination.

Tni Muuin who ' wield* the aecret dagger end the bomb end 
deatrojH hninan lifu In cold bloful hna ever bwn ■ perplexing horror 
to mankind. In the mad, impeniunal character of hia mntirea, in the 
ohoice of the oeeaMion, the inatrumeot the victim he diffon 
antireljT from the wretuliea whom aome gtrong peraonal |>aaaion of 
hale, enrj or romnge movea to crime, Afhied with death, he morea 
ghoallike in the mjratary of the crowd to fling the black and 
diem id ahadow of hia aonl acroai come joyooa aenna of public 
/elicitjmr the ritual of a public act, Delhi haa her heavy load 
of tngediea and haa often anpped fall of liorrora; bat alie had never 
bafori in her life of atrange ritfiaaltiidea known the horror that onnvalaed 
her on the 2Srd Uecaniber and alruek her dnmb with grief. She 
•aa jaat riaing out of her draaroa of tradition and history and 
preparing to look np to now lioriaona with a new aenae of hope, 
wonder and joy. She had decked heraolf gaily ; her citizens had 
eome forth in eager thronga to greet the man who had helped to 
reatoro their city to itr old impenal dignity and who la full 
of energy to make il 'once more the norve-centni of India. 
They were full of delight to acclaim him aa the new Lord of Delhi. 
The whole atmoapliere waa alive with exfioctanoy and eager enthnaiaam. 
But M the aolonin pageant moved through the crowded thoroughfare, 
lymbolioal of the majeaty of the New Order and beariug the 
meeMge of new hope, the delight and enthuaiaain of the people were 
^■battered by the deadly miaeilo that the aasaaain hurled from hia place 
of biding >t the central Agura of the pageant. An attempt mule 
on the life of Lord Hardinge would in any circuinatancea have 
Mooaed the ntmoet horror and indignation in India, Thu enormity 
of the Delhi outrage ia uniilterablo. The place, the occaaion 
nod the peraonallty of the intended victim alike render the crime 
the moet detectable that haa ever dUfigurad the pagea of Indian 
hjitory. 

The Royal visit had by its unique historical nignificance, its 
splendour, its benefloenoe and its intimate appeal to the eiiiotinna of 
the people opened a new and fruitful era in the government of tliii 
eounlry. The Durbar was the symbol of a new polioy of trust and 

Z mpathy. The ehaiigea aiiiioiineod by tlie King.Kmperurliad no 
lubt oaused not a little umbrage to some aeotiona of the people, 

' hut no one eonld mistake behind those changes the willingness 
'.«f hia representatives in India to wipe off the old 
grndgM and to bring the administration .nore into touch with 
what ^hoy understood to be Indian needs. The virulence of 
politloal nnreit had considonihly died down and it waa generally 
noneidered, before the King-Rmporor had cx|m>a»i*d his deaire to 
visit Ills Eastern Dominions, that the inli^uulion of Council 
rnfurms tempered by atom measures to repress sedition had effectu.’iUy 
atopped the growth of auarcliiam. King George, tlirOngh a rare 
instinct, conceived the idea of visiting India, and even tliueo who had 
doubted the wisdom of auoh a step extolled its wonderful rusiiita 
when it caino to a siicoessful termination. India for the hrst time 
rose to a sunsO of Imperial unity. The voice of politics controversy 
waa hushed. The people felt the stirrings of a new life in the 
presenoe of their sovereign and realised the beniRoence of his rule. Xh 
■ueh an atmosphere of graoiousnoss and sympathy the polilieal 
■iwassin and his gliattljr cult might wafl have appeared to be the 

5 ' imare of a hideKum dream. The Vioaroy who was mainly 
naibic for the shaping of the new policy waa full of hopo, enm^^y 
inthueiaM fur hli task. The famous doapaioh of the Onvern- 
ment of India outlining the changes annonnend at Delhi contains enoie 
paaaagas destined to play an important part in the political eroliution 
of the oonntry which breathe noble senlimenta and in which Lord 
Uaidinge strQok the keynote of his miosion as India'a ruler. There 
weNf of eourse^ some differences of opinion abont the policy nnderiytng 
the DeOkl eftangn^M 'veil os abont tho first fruiU of that policy, 
but no deiM eonld wear enter the pnblio mind as to the earnest 
einoArity uf'the Yioeroy or his (rank iMd gsnuine sympathy with 
the Mpirationa of the people. THe reverb of tlie partition of 
l^engnl bos been juetifled on gronnds that may woll be qneetioned. 
But surely the Vlcocuy who had tho courage to faoe couaiderable 
odium and even hanh eritioisra in rameving what he oonceived 
to he a legitimate griavenre of a aection <g tha poo^, eonld 
aoareely be supposed to have ineurred the ' wrath of politloal 
idhiKata. 

It ia needleae to eatiniate here tha full signifloaaca of the 
oaremoaien couiieotlon with the formal entij of the Yleeroy 
inki D(^. Tlie ooeuiou will live aa a landmark in thu biatoi^ 
thia eoutry. The Iruihref Iheienl «( Indan Oorensnank

na ampty aantiinent. It ia due to a elear raeugaitioa of thn 
valne of hutorieal unity, of, (he eooticuity of tnditlon and, nbown 
all, of the duty of India'a rnlere to noaat theif adaajnliti^sn 
efforta in ampler monld and troer prepoitioDf ■ The oiponr w i yre 
of Oalentta and Bengal waa bound to bq hurt by the ohing^ but 
the Imperial annoancement at the Durbar waa a« elf i»w fd with 
anmixed enthnsiasm by the rest of India. The Bengalee opiplon 
was olio eoDoiliated by the removal of Ita pet grievance. Tho 
glamour of hietorio ooooaion clung round the personoh'ty of the 
Viceroy and he soon rose in popnlor esteem and affection. Hia deep 
interest in the educational, advancement of the people, hii ready 
sympathy with tlieir desire to take ectivo and more responsible pnri 
in the conduct of public affaire, and hia prompt energy in 
initiating (rank disamimon and inquiiy with a view to odminiatrotivo 
reform had mode people look fonroid to hie formal entry into the 
new aoat of his Government as a pecallarly ouapioiona 
event. That event hoe been marred by the politick 
and all India feeb paralyeed with horror and ehame. 

Tlie attempt on the life of the Viceroy who 
haa done not a little to deserve the respect and gratitude of 
the Indian people line a iigniflcance all ita own. It ia impoaailile 
to conceive that the culprit was moved by some fierce personal 
pauion of revenge against Li.rd Hardinge. So far aa one can 
judge under the oireunintances, the motive of tho crime wan pnrelj 
impersonal, cold-blouded and political. TIiom who talk of the orime ae an 
iaulated act iif a fanatic merely play with words. A poUtihal 
fanatic who aims at the life of tlie highest representative of 
Government established by law is a creature of a distinct pHtfwwiI 
climate. It requires a Urge and powerful organisation of Ihonghi 
and energy of a certain charoot^ to prodooe the foreea that 
feed anarchism and evolve the cult of the bomb. The"fanatio” 
who attempted to aasoseinate Lord Ilaidinge waa, in all priK 
bability, a mere instrament of a aecret organiaation of terrorlata 
whose one aim is to render Brithdi Rule impossible under the 
strain of constant iiiornl ahocks. The ftnt aigna of nnorehical 
development manifested themselves in the country when the npraai 
immediately following the partition of Bengal wai at ite height. 
Doth conciliation and repmsion failed to eradicate them. Anai^- 
eal plots were unearthed here and then and a few of the anarohiste were 
hunted to their doom. Bni anarehiam waa never killed. Recent 
outrages in Dacca and Midnapur indicate only too clearly that 
tha " fanatic ’’ who strikes with cool deliberation at the responsible 
agents and ufllcen of the State is still abroad In the land. 
The “ fanatic " of the Dellii outrage is, in all likelihood, oUe 
of the tritie tliat protlnoed tho nuirdorars r f Sir Cunod-Wylle, 
of Shamsiil-AIam and of several others who hare fallen vicUin 
to the political asHossin while doing (heir duty. 

As long as Uie culprit ia at large It would be futile to 
speoiilata on his individuality, hia class and on the organiaation 
that produced him. Tho stain of hie crime will ogntinae to 
beemiroh every Indian until (he miscreant ii brouglit to book. 
Unfortunately tho chanooa of Ida detection seem to bei(,remote. 
Very scanty evidence is at praaeut available that may fnraiali 
on adequate clue loading up to his arrest. The only snte and 
oeriain fool so far known is that tha outrage waa eonfmitted! 
ttt front of * large block of three-storeyed building in which 
die .lOicos of the K, I. R. and the Punjab National Bank see littotod, 
nnd it may onnseqniintly be inferred that the osaoeeiii wow 
■omewhrrc in that building when he threw the bnipb. BalQrinyl 
time elapsed after the nwnrrence before the cordon of aoMiein 
and police could be drawn round the place, at any vnto ^(dto 
sufHoieot for tha onlprit to make glmd hia oagape. Hoivivm', 
no stone will, we are sure, be left nntnrned to tiw«k hhn dMO. 

No Indian jealona of his coontry’s honour and of (ha Msl, 
name of hia rare will rest eomfortably under n heavy toef 
thame till the erimidal haa been ' can^t 
punished. The feeling of the conntry has been expreased in IfvM 
of utmost grief and pain, and anormone snms ho^a 
apontaneonily offered by public bodies and individuals oa iWNBlidii^ 
to the person who may tninlah informatioiv leading up W Sto 
detection of the Msasain. The responaibilily at' DalM is, howfvto 
pirkcoUrly lice^ in the matter. The otroclona eiime 
paipatntcd in Chandi Gbowk ii alien lb tire apirit cl ips tntdilfasM 
mi erary one of its oitiaana haa ilevred thw antragn irilh - 
dateetoAioh and loathing.

The ImtigatioDof ^ oaae ii in the hinda of the higbeat 
adthoiiUee of the Gnnunal Infestigation Department and we are eon 
all thoM willing to give neefnl information will be anbjetted to 
no nnueoeuarj baiiaamont. fint in a matter anoh aa ihie no 
amount of inoonvenienoe and troiibln ahould atand in onr wav. 
Bvny bit of information likelj to be iiiwfnl ahould be pr(iiii|itly 
and aneraaervedlj placed at the diapoaal of the anthontiea. The 
oitlaena of Delhi are on tJieir trial. We are anre thoj will 
emerge out of it with credit and with their reputation and good 
name unacathed. 






In concluaion, wo would only expmaa onr rpspectful aympathy 
with Their ExooIlonoIeH Lord^ and Lady Uardinge for tltr 
terrible ordeal through which tliey haie jNiiucd and our 
ndmiralioii for the iioblo conrago with which they havo burne 
theraBelvoB. The heart of all India is aoro nith alUiction and 
tlie jMUii Ilf liHiniliatioii. On thn aftomooii of the 2.Sr^l instaiil, 
when lying wmindcd Irom the bomb, Jjjnl TIaidiugc caid that 
this attempt upon bi<i life hud not ni&do any cbniigo in his feel- 
ingH towards ludi.i and the jieoplc f>f India, nor would it 
eauao any chnngH in bis attitude or policy. Ho was only lillorl 
with sympathy at tho Hhaiuo mid horror with which India niii'^t 
be flll^, and doproused hy that thought. Thrso nro gracious words 
end win act on the lacerated heart of India like a healing balm. 
May wn aasurc Ilia Excellency that thtso words will ho rciutiiibcrrsl 
hy the people with evorloatiug gratitude. Hh ordci, direct- 
ing iliose about him, imiiicdiatoly after the occiirri'iice, that the 

eereniouica Hluiiild be proceeded with as if uothiig had h^peiied 
bar hrongbt home to erory one in India that llritish Hide is 
ineritable. Uis noble woids for India and her penjila have 

revealed, as nothing olse could have done, hov* immensely that 
Bnle i.s necessary and beneficent. I'be citizens of Delhi who wit- 
nessed the occiWfunrn fnim closo quarter^ or heawl of it from 
afar must have had thoii minds dllcd witli strange echoes from 
liietory. Not far from the place of occurrence is a niosqne aseociated 
with one of till* bloodiest piigci in the aniialn of Delhi There 
it was that Nadir Shah, on hearing o[ thn assassination of a 
few noldirrs of his botlrgoard, unshealhcd the sword and 

gave the order for indiscriiuiiiatc massacre Tho atreets of 

Delhi wem drenched in the blood of thousnnds of innocent 
vJotinii'. Nunc could have lifti'd n finger of ropioacii if in 
nonSiHinenee of the outrage on the Viceroy tho British troops had 
inrtird their guns on the blm-k -d buildjugb from which the b'lmli 
was hurled and rased it to the ground. 'L'he iiiiijcsty of the law has, 
liowover, triuiiijdind; and in this trininpli Wc have a buproiiie lessou hr 
India, l'he coul eonrage of tho Viceroy, the disoipliue and Inununity 
of tho Rule of which he is llie rUibii, symbol and tlio 
nobiliiy of the niood in wliicti hr has fated the vilo deed 
have mode n dcaqi and lasting impre<isiui] in the country. 
His magnanimity and dorotiou to July Iiavc drawn liie hearts of tho 
Indian people to him still oloRcr and hare addrci aliJl stronger links in 
ihe uhaijk of mutual sympathy, good aili and holplfidiiuss that 
brnda India «o England. 
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Sir Jap[ies Meston at AHgarh. 
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Uk who jrottld diseiiss the probtem** of Aligarl^ must examine 
Wibether its diMculttea are congenital or merely advcntiiioiiK. 
^e fact In that Aligarh was growing normally enough a* 
{naiitatioTii but tlia equipoisQ ttist Syod Ahmed Khan had

.Bpmto Vaarot among tbe Troat^, and dfflaruDoaa 

O' >lM«wv An Tmataai Add tU Enuapmu Staff on Aa one lirad and thn 
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European Staff and the Indian Staff on the other. This baa n doqbt 
an unfortunate affeet on the youtba that live and work at Aligarh, 
bat if these dissensioni and differences are to disappear/ the 
oligarchy of the first decade after Sir Syed’a death must alao die* 
appear finally, and Ae era of true democracy moat be aaberod 
in Aligarh. To onr mind Aa anake is now not only scoAhad 
bat almost killed, and if despotism can no more reign at Aligarh 
there is no greater chance of oligarchic calials and cliques retalfl- 
ing an ascendency which hod been won by intrigue and maintained 
III the past tlirongli the indilfareiico and urglect of the Trualres, The 
heresies of yeatorduy have liccomo part of the orthodox creed of Ae 
comnianitj to-day, sod he who would ignore Ao nuited wishes of a 
whole community and carry on the work at Aligarh wiAont its nnited 
efforts, would find that the task is wholly iinpossible, and that a com- 
munity in tho truost seiiso of the word — expressing united wiahas 
and aettiug forth united efforts — has, thanks to S>ed Ahmed Khan 
himseir, at last coiuo into being. 

It is admitted on all hands that all is not well with 
Aligarh, but before we act out to cure the diseaae lot ua panao and 
consider what jVligarh was designed to be A physician tnnst 
know the anatouiy and physiological fniictiona of the varionif 
members of tlie human body in liealtli before lie can deal effectively 
with its pallirilogical oondition. And it js because Ihia ubvioiia fact is 
Ignored that iliree-rourths of the nostrums are prescribed for tho ailments 
ot Aligurh. To begin with, Aligarh is the outcome of a Iwo-fuld revolt. 

It was a roiolt, on the one baud, against the sterility of Eustern lore, 
and on the other, against the complete divorce of the Western educa- 
tion imparled in India by Ooveriitneiit from tho culture and creed of 
Islam. No lidclili to British rule l oiild ho greater thnii that of Sir Syed 
Ahmad Khan, and none cmild ehullenge his appreciation of nil that is 
best in tho aims mid ideals of Western education, lint he was insuffi- 
cioui sympathy nith the political icbels to have grasped their point of 
view Slid to huvo explained it ii> his uieniorablo brochure on An 
“ ('aiises ot the Indian Her ill ” Similarly, ho was near enough lo Ae 
ediicalioiinl reliels to have refused to oiler Ins allegiance to the edn- 
eatioiial policy of the liidiuii L'liiicrsitioa One of the earliest advo- 
cates of lliii representation of tiro nilcd in tho counsels of the 
rulers, he wuj jiosiLiiely Die first lo duiinind an educational Swarajya. 

Tins IS thn CBSeiitial trntli tliiit iiinst soak in thn minds of all who are 
really interested in the jirogreSB of Aligarh, and without a thorough 
asKimilation of this it would he us easy for one to enggost 
rmprorenients at ivligarh'oa for a doctor to diagnose tho 
diseases of mknlti..id and piescribe the remedies without imderstauding 
the circulation of blond and knowing tho functions of the 
heart 

Aligarh was and has always been tlio sniybol of roiolt in 
tho foregoing reHircct, and any attempt to lay down for its guidance 
maxims ot eclii(.ati()<iu) urthodoty culled from ii ))iirely English 
expcneiu'e or iinpuHe on it the cdiicatintial policy of the Indian 
Doierninont would be to eoiirt failure But the educational 
Swaraj) ii of Aligurli was not the outeome of thu hatied of 
iMitlanillsh ideals Its advorutes, far from preaching a boycott 
lit European incihods and European workers, went far in search 
of Ae lie^t moo iu the West in order to eomhine the best 
111 thn Wc'l with the best in the East, and thus lu raraovo 
Ac Btegnalion which tho pen insularity of India, so to speak, 
for sevoral centuries had iinposed upon it. 

In order to form a corroet judgment about Aligarh it is essential 
to iiuderstand that Sir Syed Ahmed Khan ooiisidorod it most deeir-' 
able to have a mimlu'T of Enropeati Professors to sssist tho 
MuBBaliriune ni the national regeneration, but that neverthelesa 
ho laid it down detiuilely enough that all the Ttostees shoold be . ^ 
MuBsolmuns Hud none but a MiiHaulman coaid bo entrusted with^~ 
the shayilng of its edui'iituinal policy. TIte aim of education is m i*^- 
inako a perfect man, and tho ideals of perfection differ ocoording A 
tlie Bpirtual conceptions and social polities of different oommanitiee. 

It, thcrafore, follows tliat Sir Syed Ahmed Khan, who was dissatisfied 
with Uia odoi'uliurial methods and ideals of (lorernment and Mie- ^ 
sionary Colleges, could never approie of an arrangement in which 
tho ideals of perfection to bo pursued in Aligarh conld be Aose of 
men who had spiritual conceptions and u social polity very ikiiicli ab 
variance with those of Indian Mnssnlmans. This settleB for ever Ae, 
question of making any but a Miibaraitiadan an edncational deopot 
at Aligarh, if that despotism is to have within its jurisdiction the 
laying down of Aligarh’s educational policy. But once that policy is 
fonuod, whether by a Moslem despot or by a Moslem democracyr it is ^ 
not only permitted bat at times most necessary to utilise every instru- 
ment for its execution wbather it bears Ao haU-msrk of Islam or of 
other creeds and ooinnuukies. The deliberative body at Altg«it» i 
was, Aerefora, rigidly kept Moslem, and whosoever endeavours to 
enerooch upon Ae realm of Ae Moslem Trustees, whether openly or 
in disguise, departe in the moat clear manner from Ao very idesla of 
Bit Syed Ahmed Khan and Ae principles it Ae AlignA movement 
to whieh doctor and qnsok sU torn tor ■ remedy. If Aere am

o imoll ninority of the Xriuteoa who hod, for o ooaiideroble ipM of 
time, monopoliied oil power after the death of the Foaoder. It ia not 
nooeiMary to dMcoM tiu motivea of ench men, aod we ohalt oot eater 
into the qaeetioD wbether they wieh to eerre their own enda by 
their eonploeeiNie or are too weak to oppoee the maetcrfulDew of 
otheri. 

The Conatitotion of the TruiteM ia atill the aanie, but the 
poaitioD haa undergone aconHuierabla obaiige aince aomeof the younger 
men, oombined with aome of the oldeat, fought heroically agaioat the 
inaatertnlaeaa of tlio encroachera and tl^hoinplacenco -.f thoee who 
have oot guarded tlieir truat more jeploniily. Hut, although the 
Oonatilntion ia at preaent nearly tlie apiA aa laid down in 1689, the 
oommonily has clearly declared for iti radical modifleation. The 
Committee acloctod out of tiu' Iwat clcmPutN in the Alnalcm com- 
miinity for drafting n CnnHtiliitioii for the Moelnni UniiuraiM, haa 
declfred ile<'If I)/ n clear majority iu favour of the cliangeH i>lii«h 
are have lji‘')n advocating for a number of yrara, and it innal be aaid 
for tlmau who clung to llicir own conHervatiriro tliat they have 
aohnowlodgeil their defeat with auificicDt candour, if not alao with 
perfeet chuorruincaa. The Truatoiw ton have accepted ihc^c cliangca for 
the future, but aome of them would like that exception aliould lie made 
in the c'laoa of the prewnt Life^Tnialcea wlioae teiiuro of olTiec they 
would like to remain peraiaiient. Tim la, after all, a comparatively 
amall matter, but we huVl' nvery ho(m that the Lifn-Trnatoci would 
oot ail example of aolf-dniiial and allow their confldciice in the good 
aenao of tlio conirniuiity by retiring groiwfiilly id coiiroe of time and 
aeokiiig like the rod the aiilTragc of their co-retigioniriU. But 
(hia ia not the end of all oppoailmn to the liboraliaiiig princi- 

J loa wlileli wo have atri'nuuusly and aleailfoally Bdvucated. The 
Iduoatiou Member rd the Oovcrinnuiit of India ia certainly 
not III lore with the "rabhlo of young men," though he knows 
well oiiiMigh that it ia inoatly these men who are duvoling llioir 
time and energies to the work of their community, and (hat for 
tlw uiiiAl part It IH tliciM* men who are qualiHod, by the educa- 
tion they have ruccirod at <Vligarli ilhclf, to bo entrus'ed with the 
shaping of the odacaliuual policy of tlm Indian MiiN'^alni.tiis A 
diaparagmiiant of thoao men, eouptoil uilh a pcrni»leul adviK'ncy of 
Ihn cI.'uuMof so-calliid “exports,” uuiild only crivile the aiiapicion thnt 
Uuverunteut la aiixioiia to oppoau (lie ideals of Sir Syed Ahiiwd 
Khan and the principles of tliu Aligarh iiioveincnt by supporting 
the encranchiiionla o( the Kiiropean Staff on the domain of the 
Mnalem TrusUiea, and that Government la striving to make 
those eiicroaeliinuiita possible hy prolonging the era of romplneenl 
Traatuea who through igiioronoe, selfl'ihness or indilTcreiice have not 
been na vigilant as tlicy should have lieon in guarding the fmwera of 
the Tnialoea frniii the haioli of the cnerooehers. We ahall deal anli- 
aeqnently with Sir Janies Meston'a diNcnption of the twohrlioola 
of thought among Lhn Trustees, (ho Young and the Old, but 
wo may atato hero at the very outset tlmt, if there are dissnnsiona 
ani>>ng tlm Young and the Did, it is only bceaiisn tlit Young and 
the adiicuted do nut wish to tolcrvtu any brnger ibe eiicrna''hiiienta 
of the Gngliah Staff on the puwoia of (lie Truatues and arc bent ou 
piivaning llio ideals of Sir Syed Ahmed Khun and currying un the 
pilnoiples of Ihu /Uigurli luuveiiieiit with ateaJFaat iletormination and 
anawmiug fldelitr. 

But it must also he home in ueud that alLliungh we still 
eling to the iudioiiu'B whudi we have advocated for many yoani 
f'lr the reform of tliu Trustees, wo aro nut oblivious of the fai't 
that even un<ler the tdd aystom an impn^vonioat lisa taken plsc<j la 
the work of the TriiatM's. The pnidicity giv.m to Aligarh aftoim — 
whatevor its effort oi^tlA lUscijdino uf afudcnla — lias certainly made 
the Trustees mure oivreful of that trust, and wo hiivw o itircd iii recent 
years time after time Trustci'x' niecliiiga held with au attendance 
twice and l-lmcu ua large as the av eroge attendance of the prcviu’ia 
dMade. Since J907wodonol know of a single meeting of tlio 
TntateOa which bad (u be [Hiatponed fur want of a quunnn of scren. 
and iiveii those who oanriut alUmd now devote mure time thaq they cr 
thoir preilcccHisuri* drvnied Ivfore li> the work which they had nnder- 
tokotv So much baa eriiiciam done; but it canmd do more uiilsss Uia 
ooinpositioo of the Truateus improves as well, aud although criliolno 
haa reacted (hi the nuinpositioD also, the only lasting improvement 
will bs eRocted when the Oonslilntiiva traaiod by the Moslem Uni- 
veraiiy Coustituliuo Committee Is adopted for the Board of Trueteca. 
We had a great hupo that we wnaldhave a Mnalem Univeraity in 
working order at Aligarh in 19 IS, hut, Uiaaka to the Secretary 
of Suta and the India Council, that hope haa bran defareed aod ia 
making the Muslo.o heart aiok aa Hie pmverb miut have warned the 
powers that be. Not wwting any longer for the futffiment of that hope — 
though that hope uliall he fulSlIed before loug^we intend to take 
■taps within the year to liave the regulatiooa of the Aligarh College 
modified in adoordance with the draft of tha Moslem Univeruty

menla. Wo an anre that Hia Honour the Lientenen>G!ovei7ior» 
wlio is himself keenly olive to the need of maintaiaiiig the dnthority 
of tho Staff over the atudenta, never intended to weaken the antboritj 
of Uie Truateea over the Staff or the Btndenla when ha referred to 
the diaaonaienB of the Truateea and asked them Jf the decay of Aligaeh 
was the price which ahonid be paid for their diaeensiona. But there 
is no donbt that the Trustees were to some extent lowered in pablie 
estimation by the reforeiice, and the only way in which It ooidd in 
futurn be avoided would be to have no dlssenaiona at all. To do 
this it would not bo neccaaary to crush the Young or to hill tho 014. 

All that ia reqnirad ia to have a conatitntion in which tho trao 
repreaentativea of every class of workera for the national good In tho 
Mnhamraadaii coiiimnnity could combine to work with tho aula objavt 
of making Aligarh iluiirish aud prosper That conaammation la, wu 
beiirve, in sight, and till then we hope all dissentienta would agree to 
coutiiiiie thfir dissensions only in the way of honour and dignity.^ 

Wu now romo to IJis Honour's description of the two schoola of 
thought at Aligarh, the Young and the Old, and here we must beg to 
differ with Ills IJunoiir. Once before this, when the Seuretary vif 
State's draislon with regard to the Musleiu University wss diociAmd 
at Luckuow last August, we requested tlio Oovcnimont andosporialJj 
tho Mi'iiiber for Education to Bcrutiriiao carafiiUy the ages (4 those 
who hud differed from the Secretary of Stale and Ins Council. Although 
there IS uut tlio same unanimity among the Trnstcoa oa oxista in tho 
Cousiitiition Committee of the Miialem University, we would invite 
Ills iloiioui La iiistituiu an enquiry Into the ages of the disseotienls. 

Wc dislike iveraonulitiCM as much us anybody else, bnt when wo are 
talking of meu on tins earth it is not easy to use very general terras 
equally Apjilieablo to mrn in Jilars altd tho Man in the Moon. We 
would, tliuiutore, lake leave to rchr to some of the moat prominent 
persoualiiics among the workers at Aligarh. In what category, we Mk, 
are wu ti) place Nawab V iqar-ul-MnIk and Uls Highness the Aga 
Kliau, Maiilauu llali and the Kaja of Mahmiidabad 7 Shall ve class Sir

The Ottoman dolegateii repudiate the Hii|ff(ealion that thej are 
endeafodring to gain time by their refoaal to meet the Qreehi. 
I^ey eiplain that they were only oll|dhlIy nware yulerday of 
the intention of the Hellenic Qoremigeut and they were bound 
therefon to aak Crmutantinople for th^ ^loceiwary inHtruetion* and 
authority. They affirm that the desire of their Uuvcrnment is 
to oonelode peace as speedily as pussiblo. 

Ranter learns thit in spite of adTerse n>ports the attitnde of 
the Horrisns at the Conference was entirely moderate. While 
nalnrally deHinng a port on the Adriatie, they hare intimated their 
willingness to leafo the matter in the hands of the Powers. M. 
Jeranoritcli, the new Servian Minister in Vienna, is ex|)ectcd to 
begin negotiations for the removal of niisnridorstandings. 

The rer.nrrence of pessimism in regard to the position between 
dervla and Austria is detci|ibed in woll-informod circles in London 
as nnwarrantetl, but deepatchea from llelgraile arc somewhat alami- 
iiig. The Oovernmont organ in llclgrade fomplains of provocative 
Austrian military movements. It says that searchlights are thrown 
on Delgradc and that monitors ars cruising on the Danube and 
Save close to the frontier, and that they hare even collided with 
the pier at Belgrade, Jt also states that Hrrvians visiting the 
frontier triwns on linsiness have been arrested. The fact tliat 
Anstrian ships on the Uaniilie lietween nelgrado and Turnn-Hi'ienn 
have been ordered bi fialatz, and that Itoiiniaiilan shipti have liocn 
ordered to concentrate in the harbour at Maoin, is lielieved in 
Dnhharast to be due to the diapuLo between Austria and Servia.

The Turkish 
dolegali'H declined to accept the Greek terms, and the Greek delegates, 
in the absence of further instruction, withheld their siguatunNi of the 
protocol As the Greek delegates coinplaioed that telegrairs from 
Athens reached them after long delay, it was agreed to extend thi^ 
tiiiin for tlieir signature hy 24 hniira. The protocol was then 
Higiicd hy lliu Turkish delegates and the Bulganans, representing also 
their Servian and Montenegrin allies, and it was agreed that pleni- 
potentiaries Hhoiild bu chosen to attend the I'euce Congress in Londou- 
on till) lUtli iiiNtnnt. 

The Greek attitmlo is involved in some mystery, but explsoa- 
tiooH will, diiulitli>BB, be issned from Alliens. The siegiw of Adria- 
iiople and Scnluii have been preNKCi] with great energy for miuiy wnoki 
with considerable Iohs to the U^Hiogers, While tho operstions before- 
Yanina arc still in the incipient stage. Chmceivably Doine appre- 
licrisnin preiBileil in Athoiis that the town would be included iu the 
proposed Albiuiian State. 

The ennceshiim with regard to the NnaiNinNion of hobtilitifs ot

Whatever was while to him became block to his suecessun. Tlie 
experienned stoif in charge of the snpiJy and mobilisation departments 
was pitilessly dismissed in favour of men who did not know thiv 
A U C of their new work. Mahmud Shevket and his etoff, who,, 
tliankb to Hioir experience, were able two years ago to transport 
within 4H hours 40,000 men from Konio, iu the heart of Ashi 
Minor, to Salonica without e\en deranging the normal service 
uf the trams, wore inerLilessly put aside.

It is this action of the 
Young Turks whieh has aroused tha ire of the present Government 
uriil rauBoil all the bohitrqiient pcncoutions uu the grr.nnd of 
conspiracy.” 


Cholera Horrors. 


('‘MaKClIEBTSnlGUAHDIAu" AMD “HaILY CHltOyiCLB” Mxbbaue.)

Thk lavoges of cholera in the Tnrkibli army contiime. 

A Tnikish officer who returned liere to-day wrnnded from tho /amt 
told me that the sending off of the chnlera-slricken soldiers fioin the 
army is a pitiful sight. Witli the last ounce of Ihcir strength the 
poor, desperate men strngglo for places in tho rough compartments. 
Seldom IS there anyone to lm>k after them and see tlmt thpy have 
room enough and such Httle comfort as the carriages, none too eloan., 
afford. As a rule they puok tliemneUes by tho Beuro into every coni' 
partment. Many fall dead in the torriblo struggle to board the 
trains, 

The trains are still sent to San Stefsnn, where a ccncentTatsoiv 
• amp has been for aouie time. Tho iouruoy is one of only^alfli 
miles, Isit snores of the stricken men never rvacb their deafanaitlon 
alive. To beo suoh a trorn reach San Stefsuo — and doKCga come' 
daily— IS a nightmare. 

A train pulls up iiear the concentration eamp, Doors Mint 
•ipen. A crowd, losing ns tlinngh it were possessed o* the Devil, 
Btumbles and rolls fraiu tho footboards*. The men aeek the oongi in 
the vain hope that there may be water urd shelter (hen.« 
sards someone stninblee, moaning and writhing, peter to . riia- 
sgain. (Others ran only crawl painfully along, Wplnr ' 
IS the only tiling tliey want ou Earth. Soon they sink dfewdr 
knowing that no struggle tliey are capable of will pruhnn 
it for them, Tlivu when all who can novo have left the train, , 
less bundles are seen being thrown from it. They are the'hgdMS oC> 
the dead— rolled down the embankment atad left then. ^ ,

«then who hero ball wriggled out of their dotliing. Some of the 
bodiea, 1 beliaTe, are burned, others are buried bj the score id shallow 
piti. 

It ia in the camp itself tliat all tlie horror of the place ia 
concentrated. Erer/ few days a new piece of gronnd on one side or 
the other of the railway is ringed off. The dead are buried where 
Ahej perUli till the camp is one vast grave, with the dead often not 
many inches below the surface When all the space lu the camp has 
bean utilised it ia mured to an adjacent apot, where it stays until that 
too has beeu filled with cholera victims. Thera are luily about thirty 
teats. They are, of course, crowded. Those who cannot get into 
Ibem lie night and day in the open. 

The most liopeioss thing* is that it is absolutely impossible for 
doctors and nurses to deal with the frightful state nf affairs. It is 
beyond them, and the women of the Ked Crescent have bocn sent 
nway from the spot. The day before yesterday Austrian sailors were 
laiidoJ, aud they cleared the streets of San Stefano of the refuse 
which had aocumolated and of the human wreckage which made the 
town a place of horror. The stricken are loft uliuost entirely without 
nay attendauoo. 

Still to-day one can look orer the country between CoustantiDople 
and tbe Tcliataidja lines and see another hopeless liunian stream — the 
refugees still pouring towards the city. Poverty, terror, wounds, 
duease — these are represented in those crowds of flcoiug people. 

And all the horror and tragedy to be seen within a few miles of 
Constantinople am but the accompaniments of war. The sum of all 
cuinot be set down m words. When one sees e\en this one cannot 
help wishing that those from whose lips the word “war'' slips lightly 
Could see soniething of the maddening confusion even on its farthest 
outskirts. 


The Worst Side of War. 
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Stati or TBS “Isolation” HoiriTAL. * . 

Some dnye pessed, and no more was heard. Then 
a rumour spread of horrible doings at tbe “isolation” 

lioBpital, and a Serb doctor invited mo to go with him so 
luspect. It woe a frightful scone. About fifteen patients wore 
Bitting on a wall outside. The mieery and horror within hud 
driven them out. They were haggard and wild-eyed, god 

rushed on us appealing for release and help. They were in 
quanntine. 

Within it was worse. One lay moaning and yowling, cover- 
ed thick with small-pox pustules. Fully dressed in Ins ragged 
iiniforin, lie writhed on a filthy mattress. All the beds were 
shecticss Kutonc, tj pirns, i-niall-pox, and — olas ! — a number 
of cases of rliciimaliRin wore all boxed np together in thin awful 
den As they were nil supposed to haio dysentery they were 

HTCiving nothing at nil but tea and opiates, and the men who 

wore suffering from cold, rliemnatism, aud bronchitis were all 
skin and bone. 

Without wasting lime over Government rations we liMtened 
at once back to the market, and brought a aupply oi milk, 
oggs, cheese, and rnhia. A glass all round of the latter at 
once cheered the poor wretches and modo them feel they were 
not qiiitu ahandoiird. Tins was for the Enfferers from cold. 
The next thing was to rncciiiute them all. And over this there 
was a terrible noise. Most consented in the end. All have to 
be qiianinlined, iinwever. Hut other quurtore have been found 
for the (so tai) noii-inrertiaus anses. 

In a hoiiBo bard by were fmirteon typhns cases. And tha 
hefls of all wcni filthy and verniiiioiis. Three days of rushing 
backwards and forwards hare, lioweror, obtain^ from tha 
Montenegrin Rod Gross mnllrcss rovers, a sheet upiecr, and U 
thin blaiikrf. All the thick ones are used up. And two 
cartloads of liny this morning served ns mallresB fillings. A. 
bonfire of (he dirty straw that filled the former mattressea followed, 
and plenteous carlsilic powder on the Hnor made things u bit 
cleaner.

It seems hardly possible that it is but eight weeks since tiic first

which should bo first to plunge over the strong ramparts. Hor 
to this day can it be told to whom Uiat honour is due.

aueh force that it carried tents, ipufs, and all things portable briora 
it, a wind that ont the lungs and cramped the limbs. And the 
grentcoata ware not yet available — and the tents of the Kfotmegrin 
Army are mere Tittle kenneJs of ttiin janvas, soaked by the first 
■lorm. In the monialains aU this rum and wind was snow and 
frost. Men plunged bresst-daep through aimw. 



Fightiifg than has been little for some three weeks on this sido 
Srutari's fofUfttislionB cannot he rushed. And“iiiBhing” is the 
favourite Montenegrin tactic. Siege work Is what Montenogru 
wai uot prepored for, and bitierlj it has cost. 

A crowd of foreign Red Crosses, with elaborato equipment, 
AUUM out after tha Krft great fights were over.

If it bo dro6«*cil cleanly from the hoginning it heals iu 
a fortnight l3i'L to he and howl and rot and tliirst covered with 
stinking pasli.luH : to writhe and starve with typhus : to cough 
ond choke with blood ' to ache and freoxe with rhenmatiam — 
that IB true horror There is alwii)s a cnrlain amount of credit— 
evpi; fame — attached to a wound. The sick man Iiaa none. 

He has broken down ; he has failed. Nobody wants him. 

To-day I hare been to ilie sick wards at the barracke. 
They are as jrt not in order, but another day or twq ahonid 
get tiicni nil cleared. In the two upper wards every man is 
the victim of cold and want. And not one has warm clothing 
or covering. With irccold feet they coil, wretched, in a cotton 
sliirt iiiidcr one blanket in a gicat, chill ward. And not even 
a pair of Kockii can 'oe bought in tho town. Every garment i 
IS wanted for tho active aniiy. We are told garments will be 
Mint from Cetinjc, and hope it is true. The French Red Croas 
hns many hnnilred spare hlankats, but won't give one. It “expocta 
wounded, ” ond won't give to disease. 

A gallant Bosnian doctor is struggling with tho problem 
and hopes to get a stive put up in a day nr two. He hopes, 
and so ilo I, to get the djHentury and typhus ward below cleaned 
out A t present the stencil— but I spare you. 

This is tho dark side of war. War news we have none. All 
we know is that, if an assault tH‘ made on Sentari we may expect DOO 
or GOO wouuded on top of the sick — The Manthtrter Guardian. '

^fter the explosion Greek end Bulgerien soldiers began firing in 
the streets on passen-by, with the resnlt that 200 drad remained 
on the spot ... I dioiild not wish even my worst enemy to 
see what 1 liave seen — tiw plniidenng, the sacking of hoepStab, and 
the ontraging of women."

The Diplomatic Situation. 

Declaration by the German Imperial Chancellor. 

I (FaoM THK " Tinas*' CoaBBsroxDBST.) 

Berlin, Due. g. 

Tiik Imperial riiancelliH-, IJcrr von Bethmann llollweg, opened 
this afternoon with s short speech on the Balkan crisis the first 
reading debate in the Reichstag on the Estimates for 1918. 
He spoke for only ten miniitee, and the crowded House and 
galleries were disappointed if ftey exjicclrd anything new or 
sensatiimel from either hi<i speeth or the debate. It liaa been 
perfectly clear that Germany is Ixith deeiring )irace end ensning 
It, and althoDgh the laognsge need tn-dey is emphstic. there is 
uothiiig now in the statement that if one of her alUcs were 
attacked Germans would be bound by treaty oblidatiniM tn 
support her. 

Herr vnn Beilimann Hollwrg began by remarking that fhe 
Balkan peril, which coiiiisted chiefly in rnvial diffefencel, had fbt 
years past made it necessary to reckon with the posaihiHty of 
war, end the Greab Powers had endeavoured to pnt the conflict 
off ai long as possible, to prevent It from bceomiug d'^rarot 
all against all in the Balkans, and above all to prevent it from 
leading to complications among the Great Fowert. this year 
tho aiilagunieui between Turkey and the Balkan States leeclied 
a point which made war inevitable, especfally after the fhnnation 
Ilf the Balkan t.eagae. Germany had (hen used her inflnenco In ' 
order to liHulixe tho war, and hitlierto it had in fact been 
IncaliBed. (Ghoers.) Germany was not directly affected by evefite 
in the Balkans, and in many points her intcrent was leaf thdn 
Biat of other Fowcrs. She was, however, jmtiAed in taliiig a 
hand in the new errangcinents vthich would be a consfifidence 
nf the War, ospetnally a* she was direv'tly intemteti to a very 
conHuleraNe extent in the eoonnmie conditions which Hera (n feLf 
slispi' in the Balkans in the future. He need only meolfeii' tht 
security of the Turkish debt. In the arrangement of*'manV 
quesllona, moreover, Germany would have to throw her uiloiipee 
into tile Mcales on behalf of her olh'es. (Hear, hear.!

The Imperial Chancellor then returned to the qncetion uf 
German interests in the Ncab Jilaiit. Uerniuii policy, he suid, 
had for many years aimed at snpporting and slrengtliciiing Turkey 
from an economic point of view while niuintainlng good pulUical 
and economic relations with tha Ilalkan Slates 'I'hcy considered 
that tliey hod rendered Turkey iiioiiy services without disturbing 
their good pdatiuns to other Powers. It was to the cnKlit of 
Ihelr policy that daring tlie recent war between their friend Turkey 
and their ally Italy they had retaiued the synipallnca of Imth. 
They would contiuno to pursue this policy. They hoped that 
tlicif friendly relations to the Balkan States would ivecivo n new 
etimaluB from tha inevitable increase in the strength of the Balkan 
States, especially ' In the eoonnniin sphere. At the same time 
they would etrive after the cuncIuHinn of peace to maintain Turkey 
as an important economic and political factor. In tins desire 
and effort they wore at one not only with their allies, hnt with 
other Powers for.whieh it wna important to maintain an cooiiouncally 
healthy Tnrkoy. These efforts proved the untruth of the altegations 
in the Press of some of the Groat Powers regunhiig an alleged 
Intention to make use of the present crisis in order to Kquirc 
territory at the expense of Turkey. The cxcliaiigq of views 
among the Powers would continue — though he could not say 
in what form — and the faioiirable results already achieved gave 
promise of a satisfactory aebtlemcut.

Studied impartially the clairns of the Scrim of the two kingiloms 
to 4he whole of “ Old S('ma"Bro singularly weak.

Serbs, one hundred and twenty-throu villagee inhatiilcd by All^aiHana, 
Moslem and Oatholir, forty-four " mixed " villagee inhabited by 
Moslem AUmninns, Cathulte Albanians, nnd HerW, and tho 
town of fiiok. Allowing for tlie pr'iportion of Sevlis and Alhanlana In 
tho “uiltoii '* rillogee and in Ipek as being equal, abdasinimmg ni do 
Turkish oensui rppnri.s,tl)at n hottso represtmis d re sonix, one finds tkat 
the inhabitants of the lS,nil huqaes of Ijiek Kazq at the 
bemnning of tlio uoMury wejm ifi.Olh Moslem and UaBiidic 
AUiaoInna, £1,900 Serbs and IhO Ulpflea. Tbrseresnita hardly Jbit^y 
Slav etlknologirsl eliiins to Ipek, the more eo aa tho balanoe 
has swung nirtlior ngalqffl the Serbs in the laat ten years. In 
Ojakova there are nut fi per Cent, of Seriie.
